CHAPTER I. 

ABTICLES OF RELIGION AND DKNBRAL RUUKU 

SECTION I. 
ARTICLES OF RKLUJION. 

I. Of Faith in the Holy l^riuity. 

1 1. There is.but one living and tnioQod, 
everlasting, without body or parts; of in- 
finite power, wisdom, and goodness; tlio 
Maker and Preserver of all things, both 
visible and invisible. And in unity of this 
Godhead, there are three persons of one mu1>- 
stance, power, and eternity ; the Father, t)icj 
Son, and the Holy Ghost. 

II. Of the Wordy or ISon of God^ wht wan 

made very Man, 

1^3. The Son, who is the Word of t)ic 
Father, the very and eternal God, of one 
substance with the Father, took man's na- 
ture in the womb of the blesse^l Virgin; no 
that two whole and perfect natures, that in 

0)

to say, the Godhead and manhood, were 
joined together in one person, never to be 
divided, whereof is one Christ, -very God 
and very man, who truly suffered, was cru- 
cified, dead, and buried, to reconcile his Fa- 
ther to us, and to be a sacrifice, not only for 
original guilt, but also for actual sins of 
men. 

III. Of the Resurrection of Christ. 

^ 3, Christ did truly rise again from the 
dead, and took again his body, with all 
things appertaining to the perfection of 
man's nature, wherewith he ascended into 
heaven, and there sitteth until he return to 
judge all men at the last day. 

IV. Of the Holy Givost. 

If 4. The Holy Ghost, proceeding from 
the Father and the Son, is of one substance, 
majesty, and glory, with the Father and the 
Son, very and eternal God. 

V. Of the Sufficiency of the Holy Scriptures 

for Salvation, 

^ 6. Holy Scripture containeth all things 
7iecefiBa,ry to salvation; so that whatsoever is 
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not read therein, nor may be proved there- 
by, is not to be required of any man, that it 
should be believed as an article of the faith, 
or be thought requisite or necessary to sal- 
vation. In the name of the Holy Scripture, 
we do understand those canonical books of 
the Old and New Testament, of whose au- 
thority was never any doubt in the Church.

All the Books of the New Testament, as 
they are commonly received, we do receive 
and account canonical. 

VI. Of the Old Testament, 

^ 6. The Old Testament is not contrary to 
the New; for both in the Old and New Tes- 
tament everlasting life is offered to mankind 
by Christ, who is the only Mediator between 
God and man, being both God and man. 
Wherefore they are not to be heard, who 
feign that the old fathers did look only for 
transitory promises. Although the law giv- 
en from God by Moses, as touching ceremo- 
nies and rites, doth not bind Christians, nor 
ought the civil precepts thereof of necessity 
to be received in any commonwealth; yet, 
notwithstanding, no Christian whatsoever is 
free from the obedience of the command- 
menta which are called iuotsA., 
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VII. Of Original or Hirth Sifu 

^7. Original sin standeth not in the fol- 
lowing of Adam (as the Pelagians do vainly 
lalk), but it is the corruption of the nature 
of every man, that naturally is engendered 
of the offspring of Adam, whereby man is 
very far gone from original righteousness, 
and of his own nature inclined to evil, and 
that continually. 

VIII. OfFree-WiU. 

^8. The condition of man after the fall 
of Adam is such, that he cannot turn and 
prepare himself by his own natural strength 
and works to faith, and calling upon God; 
wherefore we have no power to do good 
works, pleasant and acceptable to God, with- 
out the grace of God by Christ preventing us, 
that we may have a good will, and working 
with us, when we have that good will. 

IX. Of the Justification of Man, 

1^9. We are accounted righteous before 
God, only for the merit of our Lord and Sav- 
iour Jesus Christ, by faith, and not for our 
own works or deservings; wherefore, that we 
are justified by faith only, is a most whole- 
some doctrine, and very full oi coraiotX*, 
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X. Of Good Works. 

^ lO. Although ^ood works, which are 
the fruits of faith, and follow after justifica- 
tion, cannot put away our sins, and endure 
the severity of God's judgment; yet are they 
pleasing and acceptable to God in Christ, and 
spring out of a true and lively faith, insomuch 
that by them a lively faith may be as evident- 
ly known, as a tree discerned by its fruit. 

XI. Of Works of Supererogation. 

^11. VoLiTNTARY works, bcsides, over 
and above God's commandments, which they 
call works of supererogation, cannot be tafight 
without arrogancy and impiety. For by them 
men do declare. That they do not only render 
unto God as much as they are bound to do, but 
that they do more for his sake than of bounden 
duty is required: whereas Christ saith plainly. 
When ye have done all that is commanded you, 
say, We are unprofitable servants. 

XII. Of Sin after Justification. 

1^ I.3. Not every sin, willingly committed 
after justification, is the sin against the Holy 
Ghost, and unpardonable. Wherefore the 
grant of repentance is not to be denied to

such as fall into sin after justification: after 
we have received the Holy Ghost, we may de- 
part from grace given, and fall into sin, and 
by the grace of God rise again, and amend 
our lives. And therefore they are to be con- 
demned who say they can no more sin as long 
as they live here, or deny the place of for- 
giveness to such as truly repent. 

XIII. Oftlie Church. 

1 13, The visible Church of Christ is a 
congregation of faithful men, in the ^hich 
the pure word of God is preached, and the 
sacraments duly administered according to 
Christ's ordinance, in all those things that of 
necessity are requisite to the same. 

XIV. Of Purgatory. 

^14. The Romish doctrine concerning 
purgatory, pardons, worshipping, and adora- 
tion, as well of images as of relics, and also 
invocation of saints, is a fond thing vainly 
invented, and grounded upon no warrant of 
Scripture, but repugnant to the word of God. 

XV. Of speaking in the Congregation in such 
a Tongue a« tlie People understand. 

J 15. It 18 a thing plainly rei^u^^wX* \^ 
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the word of God, and the custom of the 
Primitive Church, to have public prayer in 
the Church, or to minister the sacraments in 
a tongue not understood by the people. 

XVI. Of the- Sacraments. 

If 16. Sacraments ordained of Christ, are 
not only badges or tokens of Christian men's 
profession; but rather they are certain signs 
of grace, and God's good will towards us, by 
the which he doth work invisibly in us, and 
doth not only quicken, but also strengthen 
and confirm our faith in him. 

There are two sacraments ordained of 
Christ our Lord in the Gospel; that is to 
say, Baptism and the Supper of the Lord. 

Those five commonly called sacraments; 
that is to say, Confirmation, Penance, Or- 
ders, Matrimony, and extreme Unction, are 
not to be counted for Sacraments of the Gos- 
pel, being such as have partly grown out of 
the corrupt following of the apostles, and 
partly are states of life allowed in the Scrip- 
tures, but yet have not the like nature of Bap- 
tism and the Lord's Supper, because they 
have not any visible sign or ceremony or- 
dained of God. 
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The sacraments were not ordained of Christ 
to be gazed upon, or to be carried about; but 
that we should duly use them. And in such 
only as worthily receive the same, they have 
a wholesome effect or operation; but they 
that receive them unworthily, purchase to 
themselves condemnation, as St. Paul saith. 

XVII. Of Baptism. 
1^ 1 7 . Baptism is not only a sign of pro- 
fession, and mark of difference, whereby 
Christians are distinguished from others that 
are not baptized; but it is also a sign of re- 
generation, or the new birth. The baptism 
of young children is to be retained in the 
Church. 

XVIII. OftheLoriPs^pper. 

118, The Supper of the Lord is not only 
a sign of the love that Christians ought to 
have among themselves one to another, but 
rather is a sacrament of our redemption by 
Christ's death: insomuch, that to such as 
rightly, worthily, and with faith receive the 
same, the bread which we break is a partak- 
ing of the body of Christ; and likewise the 
cup of blessing is a partaking of the blood of 
Christ. 
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Transubstantiation, or the change of the 
substance of bread and wine in the Supper 
of the Lord, cannot be proved by Holy Writ; 
but is repugnant to the plain words of Scrip- 
ture, overthroweth the nature of a sacra- 
ment, and hath given occasion to many su- 
perstitions. 

The body of Christ is given, taken, and 
eaten in the Supper, only after an heavenly 
and spiritual manner. And the mean where- 
by the body of Christ is received and eaten 
in the Supper, is faith. 

The sacrament of the Lord's Supper was 
not by Christ's ordinance reserved, carried 
about, lifted up, or worshipped. 

XIX. Of both Kinds. 

1 19. The cup of the Lord is not to be 
denied to the lay-people; for both the parts 
of the Lord's Supper, by Christ's ordinance 
and commandment, ought to be administered 
to all Christians alike. 

XX. Of the One Oblation of Christy finished 

upon the Cross, 

1 20. The offering of Christ once made, 
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is that perfect redemption, propitiation, and 
satisfaction for all the sins of the whole 
world, both original and actual; and there is 
none other satisfaction for sin but that alone. 
Wherefore the sacrifice of masses, in the 
which it is commonly said that the priest 
doth offer Christ for the quick and the dead, 
to have remission of pain or guilt, is a blas- 
phemous fable, and dangerous deceit. 

XXI. Of the Marriage of Ministers, 

If 31. The ministers of Christ are not 
commanded by God's law either to vow the 
estate of single life, or to abstain from mar- 
riage; therefore it is lawful for them, as for 
all other Christians, to marry at their own 
discretion, as they shall judge the same to 
serve best to godliness. 

XXII. Of the Hites and Ceremonies of 

Churches, 

T^33. It is not necessary that rites and 
ceremonies should in all places be the same, 
or exactly alike; for they have been always 
different, and may be changed according to 
the diversity of countries, times, and men's 
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manners, so that nothing be ordained against 
God's word. Whosoever, through his pri- 
vate judgment, willingly and purposely doth 
openly break the rites and ceremonies of the 
Church to which he belongs, which are not 
repugnant to the word of God, and are or- 
dained and approved by common authority, 
ought to be rebuked openly, that others may 
fear to do the like, as one that offendeth 
against the common order of the Church, 
and woundeth the consciences of weak breth- 
ren. 

Every particular Church may ordain, 
change, or abolish rites and ceremonies, so 
that all things may be done to edification. 

XXIII. Of the Rvlers of the United States of 

America, 

^33. The president, the congress, the 
general assemblies, the governors, and the 
councils of state, as the delegates of the peo- 
ple^ are the rulers of the United States of 
America, according to the division of power 
made to them by the constitution of the 
United States, and by the constitutions of 
their respective states. And the said states 
are a sovereign and independent nation, and 
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ought not to be subject to any foreign juris* 
diction. ^ 

XXIY. Of Christian Jim's Gtx^. 

1^ 34. Th£ riches and goods of Christians 
are not common as touching the right, title, 
and possession of the same, as some do false- 
ly boast. Notwithstanding, every man ought, 
of such things as he possesseth, liberally to 
give alms to the poor according to his ability. 

XXV. Of a Christian Man's Oath. 

^35. As we confess that vain and rash 
swearing is forbidden Christian men by our 
Lord Jesus Christ and James his apostle; so 
we judge that the Christian religion doth i»ot 
prohibit, but that a man may swear when the 
magistrate require th, in a cause of faith and 
charity, so it be done according to the proph- 
et's teaching, in justice, judgment, and truth. 

^As far as it respects civil affairs, we believe it 
the duty of Christians, and especially all Christian 
ministers, to be subject to the supreme authority of 
the country where they may reside, and to use all 
laudable means to enjoin obedience to the powers 
that be; and, therefore, it is expected that all our 
preachers and people will behave themeAlN^'ft «& 
peaceable and orderly subjects. 
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SECTION U. 

THE GENERAL RULES. 

1 26. In the latter end of the year 1739, 
eight or ten persons came to Mr. Wesley in 
London, who appeared to be deeply con- 
vinced of sin, and earnestly groaning for 
redemption. They desired (as did two or 
three more the next ' day) that he would 
spend some time with them in prayer, and 
advise them how to flee from the wrath to 
come; which they saw continually hanging 
over their heads. That they might have 
more time for this great work, he appointed 
a day when they might all come together, 
which from thenceforward they did every 
week, namely, on Thursday^ in the evening. 
To these, and as many more as desired to 
join with them (for their number increased 
daily), he gave those advices from time to 
time which he judged most needful for them; 
and they always concluded their meeting with 
prayer suited to their several necessities. 

1^ 3 7 . This was the rise of the United 
Society, first in Europe^ and then in Amer- 
ica. Such a society is no other than "a 
compani/ of mm having the ioixa aivd seeking, 
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the power of godliness^ united in order to 
pray together y to receive the word of exhorta- 
tiouy and to tpatch over one another in /ore, 
that they may help each other to tcork out the^ 
salvation.'*'* 

^28. There is only one condition pre- 
viously required of those who desire admis- 
sion into these societies, a "desire to flee 
from the wrath to come, and to be saved 
from their sins." But wherever this is real- 
ly fixed in the soul, it will be shown by its 
fruits. It is therefore expected of all who 
continue therein that they should continue 
to evidence their desire of salvation, 

First, By doing no harm, by avoiding evil 
of every kind, especially that which is most 
generally practiced : such as, 

The taking of the name of God in vain ; 

The profaning the day of the Lord, either 
by doing ordinary work therein, or by buy- 
ing or selling ; 

Drunkenness, or drinking spirituous liq- 
uors unless in cases of necessity; 

Fighting^ quarreling, brawling; brother 
going to law with brother ; returning evil for 
evil, or railing for railing ; the XJiisinq mrni^ 
words in baying or selling \ 
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The huyiny or selling goods that hwoe noi 
paid the duty; 

The fff'rhiy or taking things on usury ^ i. c, 
unlawful interest ; 

T7ncharitahle or unpr*jfitable conversation, 
particularly speaking evil of magistrates or 
of ministers ; 

Doing to others as we would not they 
should do unto us ; 

Doing what A^'e know is not for the glory 
of God : as, 

The putting on of gold and costly appard; 

The taking such diversions as cannot be 
used in the name of the Lord Jesus ; 

The singing those songs^ or reading those 
hooks^ which do not tend to the knowledge or 
love of God ; 

Softness or needless self-indulgence ; 

Laying up treasures upon earth ; 

Borrowing without a probability of paying, 
or taking up goods without a probability of 
paying for them. 

^29. It is expected of all who continue 
in these societies that they should continue 
to evidence their desire of salvation, 

Secondly, By doing good, by being in ev- 
ery kind juerciful after their power, as they 
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have opportanity, doing good of every poesi- 
ble sort, and, as far as possible, to all men : 

To their bodies, of the ability which God 
giveth, by giving food to the hungry, by 
clothing the naked, by visiting or helping 
them that are sick or in prison ; 

To their souls, by instructing, reproving, 
or exhorting all vie have any interoourse 
with; trampling under foot that enthusiastic 
doctrine that ''we are not to do good unless 
our hearts he free to it," 

By doing good, especially to them that 
are of the household of faith, or groaning so 
to be ; employing them preferably to others, 
buying one of another, helping each other in 
business ; and so much the more because the 
world will love its own, and them o/i/y. 

By all possible dUigen/ce 9Lndfrugalitt/y that 
the gospel be not blamed. 

By running with patience the race which 
is set before them, denying themselveSy atid 
taking up their cross daily; submitting to bear 
the reproach of Christ, to be as the filth and 
offscouring of the world ; and looking that 
men should say aU mamier of evil of t/iem 
falsely for the Lord^s sake. 

^ 30. It is expected of all who desire to 
2 
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continue in these societies that they should 
continue to evidence their desire of salva- 
tion, 

Thirdly, By attending upon all the ordi- 
nances of God : such are. 

The public worship of God ; 

The ministry of the word, either read op 
expounded ; 

The Supper of the Lord ; 

Family and private prayer ; 

Searching the Scriptures ; and 

Fasting or abstinence. 

If 3 1 . These are the General Rules of our 
societies ; all of which we are taught of God 
to observe, even in his written word, which is 
the only rule, and the sufficient rule, both of 
our faith and practice. And all these we 
know his Spirit writes on truly awakened 
hearts. If there be any among us who ob- 
serve them not, who habitually break any of 
them, let it be known unto them who watch 
over that soul, as they who must give an ac- 
count. We will admonish him of the error 
of his ways ; we will bear with him for a 
season ; but if then he repent not, he hath no 
more place among us : we have delivered our 
own souls. 
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CHAPTER II, 

THE OONFKRKXCB& 

SECTION I. 

OF THE GENERAL COXFERENOE. 

Question. Who shall compose the General 
Conference, and what are the regulations and 
powers belonging to it? 

^32. Ans, 1. The Greneral Conferem*e 
shall be composed of one clerical member for 
every forty-eight members of each Annual 
Conference, and an equal number of lay 
members. Of the lay members from an An- 
nual Conference, one may be a local preacher. 

^33. Ans.2. The clerical representatives 
shall be elected by the clerical members of the 
Annual Conference* providedy that such rep- 
resentatives shall have been traveling preach- 
ers at least four calendar years next preced- 
ing their election, and are in full connection 
with an Annual Conference when elected, and 
also at the time of holding the General C/on- 
ference. The lay representatives sliall ))e 
elected by the lay members oi \)\\g KwwwaX. 
Conference : promded^ that buc\\ Te\>Te^^TOi»^ 
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tives be twenty-five years of age> and shall 
have been members of our Church for at 
least six calendar years next preceding the 
time of their election, and also at the time 
of holding the General Conference. 

^34, Ans. 3. An Annual Conference, 
entitled under the second Restrictive Rule to 
one ministerial delegate, shall not be denied 
the privilege of one lay delegate, and he may 
be a local preacher. 

^36. Ans. 4. The ministers and laymen 
shall deliberate in one body ; but upon a call 
of one-fifth of the members of the Confer- 
ence, the lay and clerical members shall vote 
separately, and no measure shall be passed 
without the concurrence of a majority of 
both classes of representatives. 

^36. Atis. 5, The General Conference 
shall meet in the month of April or May, 
once in four years perpetually, in such place 
or places as shall be fixed on by the General 
Conference from time to time. 

^37, Ans. 6. The Bishops, or a majority 
of the Annual Conferences, shall have au- 
thority to call a General Conference, if they 
Judge it necessary, at aay time. 

f38. Ans. 7. When a Gerv^T^\ Cwvi^x- 
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ence is called, it shall be constituted of the 
delegates elected to the preceding General 
Conference, except when an Annual Confer- 
ence shall prefer to have a new election. The 
place of holding a called session of the Gen- 
eral Conference shall be that fixed on by the 
preceding General Conference. 

1 39. Am. 8. The Bishops shall have 
authority, when they judge it necessary, to 
change the place appointed for the meeting 
of the General Conference. 

^ 40. Ans. 9. At all times, when the 
General Conference is met, it shall take a 
majority of the representatives of all the 
Annual Conferences to make a quorum for 
transacting business. 

^41. Am. 10. One of the General Su- 
perintendents shall preside in the General 
Conference; but in case no General Super- 
intendent be present, the General Confer- 
ence shall choose a president joro tern. 

1[ 42. Ana, 11. The General Conference 
shall have full powers to make rules and 
regulations for our Church, under the follow- 
ing limitations and restrictions, viz. : 
(1) The General Conference shall not re- 
voke, alter, or change our Articles of Re' 
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ligion, or establish any new standards or 
rule of doctrine contrary to our present 
existing and established standards of doc- 
trine. 

(2) They shall not allow of more than one 
representative for every eighteen mem- 
bers of the Annual Conference, nor allow 
of a less number than one for every sixty: 
provided, nevertheless^ that when there shall 
be in any Annual Conference a fraction of 
two- thirds the number which shall be fixed 
for the ratio of representation, such An- 
nual Conference shall be entitled to an 
additional delegate for such fraction : and 
provided^ also, thac no Conference shall be 
denied the privilege of two delegates, one 
clerical and one lay. 

(3) They shall not change or alter any part 
or rule of our government, so as to do 
away episcopacy, or destroy the plan of 
our itinerant general superintendency. 

(4) They shall not revoke or change the 
General Rules of the United Societies. 

(5) They shall not do away the privileges of 
our ministers or preachers of trial by a 
committee, and of an appeal ; neither shall 
they do away the "pTivileg^fe^ oi out meio- 
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bers of trial before the Church, or by a 
committee, and of an appeal. 
(6) They shall not appropriate the produce 
of the Publishing House to any purpose 
other than for the benefit of the traveling, 
supernumerary, superannuated, and worn- 
out preachers, their wives, widows, and 
children. 

•[[43. Provided^ nevertheless^ that upon the 
concurrent recommendation of three- fourths 
of all the members of the several Annual Con- 
ferences, who shall be present and vote on 
such recommendation, then a majority of two- 
thirds of the General Conference succeeding 
shall suffice to alter any of the above restric- 
tions, excepting the first article, which may bo 
altered upon the joint recommendation of all 
the Annual Conferences by a majority of two- 
thirds of the General Conference succeeding; 
and also, whenever such alteration or altera- 
tions shall have been first recommended by 
two- thirds of the General Conference, so 
soon as three-fourths of the members of all 
the Annual Conferences shall have concurred 
as aforesaid, such alteration or alterations 
shall take effect: provided, that when any rule 
or regulation is adopted by the General Con- 
ference, which, in the opinion of the Bishops, 
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is unconstitutional, the Bishops may present 
to the Conference which passed said rule or 
regulation their objections thereto, with their 
reasons, in writing; and if then the General 
Conference shall, by a two-thirds vote, ad- 
here to its action on said rule or regulation, 
it shall then take the course prescribed for 
altering a Restrictive Rule, and if thus 
passed upon affirmatively, the Bishops shall 
announce that such rule or regulation takes 
effect from that time. (*) 

SECTION U. 

OF THE ANNUAI# CONFERENCES. 

Question 1 . Who shall compose an Annual 
Conference, and what are the regulations 
and powers belonging to it? 

^44. Arts. 1. All the traveling preachers in 
full connection with it, and four lay represent- 
atives—one of whom may be a local preacher 
— from each Presiding Elder's District. 

1[ 45, Ans, 2. The lay members shall be 
chosen annually by the District Conferences: 
provided^ that no one shall be a representa- 
tive who is not twenty-five years of age, and 
who has not been for six years, next preced- 
ing his ele<^^tion, a member of the Church. 
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^ 4:6. Afis, 3. The lay members shall j*ar- 
ticipate in all the business of the Confer* 
ence, except such as involves ministerial 
character. 

^47. Am, 4. It shall be the duty of all 
the members of the Conference to attend its 
sessions, unless providentially hindered.

(7) As to Ep worth Leagues, their number 
and general condition. 

^73. Ans. 6. The District Conference 
shall elect animally, by ballot, from the 
District, four delegates to the ensuing An 
nual Conference: provided, that no member 
of the Annual Conference shall vote in said 
election. 
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^74. Arts. 7.* At these Conferences 
prominence shall be given to religious exer- 
cises, such as preaching, prayer meetings, 
love feasts, and the administration of the 
sacraments.

He shall enter in chronological 
order, in a permanent register, the full names 
of all who shall join the Church, with the 
time and manner of the reception, and dis- 
I osal of each, distinguishing between local 
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elders, deacons, and preachers ; white per- 
sons, colored persons, and Indians ; and shall 
make a permanent record of all the baptisms 
and marriages within the congregation ; and 
shall furnish the pastor with an alphabetical 
roll of the Church. 

The roll of members shall 
be called at every meeting, unless otherwise 
ordered, and the Conference may strike off 
the name of any who, on account of removal 
or other cause, have been lost sight of for 
twelve months: provided, however, that if 
such member appear and claim membersliip, 
he may be restored by a vote of the meeting.

Let the Church Conference 
be opened and closed with religious service, 
and conducted in a devout and prayerful 
spirit.

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As long as these three marks concar in any 
one, we believe he is called of God to preach. 
These we receive as sufficient proof that he 
is moved by the Holy Ghost.

preacher for a longer time than four years 
to any seminary of learning not under our 
care; also an agent to travel throughout the 
bounds of such Conference for the purpose 
of establishing and aiding Sunday schools 
and distribating tracts; and aw a%c\\\» w 
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agents for the benefit of our literary and be- 
nevolent institutions; a general colportage 
agent or general colporter, and the editors 
of Annual Conference organs. A Bishop 
may appoint a preacher on trial, or a mem- 
ber of an Annual Conference, to engage in 
temperance work, or as Secretary of the 
Young Men's Christian Association, or as 
a student in any of our institutions of learn- 
ing, or in any university for strictly uni- 
versity work, when requested to do so by the 
Annual Conference: j^rovided^ hmcever^ that 
the time thus spent in school shall not count 
on the time required for trial in the Annual 
Conference. (*) 

^ lOO. Alls. 3. To choose the Presiding 
Elders, fix their stations, and change them 
when he judges it necessary: provided, that 
he shall not allow any elder to preside in 
the same district more than four years suc- 
cessively. 

^[ lOl, A/is. 4. To change, receive, and 
suspend preachers in the intervals of the 
Conferences, as necessity may require, and 
as the Discipline directs. 

^ 1 03. Am. 5. To ordain Bishops, eld- 
ers^ and deacons ; and to see tJti^aX, \)cl^ wa.xafc's* 
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of the persons ordained by him be entered 
on the journals of the Conference. 

^ 103. Ans. 6. To decide all questions 
of law coming before him in the regular busi- 
ness of an Annual or District Conference: 
provided^ that such questions be presented in 
writing, and, with his decisions, be recorded 
on the journals of the Conference. When 
the Bishop shall have decided a question of 
law, the Conference shall have the right to 
determine how far the law thus decided or 
interpreted is applicable to the case then 
pending.

Question, What are the duties of a preach- 
er who has the charge of a circuit, station, 
or mission?

To see that a fast be 
held in every congregation within his charge 
on the Friday preceding every quarterly 
meeting, and that suitable service be held on 
the occasion, wherever practicable.

To preach upon the sub- 
ject of Christian education, and to urge upon 
parents the importance of educating their 
children, advising them to patronize, as far 
as practicable, those institutions of learning 
under the care of our Church. 

^137. Ans. 18. To make a written re- 
port of the condition of all the claimants on 
the Conference collection within his pastoral 
charge, at each Annual Conference, to be sub- 
mitted to the Joint Board of Finance. 

^ 138. Ans. 19. To furnish every one 
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removing from his charge with a certificate 
in the following form : 

The bearer hereof, A. B., has been an accepta- 
ble member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Soath, in C. Station (chx;ait or mission), D. Con- 
ference. 

This certificate shall not be valid longer 
than twelve months after its date, unless 
the holder show good cause why it was not 
sooner presented; otherwise, he shall be 
regarded as having withdrawn from the 
Church. A member presenting a certificate 
shall be held responsible to the society re- 
ceiving said certificate for his conduct from 
the date of the certificate. 

^139. Ans, 20. The ministers of our 
Church shall be prohibited from solemniz- 
ing the rites of matrimony between divorced 
persons, except in case of innocent parties 
who have been divorced for the one scrip- 
tural cause.

Question. How is a preacher to be admitted 
on trial into the traveling connection?

What method do we use in ad- 
mitting a preacher into full connection at 
the Conference? 

^ 146. Ans. After solemn fasting and 
prayer, every person proposed shall then be 
asked, before the Conference, the following 
questions (with any others that may be 
thought necessary), namely: Have you faith 
in Christ? Are you going on to perfection? 
Do you expect to be made perfect in love in 
this life? Are you groaning after it? Are 
you resolved to devote youiself wholly to 
God and his work? Are you willing to con- 
form to the Discipline of the Church? Will 
you diligently instruct the children in every 
place? Will you visit from house to house? 
Will you recommend fasting or abstinence, 
both by precept and example? Are you. in 
debt so as to embarrass you? 

Will you especially observe the following 
directions? 

1. Be diligent. Never be unemployed. 
Never be triflingly employed. Never trifle 
away time ; neither spend any more time at 
any place than is strictly necessary. 

2. Be punctual. Do everything exactly 
at the time. And do not mend our rules. 
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but keep them ; not for wrath, but for con- 
science sake. 

3. Act in all things not according to your 
own will, but as a son in the gospel. It is 
therefore your duty to employ your time in 
the manner which we direct ; in preaching, 
meeting the classes, visiting from house to 
house, and especially visiting the sick; in 
reading, meditation, and prayer. Above 
all, if you labor with us in the Lord's vine- 
yard, it is needful you should do that part 
of the work which we advise, at those times 
and places which we judge most for his 
glory. 

If he give satisfactory answers to these 
questions, the Conference, by a vote of the 
majority, may admit him into full connec- 
tion.

OF TRAVELING DEACONS. 

Question 1. How is a deacon constituted? 

^147. Ans, 1. By the election of a ma- 
jority of the Annual Conference, and the lay- 
ing on of the hands of a Bishop. 

^[ 148. Ans. 2. Before any traveling 
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preacher is ordained deacon, he shall pass an 
approved examination upon the Course of 
Study prescribed by, the Bishops for candi- 
dates for the ministry ; and in no case shall 
a vote be taken to elect any one to deacon's 
orders until he is recommended by the exam- 
ining committee.

To administer baptism 
and to solemnize the rite of matrimony in 
the absence of the elder. 

^161. Ans, 2. To assist the elder in ad- 
ministering the Lord's Supper. 

^153, A91S, 3. To do all the duties of a 
traveling preacher. 
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SECTION VIII. 

OP TRAVELING ELDERS. 

Question 1. How is an elder constituted? 
^ 153. An^, 1. By the election of a ma- 
joiity of the Annual Conference, and the 
laying on of the hands of a Bishop and some 
of the elders that are present. 

% 154. A/is, 2. Before any traveling 
preacher is ordained, elder he shall pass an 
approved examination upon the Course of 
Study prescribed, by the Bishops for candi- 
dates for the ministry ; and in no case shall 
a vote be taken to elect any one to elder's or- 
ders until he is recommended by the exam- 
ining committee. 

Quea. 2. What shall be the time of pro- 
bation of a traveling deacon for the office of 
elder? 

Every traveling deacon shall 
exercise that office for two years, before he 
be eligible to the office of elder ; except in 
the case of missionaries, when the Annual 
Conference shall have authority to elect to 
the elder's office sooner, if the Conference 
judge it expedient: provided, alwaysy that 
when a preacher has passed his examination, 
and has been elected to deacon's orders, but 
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fails of his ordination through the absence of 
a Bishop, his eligibility to the office of elder 
shall run from the time of his election to the 
office of deacon. 

Qices, 3. What are the duties of a travel- 
ing elder? 

^166. Ans,l, To administer baptism and 
the Lord's Supper, and to solemnize the rite 
of matrimony, and to perform all parts of di- 
vine worship. 

^167. Am. 2. To do all the duties of a 
traveling preacher. 

Ques. 4. What shall be done in the case of 
missionaries and native preachers in foreign 
lands where there is no Annual Conference? 

^ 158« A71S. The Bishop in charge of the 
mission shall have authority to ordain to the 
office of deacon and elder on the recommenda- 
tion of the superintendent and resident mis- 
sionaries ; or, if there be none, at his discre- 
tion. 

SEC5TI0N IX. 

OF SUPERNUMERARY PREACHERS. 

Question, What is a supernumerary preach- 
er? 
^159. A71S, 1. A supernumerary preach- 
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er is one who is so disabled by affliction as to 
be unable to preach constantly, but who is 
willing to do any work in the ministry which 
the Bishop may direct, and he may be able 
to perform. 

A supernumerary relation 
shall not be granted by an Annual Confer- 
ence, except on the recommendation of a 
Committee on Conference Relations, consist- 
ing of not less than seven members, to be ap- 
pointed by the Conference, to whom such 
application shall have been referred. Nor 
shall said committee, in making up their de- 
cision, take into consideration anything else 
than the personal disability of the applicant : 
provided^ however, that in case said committee 
report adversely, the Conference, by a vote of 
not less than three-fourths of the members 
present, may grant said application. The 
Conference shall have authority to refer the 
case to the committee for said relation, with 
or without the consent of the person con- 
cerned. 

^161. Ans,3, A supernumerary preach- 
er who refuses to attend to the work assigned 
him, unless in case of sickness or other un- 
avoidable cause or causes, shall not be al- 
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lowed to exercise the functions of his office, 
nor even to preach among us ; nevertheless, 
the final determination of the case shall be 
with the Annual Conference of which he is a 
member, which shall have power to acquit, 
suspend, locate, or expel him, as the case 
may be : provided^ such cases shall not be 
denied trial by committee. 



SECTION X. 

OF SUPERANNUATED PREACHERS. 

Question, What is a superannuated preach- 
er? 

^163. Ans, 1. A superannuated preach- 
er is one who is worn out in the itinerant 
service. 

A superannuated relation 
shall not be granted by an Annual Confer- 
ence, except on the recommendation of a 
Committee on Conference Relations, consist- 
ing of not less than seven members, to be ap- 
pointed by the Conference, to whom such ap- 
plication shall have been referred. Nor shall 
said committee, in making up their decision, 
take into consideration anything else than

SECTION XI. 

OF LOCAL PREACHERS. 

Question 1. What directions are given con- 
cerning the licensing of persons to preach? 

^ 165* Ans. 1. The District Conference 
shall have authority to license proper persons 
to preach, and to renew their licenses annu- 
ally, when, in its judgment, their gifts, grace, 
and usefulness will warrant it.

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^ 166. A71S, 2. No person shall be li- 
censed to preach without the recommendation 
of the Quarterly Conference of the charge 
to which he belongs. Nor shall any one be 
licensed to preach without first passing, be- 
fore a committee of three, to be appointed by 
the Presiding Elder, an approved examina- 
tion on the subject of doctrine and discipline, 
and giving satisfactory evidence of his knowl- 
edge of the ordinary branches of an English 
education ; nor shall any license be valid un- 
less signed by the President and the Secre- 
tary of the Conference.

•[[167. Ans, A local preacher shall be 
eligible tO the office of a deacon after he has 
preached four years from the time he re- 
ceived a regular license, and has obtained a 
recommendation from the District Confer- 
ence, after a proper examination on the 
Course of Study prescribed by the Bishops 
as a preparation for deacon's orders, signed 
by the President and the Secretary, and after 
his character has passed in examination be- 
fore, and he has obtained the approbation of, 
the Annual Conference : provided, that if he 
has been a local preacher three years suc- 
cessively, and on trial in the traveling minis- 
try for one year next following, he shall be 
eligible to the office of a deacon on obtaining 
the approbation of the Annual Conference. 

Ques. 3. What shall be the time of pro- 
bation of a local deacon for the office of an 
elder? 

^168. Ans. A local deacon shall be eli- 
gible to the office of an elder after he has 
preached four years from the time he was or- 
dained a deacon, and has obtained a recom- , 
mendation fronx the District Conference, 
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after a proper examination on the Course 
of Study prescribed by the Bishops as a 
preparation for elder's orders ; and the fact 
of passing an approved examination on this 
course shall be stated in the recommendation, 
which shall be signed by the President and 
Secretary of the Conference. He shall pre- 
sent to the Annual Conference such recom- 
mendation, with a note certifying his belief in 
the doctrines and discipline of our Church, 
the whole being examined by the Annual 
Conference ; and, if approved, he may be or- 
dained : provided^ that if he has been a local 
deacon for three years successively, and on 
trial in the traveling ministry one year next 
following, he shall be eligible to the office of 
an elder on obtaining the approbation of the 
Annual Conference. 

Ques. 4. What further directions are given 
concerning local preachers? 

^169. Am. 1. It shall be the duty of 
local preachers to aid the preacher in charge 
of the circuit, station, or mission, to which 
they belong, in supplying the people with 
the ministry of the word. They shall ac- 
cordingly be applied to by the preacher in 
charge, as soon as lae eivt^Yft oiv \i\» ^o^k^ t<o 
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state what amount of service they are able 
and willing to perform ; he may then draw 
up a plan by which their labors shall be 
regulated, and they shall be authorized to

He shall 
also lay before the Quarterly Conference, at 
each quarterly meeting, to be entered upon its 
journal, a written statement of the number 
and state of the Sunday schools in his pharge, 
and of the pastoral instruction of children, 
and make a report of the same to his AnnuiEtl 
Conference. 

% 242. Ans.b. Each Annual Conference 
shall establish a Sunday-school Board, com- 
posed of one layman from each Presiding 
Elder's District, and an equal number of 
ministers, which shall give special attention 
to all the Sunday-school interests within the 
bounds of the Conference. The Board shall 
meet annually at the same time and place as 
the Annual Conference, and shall act as a 
committee on Sunday schools. The Chair- 
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man of the Board shall furnish to the Sun- 
day-school Editor annually a complete list of 
the Sunday-school superintendents, with their 
post-office addresses. 

% 243, Arts, 6. It is recommended that 
a Sunday-school Conference or Institute be 
held in each Presiding Elder's District, either 
during the session of the District Conference 
or at some other time during the Conference 
year; and it shall he the duty of the Presiding 
Elder to furnish in advance a suitable pro- 
gramme, which may be used by said Sunday- 
school Conference or Institute. 

% 244. A71S, 7. It is also recommended 
that a Conference Sunday-school Conven- 
tion or Institute be held annually within the 
bounds of the Conference, at such time and 
place as may be designated by the Conference 
Sunday-school Board, and under such regu- 
lations and programme as the Board may pro- 
vide. 

^245. An3, 8. The General Conference 
shall elect an Editor of Sunday-school Litera- 
ture, who shall have editorial supervision of 
all the publications belonging to the Sunday- 
school department. He shall reside at Nash- 
ville, Tennessee. The Sunday-school Board 
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shall furnish him necessary clerical and edi- 
torial assistance, to be paid for out of the 
amount appropriated to said Board by the 
Book Committee. 

^ 246. Ans. 9. The General Conference 
shall elect a Board of five, of which the Sun- 
day-school Editor shall be the chairman; who, 
with the Publishing Agents and Book Com- 
mittee, shall provide for the publication of 
Sunday-school books and periodicals, and 
have general supervision of the Sunday- 
school interests of the Church; and who shall, 
so long as may be deemed advisable, quad- 
rennially elect a Superintendent of Training 
Work, whose duty it shall be to superintend 
the training of Sunday-school teachers and to 
hold Sunday-school institutes; and whose 
support shall be provided for as is that of 
the Sunday-school Editor; and the said Su- 
perintendent of Training Work shall be 
amenable to the Book Committee. (*) 

^347. Alls, 10. Let every Sunday school 
be organized into a missionary society auxil- 
iary to the Board of Missions. 

% 248. Ans. 11. The third Sunday in May, 
or as near thereto as practicable, shall be 
observed as Children's Day throughout our 
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Church with appropriate services; and on that 
day a collection shall be taken up for the aid 
of needy Sunday schools, the advancement of 
the Sunday-school work under the direction 
of the Annual Conference Sunday-school 
Board, and for Christian education. Ten 
per cent, of the money collected shall be for- 
warded to the General Conference Sunday- 
school Board at Nashville, Tennessee, and be 
ilistributed by said Board in the same manner 
and under the same regulations as the interest 
accruing from the Centennial Sunday-school 
Aid Fund; and ten per cent, to the Board of 
Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. The Annual Conference Sunday- 
school Board shall have authority to expend 
so much as shall be necessary to supply all 
truly needy Sunday schools within its bounds 
with our periodical literature, and to defray 
the necessary expenses of the Board. All 
the remainder shall be transmitted to the 
Treasurer of the General Sunday-school 
Board to be applied by that Board to the en- 
dowment of a chair of Religious Pedagogy 
and Sunday Schools in Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity, until the sum of $50,000 is raised. 
After that sum shall have been raised, the 
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remainder of Children's Day Fund each year, 
after paying said per centage for literature 
for needy Sunday schools and the necessary 
expenses of the Annual Conference Sunday- 
school Board, shall be invested and used as 
a loan fund to be devoted to the education 
of young ministers of our Church, under di- 
rection of the General Board of Education. 
A suitable programme for Children's Day 
shall be prepared by the Sunday-school Ed- 
itor and the Secretary of the Board of Edu- 
cation of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. (*) 



SECTION VI. 

OF THE EPWORTH LEAGUK. 

Question, What directions shall be given 
concerning the Ep worth League? 

^ 949. Ans. Let Epwortb Leagues be or- 
ganized in all our congregations, for the pro- 
motion of piety and loyalty to our Church 
among the young people; their education in 
the Bible, Christian literature, and in the 
missionary work of the Church; and their 
encouragement in works of grace and chari- 
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ty, to be conducted under the provisions of 
the following constitution: 

% 250. Article I. The name of this or- 
ganization shall be the £p worth League of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

^351, Art. II. The management of the 
Epworth League shall be vested in a board 
of seven managers, to be known as the Ep- 
worth League Board of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South. The Board shall be 
composed of a Bishop, who shall be Presi- 
dent ex officio, six traveling preachers, and 
six laymen, all of whom shall be elected 
quadrennially by the General Conference 
upon nomination of the standing committee 
on Epworth Leagues. The General Secre- 
tary shall be ex officio a member of the Board. 
The Board shall meet annually at such time 
and place as it may select, and five mem- 
bers shall constitute a quorum. The Board 
shall have power to regulate its own pro- 
ceedings and appropriate sufficient money to 
pay its incidental expenses and the expenses 
of its Secretary and members, incurred in the 
prosecution of its work. (*) 

1 353. Art. III. The officers of the 
Board shall be a President, a Vice Presi- 
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dent, a General Secretary, and a Treasurer, 
who may also be the General Secretary's bus- 
iness assistant, to be elected quadrennially 
by the Board; except the President and the 
General Secretary„the latter to be elected by 
ballot of the General Conference. (*) 

^253. Art. IV. The General Secretary 
shall be a member of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South. He shall keep a perma- 
nent record of all the proceedings of the 
Board, conduct its correspondence, attend 
to its legal and other business, and also edit 
the Epworth League organ and such other 
literature as may be provided for by the 
Board. He shall travel throughout the con- 
nection in the interest of the League, make 
reports to all the Annual Conferences, and 
perform such other duties as the Board may 
direct under this constitution. 

% 254. Art. V. The Board shall provide 
constitutions and the details of organiza- 
tion for local League Chapters, Senior and 
Junior, and Boys' Leagues. It shall ar- 
range a course of reading, and in connection 
with the Publishing Agents shall provide 
for the publication of the same. (*) 
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% 355« Art. VI. The local Leagues shall 
be under the direction of the pastor and the 
Quarterly Conference, . and for greater effi- 
ciency they may be organized into City 
Unions, District, Annual Conference, and 
State League Conferences. Each Annual 
Conference shall elect quadrennially an Ep- 
worth League Board composed of one lay- 
man from each Presiding Elder's District, 
and an equal number of ministers: provided, 
that no Conf n'ence shall have fewer than six 
members of said Board, which shall give 
special attention to the Epworth League in- 
terests within the bounds of the Conference. 
The Board shall meet annually at the same 
time and place as the Annual Conference, 
and shall act as a Committee on Epworth 
Leagues. 

1) 256. Art. VII. The central office of 
the Epworth League shall be in Nashville, 
Tennessee. 

^[257. Art. VIII. The officers of the 
Epworth League Board, together with the 
General Secretary, shall constitute an Execu- 
tive Committee, who shall act for the Board 
ad interim, and fill all vacancies, subject to 
the approval of the Board. 
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t 258. Art. IX. The salary of the Gen- 
eral Secretary and Editor shall be fixed by 
the Book Committee, and paid by the Publish- 
ing Agents. The Ep worth League Board shall 
furnish the General Secretary and Editor 
with such clerical and editorial assistance 
as shall be necessary. (*) 

^259. Art. X. The Epworth League 
Board shall, in connection with the Publishing 
Agents, arrange for the publication of a 
general organ for the Leagues. (*) 

% 260. Art. XL The funds necessary to 
carry on the work of the Epworth League 
Board, as set forth in this constitution (ex- 
cept the provision for the salary of the Gen- 
eral Secretary and the publi(?ation of the 
Epworth League organ), shall be derived 
from dues paid by the members of the local 
Chapters and from contributions which may 
be secured for the purpose. The Epworth 
League Board shall have power to levy on 
the local League Chapters an assessment not 
to exceed ten cents per member for each fis- 
cal year of the quadrennium. When the 
Epworth League Board shall have any sur- 
plus funds in its treasury after meeting the 
necessary expenses of the central office^ H is 
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authorized to appropriate such substance to 
the reduction or cancellation of any deficit 
which the books of the Publishing House 
may show on the publication and editorial 
account of the General League organ. 

^261. Art. XII. Wherever possible, 
let special care be given to the organization 
of Junior Epworth Leagues, for pastoral in- 
struction of children, their development in 
Christian faith and character, their educa- 
tion in missionary and other Church work, 
and the cultivation of their social and liter- 
ary instincts under the guidance and protec- 
tion of religion. 

1 363. Art. XIII. Any League Confer- 
ence or Conferences may secure property or 
grounds and improve the same as a perma- 
nent place of meeting for religious, intellectu- 
al, and social culture. Such property shall be 
deeded to a Board of Trustees to be held in 
trust for the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, for the use of the Epworth League in 
accordance with the provisions of the Dis- 
cipline and the law governing such matters 
in the state where the property is situated. 
Such Trustees shall be elected by the League 
Conferences and confirmed by the Annual 
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Conferences within whose bounds such 
League Conferences are situated. All va- 
cancies in the Board of Trustees shall be 
filled by the Annual Conferences on nomina- 
tion of the Board. The Board of Trustees 
shall also constitute a Board of Control with 
power to make rules and regulations, and 
raise funds for the use and maintenance of 
the property subject to the approval of the 
League Conferences and a majority of the 
patronizing Annual Conferences, and, at least 
once a year, shall report their acts to all the 
patronizing Conferences concerned. (*)

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CHAPTER VII. 

ADMINISTRATION OF DISCIPLINE. 

SECTION I. 

OF THE TRIAL OF A BISHOP. 

Question 1. To whom is a Bishop amen- 
able for his conduct? 

^ 363. Ans. To the General Conference, 
which has power to try him for improper 
conduct ; and acquit, suspend, or expel him. 

Ques. 2. What provision is made for the 
trial of a Bishop, if he should be accused of 
immorality in the interval of the General 
Conference? 

^ 264. Ans, When a Bishop shall be 
under report, or be accused, of immorality, 
three traveling elders shall, after notice to 
him, carefully inquire into the case, and if 
they believe an investigation necessary, they 
shall report the matter to another Bishop; 
and it shall be his duty to call together at 
some convenient place not less than twelve 
traveling elders, and also the witnesses by 
whom the accusation is expected to be estab- 
lished; and the said elders shall be a com- 
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mittee for the investigation of the charge 
against the Bishop. If two- thirds of them 
believe a trial necessary, they shall suspend 
him till the next session of the General Con- 
ference. The presiding Bishop shall cause 
an exact record of the investigation, signed 
by the president and the secretary, to be 
transmitted to the General Conference. By 
this record, and such other testimony as may 
be obtained, the case shall be considered and 
determined by the General Conference with- 
out the intervention of another committee. 

Qu€8, 3. What provision is made for the 
trial of a Bishop if he should be accused 
during the session of the General Confer- 
ence? 

^ 265. Ans, 1. An accusation preferred 
during the session of the General Conference 
shall be referred for investigation to a com- 
mittee of twenty-five members of the Gener- 
al Conference, to be selected by the presi- 
dent in the chair, and the committee shall 
report to the General Conference whether or 
not a trial is necessary. If the committee of 
investigation decide that a trial is necessary, 
they shall formulate charges and specifica- 
tions, conforming them to the grade of of- 
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fense involved in the accusation, and shall 
appoint one or more of their number to pros- 
ecute the case. The bill of charges and spec- 
ifications shall be a part of the report of the 
committee to the General Conference. Every 
case to be tried under this process shall, upon 
the finding of a bill of charges, be referred 
to the Committee on Episcopacy, who shall 
have full power to try the case, and whose 
decision shall be final, save as to the right 
of appeal. The said committee shall make 
a written report to the General Conference 
and deliver to the secretary the whole record 
of the case, with the decision rendered. 

^ 366. Ans, 2. A Bishop who shall be 
found guilty by the Committee on Episcopa- 
cy shall have a right of appeal to the Gen- 
eral Conference then in session, which shall 
finally determine the case. 

^367. Ans. 3. No charge against a Bish- 
op shall be tried unless it be made in writing 
with specifications signed by the accusers; 
and a copy of the charge, with the specifica- 
tions, shall be delivered to the accused a 
sufficient length of time before the trial to 
enable him to make all necessary prepara- 
tion for his defense. 
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SECTION II. 

OP THE TRIAL OF A TRAVELING PREACHER. 

Question 1. To whom is a traveling preach« 
er amenable for his conduct? 

^f 368. Ans, To the Annual Conference, 
which shall have power to try; and acquit, 
suspend, or expel him. 

Qnes, 2, What shall be done when a trav- 
eling preacher is accused of immorality? 

^ 269. A71S. 1. If a traveling preacher be 
under report of immorality, or accused thereof 
in writing signed by a minister or a member of 
our Church, if it be in the interval of the An- 
nual Conference of which he is a member, in 
the absence of a Bishop the Presiding Elder 
shall call together at least three traveling 
preachers to investigate the report or accusa- 
tion. If practicable, let him bring the accused 
and the accuser face to face before the com- 
mittee. If the accused be an elder, the commit- 
tee shall be composed of elders, and if a deacon, 
the committee shall be either elders or deacons. 

% 2110. Afts. 2. If the committee, after 
hearing the testimony, offered by both 
the accuser and the accused, judge a trial 
necessary, the accused shall be suspended 
until the r.oxt session of the Annual Cowi«t« 
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ence of which he is a member. The committee 
shall formulate a bill of charges and specifi- 
cations against the accused, and shall present 
to him a copy of the same a sufficient length 
of time before the session of the Conference 
to enable him to make preparation for his 
trial. They shall also appoint some member 
of the Conference to prosecute the accused 
before the committee of trial at the session 
of the Conference. (*) 

^371. Ans. 3. In the absence of a Bish- 
op the Presiding Elder shall preside over the 
committee of investigation ; and in every case 
the chairman of the committee shall cause an 
exact record of the investigation, including 
the charges, evidence, and finding of the com- 
mittee, signed by the president and secretary, 
to be transmitted to the Annual Conference. 
By this record, and such other testimony as 
may be obtained, the case shall be fully con- 
sidered and determined by the Annual Con- 
ference without the intervention of another 
committee of investigation. 

But should the committee of investigation 
in any case deem a trial unnecessary, the 
Conference, if it differ in judgment from the 
committee, may appoint another committee 
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to inquire into the facts and report to the 
Conference. 

^[ 373. Ans. 4. In case witnesses cannot 
be induced to attend the trial, the Presiding 
Elder shall appoint some preacher who shall 
take the written testimony of the witnesses, 
and give the parties notice allowing them 
the privilege of cross-examination. The tes- 
timony thus obtained shall be laid before the 
committee of trial as evidence in the case. 

^373. Ans. 5. If the accused be a Pre- 
siding Elder, any three traveling elders or 
deacons of his District may inquire into the 
case, and, if they deem it necessary, report to 
the Bishop, who shall appoint a committee of 
at least three elders from within the bounds 
of the Annual Conference of which the ac- 
cused is a member to investigate the report 
or accusation. A Bishop, or some traveling 
elder appointed by him, shall also preside at 
the investigation ; and if the committee deem 
a trial necessary, the accused shall be sus- 
pended until the next session of the Annual 
Conference. 

^374, Ans. 6. If the accused evade an in- 
vestigation, such evasion shall be received aa 
presumptive proof of guilt; and he may be 



# 
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suspended. In that case also the Annual 
Conference shall consider and determine the 
whole matter. 

^276. Atis. 7. When the accusation is 
preferred during the session of the Annual 
Conference, it shall first be referred for in- 
vestigation to a committee of three traveling 
elders, appointed by the president, which 
committee shall report to the Conference 
whether or not they deem a trial necessary. 
If they report a trial unnecessary, and the 
Conference differ in judgment from the com- 
mittee, a second committee shall be appoint- 
ed to inquire into the facts, and their report 
shall be final. 

^376. A71S. S. The committee of investi- 
gation, reporting a case for trial, shall formu- 
late a bill of charges, and shall appoint some 
member of the Conference to prosecute the 
case. 

^277. Ans, 9. Every case to be tried 
shall be referred to a committee of not less 
than nine, nor more than thirteen, who, in 
the presence of a Bishop or a chairman, 
whom the president of the Conference shall 
appoint, and one or more of the secretaries 
of the Conference, shall have full power to 
try the case ; and their decision shall be final. 
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save as to the right of appeal : provided^ that 
the accused shall be allowed the right of per- 
emptory challenge of five in constituting a 
committee of thirteen, and of three in a com- 
mittee of nine, besides the right of unlimited 
challenge for cause, and the validity of the 
cause shall be determined by the chairman of 
the committee. The committee shall make a 
written report to the Conference, and deliver 
to the secretary the whole record of the case, 
with the decision rendered. 

Ques, 3. What shall be done in case of im- 
proper tempers, words, or actions? 

^378. Arts. The preacher so offending 
shall be reprehended by his senior in office. 
Should there be a second transgression, one, 
two, or three preachers are to be taken as 
witnesses. If the offender be not then cured, 
accusation shall be preferred at the next ses- 
sion of the Annual Conference, and he shall 
be dealt with as in a case of immorality. 

Q^es. 4. What shall be done with those 
preachers who disseminate, publicly or pri- 
vately, doctrines contrary to our Articles of 
Religion? 

^[379. Alls. The same process shall be 
observed as in case of immorality ; but if the 
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preacher so offending solemnly engage not to 
disseminate such erroneous doctrines, in pub- 
lic or in private, he shall be borne with till 
his case be laid before the next Annual Con- 
ference, which shall determine the matter. 

Ques. 5. What shall be done when a trav- 
eling preacher is complained of as being so 
unacceptable, inefficient, or secular, as to be 
no longer useful in his work? 

^280. Ans. 1. The Conference to which 
he belongs shall investigate the case, and if 
it appear that the complaint is well founded, 
and if he fail to give the Conference satisfac- 
tory assurance that he will amend, or volun- 
tarily retire, the Conference may locate him, 
without his consent. 

^281. Ans, 2. He may defend himself 
before the Conference, in person or by repre- 
sentative ; and if he be located in his absence, 
without having been previously notified of 
an intention thus to proceed against him, lie 
may apply to the Conference at its next ses- 
sion to be heard in his defense, and the case 
shall be reconsidered. 

Qices. 6. What shall be done when a preach- 
er refuses to attend to the work assigned 
him? 
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% 383. Ans, He shall be liable to suspen- 
sion or deposition from the ministry, unless 
he have the consent of the Bishop who made 
the appointment, or is in charge of the work; 
and the final determination in all snch cases 
shall be with the Annual Conference. 

% 283. In all the above-mentioned cases 
of trial and conviction, an appeal to the en- 
suing General Conference shall be allowed, 
if the condemned person at the time of his 
condemnation, or as soon as he is officially 
informed thereof, signify to the president or 
secretary of the Conference his intention to 
appeal. 

SECTION 111. 

OP THE TRIAL OP A PROBATIONER. 

Questi07i, What shall be done when a 
preacher on trial is accused of immorality? 

^ S84. A?is. He shall be accountable to 
the Quarterly Conference of the charge that 
he serves. The Presiding Elder shall ap- 
point a committee of investigation, and the 
same course of discipline shall be pursued 
that is provided for a local preacher under a 
like accusation; and provided^ further, that 
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a preacher on trial, appointed as a student, 
shall be assigned to a Quarterly Conference 
to which he shall be amenable for bis moral 
character. 

SECTION IV. 

OF THE TRIAL OP A LOCAL PREACHER. 

Question 1. To whom is a local preacher 
amenable for his conduct? 

^385. Ans. To the District Conference 
of the District within which he resides. But 
when a local preacher is under report of im- 
morality, said report may be investigisited 
and the case tried where the offense is al- 
leged to have been committed, and by the 
authorities having jurisdiction there. 

Q^es. 2. What shall be done when a local 
preacher is accused of immorality? 

^386. Ansf 1. When a local preacher 
is under report of immorality, or accused 
thereof in writing signed by a member of 
our Church, the Presiding Elder shall ap- 
point a committee of three local preachers, 
and if local preachers cannot be obtained, 
he shall appoint three members of the 
Church, to investigate the report or aeon- 
sation. 
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% 387. Ans. 2. If upon investigation 
this committee deem a trial necessary, they 
shall formulate a bill of charges and speci- 
fications, and shall appoint a local preacher 
or member of the Church to prosecute the 
case. A copy of the bill of charges and 
specifications shall be delivered to the ac- 
cused a sufficient length of time before the 
trial to enable him to make the necessary 
preparation for his defense. The commit- 
tee shall notify the Presiding Elder of their 
finding, and he shall notify the accused. 

^388. Ans. 3. A 'local preacher who 
has been notified by the Presiding Elder of 
a bill of charges and specifications thus found 
against him shall not be allowed to exer- 
cise the functions of his office from the time 
of his notification until the case has been 
determined. 

^389, Ans. 4. When witnesses cannot 
be induced to attend the trial, the Presid- 
ing Elder shall appoint some discreet mem- 
ber of the Church to take the written tes- 
timony of the witnesses, as provided in 
11271. 

IT 390. Am, 5. When notified that a 
trial is found necessary, the Presiding Elder 
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shall call a committee of trial composed of 
not less than seven nor more than thirteen 
official members of our Church. The ac- 
cused shall have the same right of challenge 
as has a traveling preacher. The Presiding 
Elder shall at the commencement of the 
trial appoint a secretary, who shall take 
down regular minutes of the evidence and 
proceedings. The minutes, when read and 
approved, shall be signed by the Presiding 
Elder, and also by the members of the com- 
mittee, or by a majority of them, and the 
sentence of the cofnmittee shall be final, 
save as to the right of appeal. 

Ques. 3. What shall be done in case of 
improper tempers, words, and actions? 

% 291. Ans, The person so offending 
shall be reprehended by the preacher in 
charge. Should there be a second trans- 
gression, one, two, or three faithful friends 
are to be taken as witnesses. If the offend- 
er be not then cured, he shall be dealt with 
as in a case of immorality, and, if found 
guilty and impenitent, shall be expelled 
from the Church. 

Qries, 4. What shall be done with those 
local preachers who disseminate, publicly 
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or privately, doctrines contrary to our Arti- 
cles of Religion? 

^ 393. Ans. The same process shall be 
observed as in case of immorality. 

Ques. 5. What shall be done when a lo- 
cal elder or deacon is complained of as be- 
ing so unacceptable or inefficient as to be no 
longer useful in his work, and the District 
Conference for that reason refuses to pass 
his character? 

^393, Afis, The District Conference 
shall proceed to investigate the case; and 
if it appear that the complaint is well 
founded, and if he fail to give the Con- 
ference satisfactory assurance that he will 
amend, or voluntarily surrender his cre- 
dentials, the Conference may depose him 
from the ministry. He may defend himself 
before the Conference, in person or by rep- 
resentative. The President of the District 
Conference shall in this case comply with 
the requirements of % 290. (*) 

^ 394. In all the above-mentioned cases 
of trial and conviction, an appeal to the en- 
suing Annual Conference shall be allowed, 
if the condemned person signify at the time 
of his condemnation, or as soon as he is offi- 



\ 
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cially informed thereof, his intention to ap- 
peal. 



SECTION V. 

OF THE TRIAL OF A MEMBER. 

Qitestion 1. What shall be done when a 
member of the Church is accused of immo- 
rality? 

^396. Ans. 1. When a member of the 
Church is under report of immorality, or ac- 
cused thereof in writing signed by a mem- 
ber of our Church, the preacher in charge 
shall appoint a committee of three discreet 
members of the Church, who shall investi- 
gate the report or accusation. If upon in* 
vestigation they deem a trial necessary, 
they shall formulate a bill of charges and 
specifications, and shall appoint some mem- 
ber of the Church to prosecute the case. 

% 396. A71S. 2. On the presentation of 
such bill of charges and specifications, the 
preacher in charge shall appoint a committee 
of not less than five nor more than thirteen 
members of the charge to which the accused 
belongs, before whom he shall be duly cited 
to appear, and who shall have full power to 
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try the case; and if the accused be found 
guilty by a majority of the committee, the 
preacher in charge shall declare him sus- 
pended, or expelled, according to the ver- 
dict of the committee. 

^ 297. Ans. 3. A copy of the charge 
and specifications shall be delivered to the 
accused a sufficient length of time before the 
trial to enable him to make all the necessary 
preparations for his defense; he shall be al- 
lowed the right of unlimited challenge for 
cause, and the right to interrogate the com^ 
mitteemen to ascertain the cause; the suffi- 
ciency of the cause shall be determined by 
the presiding officer; and the accused shall 
also have the right of peremptory challenge of 
two in a committee of five, and in like ra- 
tio for any other number. 

^ 298. Ans. 4. The preacher in charge 
shall preside at the trial and decide all ques- 
tions of law pertaining to the case. He 
shall at the commencement of the trial ap- 
point a secretary, who shall take down reg- 
ular minutes of the evidence and proceed- 
ings. The minutes, when read and ap- 
proved, shall be signed by the president and 
the secretary.

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^399. Ans. 5. If after sufficient notice 
the accused evade trial by absenting himself, 
the trial shall proceed as though he were 
present. Witnesses from without shall not 
be rejected. If witnesses cannot be induced 
to attend the trial, the preacher in charge 
shall appoint some discreet member of the 
Church to take the written statements of the 
witnesses, as provided in ^ 272. 

Qiies. 2. What shall be done in case of 
improper tempers, words, or actions, or dis- 
obedience to the order and discipline of the 
Church? 

% 300. Ans. Let private reproof be given 
by the preacher in charge or by a leader; 
and if there be an acknowledgment of the 
fault, and promise of amendment, the per- 
son may be borne with; otherwise the preach- 
er must take with him two or three faithful 
friends, who shall labor to bring the offend- 
er to proper repentance; but if he will not 
hear them, and there be no sign of amend- 
ment, the offender must be dealt with as in 
case of immorality. 

Q^ce8. 3. What shall be done when a raem< 
ber disseminates doctrines contrary to our 
Articles of Religion? 
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^ 301. Ans. If a member of our Church 
endeavor to sow dissension in any of our so- 
cieties by inveighing against either our doc- 
trines or discipline, such person offending 
shall first be reproved by the preacher in 
charge; and if there be persistence in such 
practices, the offender shall be dealt with as 
in case of immorality. 

Ques, 4. What shall be done in case of 
disputes between members of the Church? 

^303. Afis. 1. Should any dispute oc- 
cur between two or more members of our 
Church concerning the payment of debts, 
or other matters, which disputes cannot be 
settled by the parties concerned, the preach- 
er in charge shall inquire into the circum- 
stances of the case; and shall recommend to 
the contending parties a reference to a com- 
mittee of arbitration, consisting of mem- 
bers of our Church. One arbitrator shall 
be chosen by the plaintiff, another by the 
defendant, and the two arbitrators so chosen 
shall select a third. 

% 303. A7is. 2. If one of the parties be 
dissatisfied with the judgment given, such 
party may apply to the Quarterly Confer- 
ence for a second arbitration; and if that 
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Conference see sufficient reason it shall 
grant a second arbitration, in which case 
each party shall choose two arbitrators, and 
the four arbitrators shall choose a fifth, the 
judgment of a majority of whom shall be 
final; and if either person refuse to abide by 
the judgment, such party shall be dealt with 
as in case of immorality. 

^f 304. Aiis. 3. If any member of our 
Church shall refuse, in cases of debt or oth- 
er disputes, to refer the matter to arbitra- 
tion, when recommended by the preacher in 
charge, or shall enter into a lawsuit with 
another member before these measures are 
taken, he shall be dealt with as in case of 
immorality, unless the case be of such a na- 
ture as to require and justify a process at 
law. 

^305, In all cases of suspension or ex- 
pulsion the accused shall have the right of 
appeal to the ensuing Quarterly Conference: 
provided^ that notice is given to the pastor 
at the time of the condemnation, or as soon 
as the party is officially informed thereof, of 
the intention to appeal. 

% 306. Any traveling or local preacher, 
or layman, who shall hold public religious 
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services within the bounds of any mission, 
circuit, or station, when requested by the 
preacher in charge not to hold such services, 
shall be deemed guilty of imprudent con- 
duct, and shall be dealt with as the law pro- 
vides in such cases. 
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CHAPITER VIII. 

APPEAIA 

SECTION I. 

OF THE APPEAL OP A TRAVELING PREACHER. 

% 307. When an appeal is made to the 
General Conference, a committee consisting 
of one delegate from each Annual Conference 
shall be appointed, which committee, in the 
presence of a Bishop and one or more of the 
secretaries of the General Conference, shall 
have full power to try the case ; they shall be 
the sole judge* of the law and the facts, and 
their decision shall be final. The committee 
shall make a written report to the General 
Conference, and deliver to the secretary the 
whole record of the case, with the decision 
rendered. 

^ 308. No member of the committee that 
tried the case shall be appointed to serve on 
the Committee on Appeals. 

^ 309. The appellant, either in person or 
by his representative (who shall be a mem- 
ber of the General Conference), shall state the 
grounds of his appeal, and he shall be per- 
mitted to make his defense without interrupt 
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tion. The representatives of the Annual 
Conference from the decision of which the 
appeal is made shall then be permitted to re- 
spond in presence of the appellant, who shall 
have privilege of replying, and this shall close 
the arguments on both sides. The appellant 
and the representatives of the Annual Con- 
ference shall then withdraw, and the com- 
mittee shall decide. If either side have no 
representative, the committee shall appoint 
one. 

^ 310. In all cases it shall be the duty of 
the secretary of the Annual Conference to 
preserve the record and documents relating 
to the trial of members, and in an appeal 
from the decision of an Annual Conference 
the record and documents shall be presented 
to the General Conference as evidence in the 
case. 

^1 311, No minister, after such form of 
trial and expulsion, shall be restored to the 
communion of the Church without giving sat- 
isfactory evidence of repentance of the of- 
fense for which he was expelled, unless the 
Annual Conference become convinced that he 
was innocent ; in which case the Conference 
may restore him to his previous standing. 
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SECTION n. 

OF THE APPEAL OP A LOCAL PREACHER. 

^ 313. When the appeal of a local 
preacher is made, the president shall appoint 
a committee of not less than nine nor more 
than thirteen, who shall have full power to 
try the case; and their decision shall be final. 

^313. No member of the committee 
that tried the case shall be appointed on 
this committee. 

^314. The records of the trial shall be 
laid before this committee, which records 
only shall be the evidence; and the said 
committee shall make a written report to 
the Annual Conference, and deliver to the 
secretary the whole record of the case, with 
the decision rendered. 

^ 315. The appellant, either in person 
or by his representative (who shall be a 
member of the Annual Conference), shall 
state the grounds of his appeal, and shall be 
permitted to make his defense without in- 
terruption. The representative of the trial 
committee from the decision of which the 
appeal is made shall then be permitted to 
respond in presence of the appellant, who 
shall have privilege of replying, and this 
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sh&ll close the arguments on both sides. 
The appellant and the represent^ative of the 
trial committee shall then withdraw, and the 
committee shall decide. 

^316. No local preacher, after such 
form of trial and expulsion, shall be re- 
stored to the communion of the Church 
without giving satisfactory evidence of re- 
pentance of the offense for which he was ex- 
pelled, unless the District Conference be- 
come convinced that he was innocent, in 
which case the Conference may restore him 
to his previous standing. 



SEC riON III. 

OF THE APPEAL OF A MEMBER. 

•ff 317. Any member who has been sus- 
pended or expelled shall be allowed an ap- 
peal to the next Quarterly Conference. The 
appeal being made, the preacher in charge 
shall present- the record of the trial to the 
Quarterly Conference, from which record 
the case shall finally be determined. 

^[318. No member of the committee of 
trial shall vote on the appeal. 

•fl 319. The appellant, either in person or 
by his representative (who shall be a mem* 
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ber of the Church), shall state the grounds 
of his appeal, and he shall be permitted to 
make his defense v/ithout interruption. The 
representatives of the committee from the 
decision of whom the appeal is made shall 
then be permitted to respond in presence of 
the appellant, who shall have privilege of 
replying, and this shall close the arguments 
on both sides. The appellant and the repre- 
sentatives of the -committee shall then with- 
draw, and the majority of the members of the 
Quarterly Conference present shall finally de- 
termine the case. 

^[ 320. No member, after such form of 
trial and expulsion, shall be restored to the 
communion of the Church without giving 
satisfactory evidence of repentance of the 
offense for which he was expelled, unless the 
Quarterly Conference become convinced that 
he was innocent, in which case he may be 
restored.

THB DEPRIVATION AND RESTORATION OF CRBDENTIAI& 

SECTION I. 

OF TH-E CREDENTIALS OF TRAVELING ELDERS 

OR DEACONS. 

^ 331» When any traveling elder or dea- 
con is deprived of his credentials of ordina- 
tion, by expulsion or otherwise, they shall be 
filed with the papers of the Annual Confer- 
ence of which he was a member. 

^333. Should he at any future time 
give satisfactory evidence to said Conference 
of his amendment or innocence, and procure 
a certificate of the Quarterly Conference of 
the circuit or station where he resides, or of 
an Annual Conference which may have ad- 
mitted him on trial, recommending to the 
Annual Conference of which he was former- 
ly a member the restoration of his credentials, 
the said Conference may restore them. 



SECTION II. 

OF THE CREDENTIALS OF LOCAL ELDERS OR 

DEACONS. 

^1 333. When any local elder or deacon 
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is deprived of his credentials of ordination, 
by expulsion or otherwise, it shall be the 
duty of the Presiding Elder to require them 
of him, and to file them with the papers of 
the Annual Conference within the limits of 
which the said local preacher resides* 

^334, Should he, at any future time, 
produce to the Annual Conference a certifi- 
cate of his restoration by the District Con- 
ference, signed by the president and secreta- 
ry thereof, his credentials may be restored to 
him. (*) 
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CHAPTER X, 

THB STPFOBT OP TH« MISISTRY, 

SECTION I. 

OF THE SUPPORT OF PRKAOHKRS OX CIRCUITS 

AND STATION'S. 

^335. Every minister who, by the rules 
and usages of the Chiirch, is a claimant on 
its funds, shall, as far as practicable, have his 
claim estimated by those who are to pay it, 
or by an agent authorized to act for them. 

•ff 336. The salary and traveling expenses 
of preachers on circuits and stations shall be 
estimated by their respective Boards of Stew- 
ards, after consultation with the preacher in 
charge. 

^ 337 . The stewards shall report to each 
Church meeting the whole amount to be 
raised, and that part of it which each congre- 
gation is expected to pay. The Church C^on- 
ference may adopt its own method of raising 
the money. Unless otherwise ordered by the 
Church Conference, the stewards shall mlopt 
the plan of assessment with consent, as pro- 
vided in the following paragraph. 
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^338. Each member of the Church is ex- 
pected to pay according to his or her several 
ability for the support of the ministry, and 
the stewards of each station or circuit shall 
determine whether payments are to be made 
weekly, monthly, or quarterly, during the 
year. They shall then ascertain how much 
each member is able and willing to pay in 
the installments fixed by the stewards; and 
whatever amount each member agrees to pay, 
he or she shall be under solemn obligation to 
pay, and can only be released from this ob- 
ligation by the order of the stewards, or by 
vote of the Church Conference for good cause 
shown. 

SECTION II. 

OF THE SUPPORT OF PRESIDING ELDERS. 

^339. The salaiy and traveling expenses 
of the Presiding Elders shall be estimated by 
the District Stewards. 



SECTION III. 

OF THE SUPPORT OF BISHOPS. 

The Bishops shall be supported according 
to the following plan :

If 333. At the annual meeting of the 
Bishops the Publishing Agents shall report 
in writing the amount paid to them by iho. 
several Annual Conferences on the Bishops.' 
Fund and their disbursement of the same. (*) 



SECTIO]^ IV. 

OF THE SUPPORT OF THOSE NOT OTHERWISE 

PROVIDED FOR. 

^334. All officers appointed by the Gen- 
eral Conference, and not otherwise provided 
for by law, shall have their salaries fixed by 
the Joint Board of Finance of the Confer- 
ence of which they are members, or within 
the bounds of which the work assigned them 
by the Conference lies ; and be paid from the 
.proceeds of their office, or by such other means 
as the Conference may devise. 



SECTION V. 

OF THE JOINT BOARD OF FINANCE. 

^[ 335. EsiQb Annual Conference shall 
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hjiTe a Joint Bojurd of Finance^ appoinl^ by 
the President of the Conference (unlesss other- 
wise ordered^^ at the close of the Annual Con- 
ference next following the General Confer- 
ence, to hold office for four voare. 

% 336. Said Board wheu ap}>ointed shall 
consist of one clerical member vf the Confer- 
ence and one layman for each Presiding 
Ellder's District: pron'ifttf^ honrrtTy tliat the 
removal of a clerical memlier from one l^is- 
trict to another shall not operate a forfeiture 
of membership in the Board. Thoy shall 
elect their own chairman, treasurer, and sec- 
retary, and the Board shall fill all vac^uioies 
that may occur in the body: pnn^dafy that 
they do so by keeping iip an equal number 
of clerical and lay members. 

^337. It shall be the duty of the Joint 
Board, 

(1) To receive all moneys collected as Con- 
ference collections or otherwise, and distrib- 
ute the same to the superannuated preaohcrs, 
and the widows and orphans of deceased 
members of the Conference, according to 
their best judgment of their several necessi- 
ties: provided^ however ^ that in cases of C(|ual 

necessity, the Board shall take into account 

10 
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the time of active service rendered by the 
claimants: provided, further^ that whan a 
preacher breaks down in the work, and is 
placed on the superannuated list, his claim 
shall begin from the time he ceases to re- 
ceive any support from his last charge. 

^338. (2) They shall estimate the 
amount that will probably be necessary to 
meet the claims of the superannuated preach- 
ers, and the widows and orphan children of 
deceased members of the Conference, and 
apportion the same to the different Presid- 
ing Elders' Districts for collection the en- 
suing year. 

^ 339. (3) All matters relating to the 
financial interest of the Conference shall be 
referred to this Board, and be carefully con- 
sidered and reported upon. 

«ff 340. (4) They shall make a full re- 
port of all proceedings to the Conference, 
which shall either approve, recommit, or 
amend their report. 

^ 341. (5) The members of this Board, 
and especially the chairman thereof, shall 
carefully consider the financial interest dur- 
ing the year, and shall collect such authentic 
information in regard to the pecuniary cir- 
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enmstances of the nsnad claini:mt8 on the 
Conference f ands as shall facilitate the bosi* 
ness of the Board at its annual meeting. 

^ 342, (6) The Rei^niing Steward of 
each circoit shall report to the Joint Board 
of Finance a full account of the act« of the 
Board of Stewards the preceding year. The 
Joint Board shall decide all issues that may 
exist between the stewards and the Presid- 
ing Elder, or any of the preachers,, in regard 
to salaries, and their decision shall be final; 
but in no case shall they allow any preacher 
to have a claim on the Church he has served, 
as of debt, after his pastoral connection has 
ceased. 

% 343, (7) Epch Annual Conference shall 
adopt its own method of raising money to 
pay those who, by the rules and iisages of 
the Church, have claims upon it: providedy 
that it does not interfere with the rights 
guaranteed to the Church Conferences to 
adopt their own methods of raising money 
to pay their liabilities. 
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CHAPTER XI. 

SUPPORT OP MISSIONS. 

SECTION I. 

OP THB BOARD OP MISSIONS. 

% 344. The missionary operations of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
shall hereafter be conducted under the fol- 
lowing provisions and regulations: 

•ff 345. Article I. There shall be a 
Board of Missions, which shall have charge 
of the Foreign Missions, and of all others not 
provided for by the Annual Conferences. 

^ 346. Art. II. Said Board shall consist 
of a President, Vice President, one Secretary, 
two Assistant Secretaries, and twenty-five 
Managers, of whom ten shall be laympn, to- 
gether with the Bishops, the Treasurer of this 
Board, and the Corresponding Secretary of the 
Board of Church Extension, and the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Woman's Board of 
Foreign Missions, who shall be ex officio mem- 
bers. Said Board shall be elected quadrenni- 
ally by the General Conference, as follows: 
the President, Vice President, and Managers 
on nomination of the Committee on Missions, 
the Secretary by ballot at the time of the elec- 
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tion of other Connectional officers, the mem- 
bers elect-ed to continue in office until their 
snecessors are chosen. The Assistant Secre- 
taries and the Treasurer shall be elected quad- 
rennially by the incoming Board. (*) 

1 347. Abt. III. The Board shall have 
authority to regulate its own proceedings; 
to appropriate money to defray current ex- 
penses; to provide for the support of super- 
annuated missionaries, and widows and or- 
phans of missionaries, who may not be pro- 
vided for by any Annual Conference; to se- 
lect and publish books and other suitable 
literature for all its mission fields ; to 
build houses of worship, for hospitals, for 
schools, and for missionaries; to provide 
funds for the maintenance of the work un- 
der its care; to aid in the establishment and 
support of training schools for native con- 
verts and preachers; and to cooperate with 
other Methodist bodies in the establishment 
and support of such schools wherever it may 
be practicable in foreign fields; and to make 
provision for the missionary education of the 
young people through the Sunday school, the 
Epworth League, and the schools and colleges 
of the Church. It shall also publish annually 
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a statement of its transactions, naming the 
missions supported by it, and the amount 
appropriated and paid to each, and lay before 
the General Conference a report of its oper- 
ations. (*) 

^ 348. Art. IV. The Board shall meet 
annually to determine what fields shall be 
occupied as missions, the number of persons 
to be employed in each, and to estimate the 
amount that may be necessary for the sup- 
port of the missions under its charge, and to 
apportion the same to the several Annual 
Conferences, as determined by the Board of 
Apportionment. An Executive Committee 
of the Board, consisting of seven members, 
shall also meet quarterly to hear reports 
from the Secretaries concerning the progress 
of the work in the different fields, and to 
consider and discuss all questions of prac- 
tical importance that may arise from time to 
time. 

^349. Art. V. The Board shall em^ 
ploy only effective men for its work, and 
shall require each one to make a quarterly 
report to the Secretary of his operations, 
and of the state and prospects of the work 
in his charge. 
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% 350. Art. VI, The revenue of the 
Board shall be derived from collections in 
eTeiy congregation and Sunday scliool; and 
from such other plans as may be adopted by 
the Church and congregation, by the Sunday 
school, and by such societies as may be 
formed to raise money for this object; and 
from special collections by the Secretaries 
and the Bishops; and from donations and 
legacies. 

% 351. Art. VII. The Secretary and the 
Assistant Secretaries shall be ministers of the 
gospel, and may be members of any Annual 
Conference, but shall reside in Nashville, 
Tennessee. It shall be their duty to keep a 
permanent record of the proceedings of the 
Board, and to publish an abstract of them in 
the Church papers; to conduct its corre- 
spondence; to attend to all its legal busi- 
ness; to prepare the annual report, and to 
publish monthly (either in a missionary pa- 
per, or in the Church papers, as the Board 
shall direct) statements of the condition, 
needs, and prospects of the various missions, 
and to discharge such other duties as the 
Board may direct. The salaries of the Sec- 
retaries shall be fixed by the Board, and all 



i 
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their necessary traveling expenses shall be 
allowed. (*) 

^352. Art. VIII. The Treasurer shall 
hold the funds of the Board in safe deposit, 
which deposit shall be made by him as Treas- 
urer, subject to his checks as such, and to those 
of his successors in office. He shall also fur- 
nish an annual report, to be published with 
that of the Secretaries, and perform such 
other duties as the Board shall direct. The 
salary of the Treasurer shall be fixed by the 
Board. The accounts of the Board shall be 
examined annually by an expert account- 
ant, and a report of the same be made to 
the Board. 

% 353. Art. IX. The Board shall iilLall 
vacancies that may occur. 

^354. Art. X. Nine members shall 
constitute a quorum at an annual meeting of 
the Board, and seven at a called meeting. 

^365. Art. XI. The Board shall be lo- 
cated in the city of Nashville, Tennessee, 
but its annual meeting may be held in such 
place and at such time as the Board shall de- 
termine. 

^366. Art. XII. Each Annual Confer- 
ence shall organize a Board of Missions, 
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auxiliary to the General Board, to which it 
shall report annually. It shall consist of 
one layman from each District, and an equal 
number of clerical members, who shall be 
elected quadrennially by the Annual Confer- 
ence, at the first session after the General 
Conference. Said Board shall appoint its 
own officers and regulate its own affairs, and 
have absolute control of the missions it may, 
with the consent of the President of the 
Conference, establish within its bounds. 
And said Board shall have full control of 
the funds raised for its support. 

^367. Art. XIII. The Conference Board 
shall hold an anniversary at each session of 
the Conference, and shall prepare a pro- 
grame and secure speakers long enough be- 
fore the session for thorough preparation, 
and by such means as it may choose shall dis- 
seminate missionary intelligence among the 
people, providing for this and other necessary 
expenses. It shall publish a full report of its 
operations every year in the minutes of the 
Conference; and it shall estimate annually the 
amount that may be necessary for the sup- 
port of its own missions, and apportion the 
same to the Presiding Elders' Districts for

collection. It shall hold a mid-year meet- 
ing whenever practicable, and provide for 
the expense of the same. 

^368. Art. XIV. The apportionment 
to a Conference for the general work shall be 
divided by the Conference Board among the 
Districts, and the preachers in charge shall 
take up collections in every congregation to 
meet the same. 

H 369. Art. XV. The Board of Missions 
shall be authorized to establish a department 
of Home Missions which shall be in charge of 
an Assistant Secretary to be elected by the 
Board, whose salary and necessary expenses of 
travel and administration shall be provided for 
by appropriation. It shall be the duty of the 
Secretary of Home Missions to acquaint him- 
self with every phase of the Home Mission 
field, and to cooperate with the Conference 
Boards of Missions in their plans to reach 
the neglected classes in our cities, mill 
towns, rural districts, and among the foreign 
immigrants. He shall be authorized, under 
the direction of the Executive Committee 
of the Board of Missions, to organize a sys- 
tem of City Missions, in the administration 
of which he shall seek the hearty coopera- 
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tion of the Annual Conference Boards of 
Missions, the Church Extension Board, and 
the Woman's Home Mission Society. Can- 
didates for city mission work shall be ac- 
cepted by the Committee on Candidates of 
the Board of Missions, on the basis of can- 
didates for foreign work as to fitness and ten- 
ure of service: i^rovided^ that such city mis- 
sionary work be subject to the approval of 
the Annual Conference Board; and when ac- 
cepted shall be nominated for appointment 
to the Bishop in charge of the Conference in 
which they are to work: promdedy further ^ 
that this paragraph shall not be construed to 
forbid Annual Conference Boards of Mis- 
sions employing other than such candi- 
dates. (*) 

% 360. Art. XVI. Any Annual Confer- 
ence, District, Church, Sunday school, Ep- 
worth League, or person, may assume, in 
whole or in part, the support of a missionary 
or mission or mission school approved or es- 
tablished by the General Board. Their con- 
tributions shall be applied to the support of 
such object, provided the funds be sent 
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through the Treasurer of the Board. The 
Conference in whose territory such moneys 
may be given shall have credit for the same 
in settling the apportionment of the General 
Board, provided the object is covered by ap- 
propriation. 

^ 361. Art. XVII. The Treasurer of the 
Conference Board of Missions shall trans- 
mit to the Treasurer of the General Board, 
on the first day of each month, all the mon- 
eys he may have on hand for foreign mis- 
sions. His accounts shall be audited an- 
nually by a committee appointed by the An- 
nual Conference Board. 

% 362. Art. XVIII. It shall be the duty 
of the Presiding Elder to preach on the sub- 
ject of missions annually in each charge in 
the District; to see that efficient and well-de- 
fined plans be adopted for raising missionary 
funds; and to conduct with his preachers a 
missionary institute early in the Conference 
year, and see that they hold missionary mass 
meetings. 

^ 363. Art. XIX. It shall be the duty 
of the preacher in charge to preach at least 
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annaally on the subject of missions, and to 
hold missionary mass meetings annually in 
every church in his work; to see that each 
Snnday school is organized into a mission- 
ary society, in which the collection shall go 
to missions, and that each League hold a 
monthly meeting and study the subject of 
missions; to circulate missionary literature, 
and to seek in every way the education and 
inspiration of his people concerning the sal- 
vation of the heathen. 

^ 364. Art. XX. Each Annual Confer- 
ence Board of Missions shall nominate for 
appointment by the President of the Confer- 
ence a Secretary, who shall be ex officio a 
member of the Conference Board, to travel 
in the interest of its own missions and the 
work of the General Board. The Secretary 
thus appointed shall perform these services 
in addition to his regular pastoral work, un- 
less his support is provided for by the Con- 
ference Board. Annual Conference Boards 
of Missions shall instruct their Conference 
Missionary Secretaries to add the circulation 
of e.vangelistic as well as missionary litera- 
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ture to their other duties and to cooperate 
with the Secretaries of the General Board in 
this work. (*) 

1[ 366. Art. XXI. The Board of Mis- 
sions shall establish at Nashville, Tenn., in 
affiliation with the Biblical Department of 
Vanderbilt University, a Missionary Train- 
ing School for the purpose of training mis- 
sion workers for both the home and foreign 
fields. It shall elect quadrennially, on nom- 
ination of the Missionary Secretaries, a Board 
of Directors consisting of thirteen members, 
provided these shall include two Bishops, 
the Missionary Secretaries of the Board of 
Missions, the Corresponding Secretaries of the 
Woman's Foreign Missionary Society, and of 
the Woman's Home Mission Society, at least 
three members of the Vanderbilt Biblical 
Faculty and three laymen; it shall appro- 
priate annually for the maintenance of the 
school such sums as it may deem necessary; 
and shall, on the nomination of the Board 
of Directors, elect annually a superintendent 
of the Board of Directors, elect annually a 
superintendent of the school, and take such 
other steps as may be necessary for its 
proper management. (*)

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1 366. Art. XXII. There shall be held 
annually a meeting of the Conference Mis- 
sionary Secretaries (if any Secretary be una- 
ble to attend, the Conference Board of Mis- 
sions may send a representative). The Sec- 
retary of the General Board shall fix the date 
and place of this meeting; choose suitable 
topics and speakers; arrange the programme 
and be responsible for other details. The 
necessary expenses of each Secretary or rep- 
resentative in attending this Conference shall 
be met by his Board. (*) 



SECTION II. 

DUTIES OP SUPERINTENDENTS OP MISSIONS, 
AND POWERS OP ANNUAL MEETINGS, 

1 367. In a Mission not attached to an 
Annual Conference the Bishop in charge 
shall have authority to appoint one of the 
missionaries to be Superintendent of the 
same, and in case the peculiar conditions of 
the field require it, more than one Superin- 
tendent. It shall be the duty of tlie Super- 
intendent, in the absence of a Bishop, to 
take general supervision of tlie Mission with 
all its interests, and to report the state of 
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the Mission and its needs to the Bishop in 
charge and to the Secretary of the Board of 
Missions. He shall exercise the functions 
of a Presiding Elder, except as his relation 
to the work may be modified by instructions 
of the Bishop in charge and by his relation 
to the General Board of Missions. In the 
absence of a Bishop, it shall be the duty of 
the Superintendent or one of the Superin- 
tendents designated by the Bishop, in case 
there is more than one, to preside at the An- 
nual Meeting of the Mission, and to appoint 
the missionaries and native preachers to their 
work for the ensuing year subject to the ap- 
proval of the Bishop in charge. All the 
missionaries, under appointment of the 
Bishop in charge, and regularly accepted by 
and in the employ of the Board of Missions, 
shall be members of the Annual Meeting. 
The body of ordained preachers, native 
and foreign, who hold membership in an An- 
nual Conference, shall have for administra- 
tive purposes, when assembled in Annual 
Meeting, the authority to exercise the func- 
tions of a District Conference, particularly 
in reference to the licensing of preachers, 
the renewal of licenses, and the passage of 
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character of preachers not members of any 
Annual Conference. (*) 

% 368. An Annual Conference Board of 
Missions may employ suitable persons to 
conduct missionary work under the direction 
of the Board subject to the approval of the 
Annual Conference and the appointment of 
the Bishop, may provide for their support 
out of funds under control of the Board, and 
may authorize said persons to hold evangel- 
istic services, to make missionary addresses, 
and to take collections for the support of the 
work of the Board at places designated by 
the Board. In case the Board should desire 
to employ a traveling preacher for such 
work, it shall nominate him for the same to 
the Annual Conference, and, should the 
Conference so request, tlie President of 
the Conference may appoint him to said 
work. (*) 



SECTION III. 

OF THE woman's FOKKKJN MISSIONARY SO- 
CIETY. 

1 369. The women of the Methodist 

Episcopal Church, South, are hereby author- 
11 
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ized to organize special missionary agencies 
under the following constitution: 

^370. Article I. This Society shall be 
called "The Woman's Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South." 

^371. Art. II. The objects of this So- 
ciety shall be to enlist and to unite the ef- 
forts of women and children in sending the 
gospel to women and children in foreign 
lands, on our border, and among the Indian 
tribes of our own country, through the agen- 
cy of female missionaries, teachers, physi- 
cians, and Bible-readers. The acceptance 
and nomination for appointment of the mis- 
sionaries, teachers, physicians, and Bible- 
readers employed by the Woman's Board 
shall be subject to the approval of the Com- 
mittee on Candidates of the Board of Mis- 
sions; the designation of their fields of labor, 
and recall, shall be by the direction of the 
Bishop in charge of the particular field in 
which the missionary in question is at work. 
They shall be subject to the appointing 
power of the Bishop having charge of the 
mission field in which they labor, and shall 
be subject to the same rules of removal that 
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govern the missionaries of the parent Board: 
provided, that either the President or Secre- 
tary of the Woman's Board shall be a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Candidates of the 
Board of Missions. (*) 

1372. Art. III. The work shall be ac- 
complished by organizing Societies in each 
charge, and Conference Societies in each 
Conference, and shall be controlled by an 
executive body to be known as *'The Wom- 
an's Board of Foreign Missions." 

1373. Art. IV. The Woman's Board 
shall consist of a President, three Vice 
Presidents, two Corresponding Secretaries, 
a Treasurer, a Recording Secretary, the Ed- 
itor of the Wo7na)i^8 Missionary Advocate, 
two Managers, and the Corresponding Sec- 
retaries, or their alternates, of the Confer- 
ence Societies. The officers and editor shall 
be elected quadrennially by the Woman's 
Board. The Secretaries of the Board of 
Missions shall be honorary members of the 
Woman's Board. (*) 

^374. Art. V. The operations of this 
Woman's Board shall be conducted in con- 
nection with the Board of Missions and sub- 
ject to its advice and approval. When ap- 
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propriations are made, the funds shall be sent 
in such manner and to meet such purposes 
as the Woman's Board shall direct: promd- 
ed, hoioev€7^, that in the purchase of mission 
property by the Woman's Foreign Mission- 
ary Society, and in the erection of buildings 
amounting to an estimated value of not less 
than $5,000 in gold, or in the removal of 
school or hospital plants from one place to 
another, the matter shall be first submitted 
to the advice and approval of the Bishop in 
charge and of the Executive Committee of 
the Board of Missions: provided^ that when- 
ever matters relating to the women's work 
are to be acted upon by the Executive Com- 
mittee of seven, the President or Secretary 
of the Woman's Board shall have notice and 
shall have the right to be present and to be 
heard. (*) 

1[375. Art. VI. The Woman's Board 
shall meet annually to determine what fields 
shall be occupied, the number of persons to 
be employed in each, and to estimate and ap- 
propriate the amount necessary for the sup- 
port of the missions under its charge. A ma- 
jority shall constitute a quorum to transact 
business at the annual meetings. The trans- 
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actions of the monthly or called meetings 
shall be subject to the approval or disap- 
proval of the ensuing annual meeUng. The 
Woman's Board shall, within thirty days 
after its annual session, send to the General 
Board a full account of its operations and 
plans, to be considered and, so far as neces- 
sary, acted upon by the General Board; and 
inasmuch as the operations of the Woman^s 
Board shall be conducted in connection witli 
the Board of Missions and subject to its ad- 
vice and approval, the Annual Meeting of 
the Woman's Board shall be held a sutlicient 
time in advance of the Annual Meeting of 
the Parent Board to enable it to lay before 
the latter for consideration all reconunen- 
dations or appropriations for the conduct 
of the work of the ensuing year; and a 
sufficient summary of such report of the 
Woman's Board shall be published as a part of 
the annual report of the General Board in or- 
der to present to the Church a complete state- 
ment of what we are doing in missions. (*) 
1[376. Art. VII. The Woman's Board 
shall have authority to establish and main- 
tain a Bible and training school under its 
auspices, control, and management, for the 
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education of missionaries and other Chris- 
tian workers. (*) 

^377. Art. VIII. The funds of this 
Board shall be derived from private efforts; 
from membership, life and honorary mem- 
bership fees; from devises and bequests, and 
from public collections only at meetings ap- 
pointed in behalf the Society. 

^378. Art. IX. The President of 
the Woman's Board of Foreign Missions 
shall advance the interest of the Society 
by travel, correspondence, and all prac- 
ticable means; it shall be her duty to pre- 
side at all meetings, and countersign all 
orders on the treasury. In her absence one 
of the Vice Presidents shall preside, and if 
neither is present, a chairman shall be elected 
pro tern, (*) 

^379. Art. X. The Corresponding Sec- 
retary shall conduct the correspondence and 
attend to all the legal business of the Board, 
prepare the annual report, publish quarterly 
a statement of the condition of the work, 
give all orders on the Treasurer, and reside 
where the Board of Missions is located. 

^380. Art. XI. The Treasurer shall 
hold the funds of the Board in safe deposit. 
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which deposit shall be made by her as Treas- 
urer, subject to authenticated drafts. She 
shall furnish annual and quarterly reports, 
to be published with those of the Correspond- 
ing Secretary, and her accounts shall l>e au- 
dited by the Treasurer of the Board of Mis- 
sions. The Treasurer shall reside where the 
Board of Missions is located. 

^381. Art. XII. The Recording Secre- 
tary shall keep the minutes of all meetings 
in a permanent record, and obtain the sig- 
nature of the President as approved. ^ 

% 382. Art. XIII. An auditor shall be 
elected to audit the accounts of the Society. 

^ 383. Art. XIV. When vacancies occur 
in the interval of the annual meetings, the 
Board shall fill such vacancies until the next 
annual meeting. 

^384. Art. XV. The business of the 
Board in the interim of the annual meet- 
ings shall be conducted by an Executive Com- 
mittee, consisting of the officers of the Board, 
the two Managers, and the Editor of the 
Woman's Missionary Advocate, five of whom 
shall constitute a quorum. If necessary to 
make a quorum, one of the Secretaries of the 
General Board may act.

Episcopal Church, South, any real or person- 
al property, and to sell and convey the same 
for the uses and objects herein declared. 

^ 395. ArT: IX. All applications for 
aid shall set forth, 

1. A description of the building for 
which aid is asked. 

2. The estimated and probable cost when 
completed. 

3. The amount of cash and reliable sub- 
scriptions now on hand. 

4. The nature of .the title, its validity. 
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and whether held in trust for the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. 

5. The names of the Board of Trustees. 

6. The number of Church members, Sun- 
day-school children, and population of the 
place, if within a town or city. 

7. Any additional facts that may be re- 
quired by the Board, or that may be deemed 
necessary or useful to the Board in making 
a decision. 

IT 396. Art. X. Each Annual Confer- 
ence shall organize a Conference Board of 
Church Extension, which shall be auxiliary 
to the Parent Board, and shall have charge 
of all the interests and work of Church Ex- 
tension within the Conference. Its Secre- 
tary and Treasurer shall each make a report 
to the Parent Board at such times and sub- 
ject to such rules and regulations as may 
be prescribed by the Parent Board. The 
preachers shall take up a collection in every 
congregation annually for Church Exten- 
sion; and of the funds thus collected, or in 
any other way coming into the hands of the 
Annual Conference Boards, fifty per cent, 
shall be turned over to the General Board 
to be expended under its direction, but do- 
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nors may give special direction to their con- 
tributions. 

^397. Art. XI. City Boards of Church 
Extension may be organized in cities having 
three or more pastoral charges of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, under the 
following general provisions: (1) The mem- 
bers of said Boards shall be elected by the 
Quarterly Conferences on nomination of the 
preachers in charge, who, with the Presid- 
ing Elders of Districts embracing such cities, 
shall be ex officio members thereof; (2) the 
said Board shall have authority to locate 
churches and parsonages, advise Quarterly 
Conferences as to their size, style, and cost, 
secure donations and funds in the cities 
where located for the erection of the same, 
and they shall see that the title in each is 
secured in trust for the Church as the Disci- 
pline prescribes ; (3) they shall cooperate 
with the General Board of Church Exten- 
sion in the procurement of special loan 
funds to be administered by said General 
Board according to its regulations, for the 
benefit of the particular cities in which they 
are raised when so directed by the donors, 
or requested by the City Boards concerned; 
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(4) they shall report to the annual meeting of 
the General Board the names and value of 
church edifices and parsonages aided by them, 
the amount of their receipts and disburse- 
ments, and such other items as may be of 
general interest. No part of their work 
shall conflict with the collections and opera- 
tions of the General and Conference Boards 
of Church Extension. 

1398. Art. XII. A District Board of 
Church Extension may be organized in any 
Presiding Elder's District for the purposes, 
and subject to the regulations, prescribed in 
paragraph 397, with power to do and perform 
such acts in said District, as City Boards of 
Church Extension are authorized to do in the 
cities in which they may be located. (*) 

1 399. Art. XIII. It shall be the duty 
of the Presiding Elders to bring the subject 
of Church Extension prominently before the 
District and Quarterly Conferences, and to 
see to it that the most efficient plans are 
adopted for raising the amounts apportioned 
to each charge; and the Bishops shall call 
for a report of the Annual Conference Board 
in tlie regular order of Conference proceed- 
ings, and direct attention to the subject. 
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SECTION V. 

OF THE woman's HOME MISSION SOCIETY. 

^ 400. Article I. This organization 
shall be known as *'The Woman's Home 
Mission Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South." 

«f[401. Art. II. The object of this So- 
ciety is to enlist and organize Christian 
women and children in securing homes for 
itinerant preachers; in providing religious 
instruction for the neglected and destitute; 
and in otherwise aiding the cause of Christ. 

•|[ 403, Art. III. (1) This Society shall be 
under the supervision and direction of womeu, 
known as the Woman's Board of Home Mis- 
sions of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, and consisting of a President, two 
Vice Presidents, a General Secretary and an 
Associate Secretary, a Recording Secretary, 
a General Treasurer, and a Corresponding 
Secretary, or alternate, of each Conference So- 
ciety. (2) The President and General Secre- 
tary of the Board of Mission sand the President 
and General Secretary of the Woman's Board 
of Foreign Missions shall heexofficio members 
of the Woman's Bo^-fd of Home Missions, (*) 
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•7403. Art. IV. The general officers of 
said Board shall be elected quadrennially by 
the Board at the session next succeeding 
each General Conference. The Correspond- 
ing Secretaries and their alternates shall be 
elected bv the Conference Societies as their 
laws may provide. Superintendents of de- 
partments shall be elected annually by the 
Board, which shall also define their duties. 

^404. Art. V. The funds of the So- 
ciety shall be derived from membership 
dues, special contributions at meetings ap- 
pointed in the interest of the Society, mite 
boxes, donations, devises, bequests, or other 
means approved by the Board; and the crea- 
tion of Loan Funds. 

% 405. Art. VI. The Board shall have 
authority to raise and administer two Loan 
Funds, one for parsonage building, and 
another for home mission work. These 
shall be held separate from funds raised for 
general distribution, and shall be used only 
in loans on adequate security to be deter- 
mined by the Board of Church Extension. 
The administration of the loan fund for 
parsonages shall be subject to the approval 

of the Board of Church Extension.

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^ 406. Art. VII. It shall be lawful for 
said Board to accept contributions to its 
funds from any persons capable of making 
the same, subject to annuities, payable to 
the order of the person or persons making 
such donations ; but all amounts so received 
shall be loaned by said Board, on adequate 
security or securities, and the aggregate 
amount of annuities that the Board shall

assume to pay shall never be allowed to ex- 
ceed one-half the annual interest received on 
the loans made by said Board. 

^407. Art. VIII. The funds appro- 
priated by this Board to parsonages shall 
be subject to the approval of the Board 
of Church Extension, and shall be adminis- 
tered by the same.

^412. Art. XIIL The duty of the 
General Secretary shall be to correspond 
with missionaries and teachers and other 
employees of the Society, and with the Con- 
ference Secretaries; to furnish the Confer- 
ence societies with all needful information; 
also to secure from them such details of their 
work as will be necessary to make quarterly 
and annual reports to the Boards, and to ac- 
quaint herself with the condition, needs, and 
opportunities of the mission fields, and pub- 
lish the same for the information of the 
membership. She shall sign all orders on 
the General Treasurer, and attend to the le- 
gal business of the Society. She shall re- 
port annually such details as should be in- 
corporated in the reports of the Board of 
Church Extension, of Missions and of Edu- 
cation. 

^413. Art. XIV. The General Treas- 
urer shall keep a regular account of the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of the Society, fur- 
nish quarterly and annual reports to be pub- 
lished with those of the General Secretary; 
pay such bills as the Board may approve. 
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and make such disposition c f the funds in 
her hands as the Board may direct. At the 
close of the year, the accounts shall be au- 
dited by one or more competent persons se- 
lected for that purpose. 

^ 414. Art. XV. When a vacancy among 
the general officers or superintendents of de- 
partments shall occur in the interim of the 
annual meetings, the Board shall fill such 
vacancies until the next annual meeting. 

^415. Art. XVI. The office of Dea- 
coness is hereby created in connection with 
the Woman's Home Mission Society. The 
Woman's Home Mission Board shall pre- 
scribe a course of training for candidates 
for Deaconess work, and shall pass upon the 
applications of those persons recommended 
by Quarterly Conferences for appointment 
to a training school, and shall have pow- 
er to reject a candidate at any time dur- 
ing, or at the end of, a course of training, 
if she be found unsuited to the work. The 
Board, or the Executive Committee thereof, 
shall, upon application, recommend Deacon- 
esses to Mission Boards, preachers in charge, 
societies, or other Church agencies wishing to 
employ them. When a Deaconess is thus 
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employed, she shall make reports to the 
Quarterly Conference of the charge in which 
she labors, and be, so far as is practicable, 
under the direction of the preacher in charge. 
When removing from the bounds of one pas- 
toral charge to another, she shall carry a 
certificate of official standing. She shall 
also make annual reports to the Woman's 
Board of Home Missions. Her certificate 
must be renewed annually. 

% 416, Art. XVII. A candidate for 
Deaconess work must be at least twenty- 
three years of age, a single woman or a 
widow. She must be a member of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, in good 
standing, and must have shown a fitness for 
this work by active service in some line of 
Christian work. She must have a good En- 
glish education, and a certificate of good 
health from a reputable physician. Her 
application for admission to the training 
school must be indorsed by the Quarterly 
Conference and the preacher in charge of 
the Church of which she is a member. She 
must pass a satisfactory examination before 
a proper committee of the Woman's Board 
of Home Missions, both as to her education- 
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al and religious qualitioatioiis, before she oan 
be placed in the training school. She must 
giye two years of probationary service* and 
study the course prescribed by the Board* 
after which she must have the recommenda- 
tion of the superintendent of the school. In 
exceptional cases, when other requirements 
are met and the course in the training school is 
not deemed necessary, she may be nominated 
by the preacher in charge, and elected to the 
ofSce of Deaconess by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence, without attending the training school. 
The duties of the Deaconess are to minister 
to the poor, care for the sick, provide for 
the orphan, comfort the sorrowing, seek the 
wandering and sinful, and do any religious 
or teaching work to which she may be as- 
signed by the preacher in charge, employing 
her in the home or foreign field, and relin- 
quishing all other pursuits, devote herself to 
these or other forms of Christian work to 
which she may be found adapted. No vows 
shall be required of any Deaconess; never- 
theless it is expected that those who seek 
admission to the training school, or who ap- 
ply for a certificate from the Quarterly Con- 
ference, will have considered carefully the 
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steps they are taking, and, feeling themselves 
called of God to do this work, will enter 
upon it with the purpose of devoting them- 
selves wholly to it. A Deaconess shall, 
however, be at liberty to retire from the 
work after three months' notice to the Wom- 
an's Home Mission Board, and will be sub- 
ject to a revoking of her certificate and 
dismissal if found unsuited to the work. 
While engaged in active service, she shall be 
entitled to such« support as the Woman's 
Home Mission Board shall stipulate; and if 
after a long term of service she shall be diB- 
qualified by sickness or old age, she shall be 
cared for in a Deaconess home hereinafter 
provided for. A -Deaconess not employed 
by any of the above Church agencies shall 
be under the direct control of the Woman's 
Home Mission Board. A report of the work 
of each Deaconess, with a certificate of char- 
acter and standing, shall be sent annually 
to the Woman's Home Mission Board by 
the agency employing her, together with 
her personal report. 

% 417. Art. XVIII. The Woman's 
Home Mission Board is authorized to pro- 
vide a home where unemployed Deaconesses

% 418. Ans. Let the Agents of our 
Publishing House employ agents, or eolpor* 
ters, in all sections of our territory. In 
case they choose to employ a traveling 
preacher, they shall nominate him subject 
to appointment by the Bishop on recom- 
mendation by the Annual C^onference: prth' 
videdj however, that during the interim be- 
tween two sessions of an Annual Conference 
the Bishop may make such appointment on 
recommendation of the Book Committee. 

^[419. The Annual Conference Boards 
of Missions shall instruct their Conference 
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Missionary Secretaries to add the circulation 
of evangelistic as well as missionary litera- 
ture to their other duties and to cooperate 
with the Secretaries of the General Board in 
this work. The Book Committee shall ar- 
range through the Agents of the Publishing 
House to supply at cost such literature as 
may be prepared or selected for evangelistic 
purposes. (*) 

1[420. There shall be a Central Com- 
mittee of seven, which shall be styled "A 
Board of Managers of Tract and Evangel- 
istic Literature." This Board shall consist 
of the Secretary of the Board of Missions, 
one of the Publishing Agents, the Secretary 
of the Ep worth League Board, two travel- 
ing preachers and two laymen, who shall be

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CHAPTER Xn. 

EDUCATION. 

^424. Article I. There shall be a Board 
of Education of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church* South, consisting of seventeen mem- 
bers, elected quadrennially by the General 
Conference on nomination of the Committee 
on Education. Seven of the members, being 
present at any meeting, shall constitute a quo- 
rum for business. Any vacancies occurring 
during the interval between Conferences shall 
be filled by the Board, the member or members 
so elected to serve until the close of the next 
General Conference. Should any member 
cease to be a member of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, his membership in said 
Board shall terminate at the same time. (*) 

% 435. Art. II. The members elected by 
the General Conference shall as soon as prac- 
ticable procure an incorporation under the 
laws of the State of Tennessee for the pur- 
poses and with the powers herein set forth, 
whereby they and their successors in office 
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shall be made a body corporate, with power 
to contract and be contracted with, to sue 
and be sued, to receive and apply donations, 
devises, and bequests ; to own, buy, and sell 
real estate, and to do all other things nec- 
essary for the successful prosecution of its 
work. And the Board of Education herein 
provided for shall fill the blanks in this arti- 
cle and the following with^^he names of the 
city and State. 

^ 426. Art. III. The Board shall be lo- 
cated in the city of Nashville, Statifeof Tennes- 
see, and shall meet at least annually at such 
times and places as it may appoint, and in 
special session when called by the President, 
either upon his own motion or when he shall 
have been requested in writing by five mem- 
bers so to convene it : provided^ howevery that 
no business shall be acted upon at any special 
session which was not named in the call. 

IT 427. Art. IV. The Board shall meet 
as soon after its election as practicable upon 
call of the member first elected, and shall 
elect from its own members a President, a 
Vice President, and a Recording Secretary, 
who shall also act as Treasurer, unless other- 
wise provided by t}ie Board. All of these 
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officers shall perform the duties devolving 
upon such officers. 

^ 428. Art. V. There shall also be a 
Corresponding Secretary, to be known as the 
Secretaiy of Education. He shall be elected 
for a term of four years by the General Con- 
ference by ballot, and shall be ex officio a 
member of the Board. Should a vacancy 
occur by death dfc otherwise, the Board may 
fill the same until the next meeting of the 
General Conference. 

^ 4291 Art. VI. The Corresponding Sec- 
retary shall conduct the correspondence of 
the Board, visit assemblages and institutions 
in the interest of the work, and be the agent 
of the Board, under its direction, to carry out 
all the purposes herein set forth. 

^1 430. Art. VII. The Annual Confer- 
ence Boards of Education shall be auxiliary 
to this Board, and shall make annual reports 
to it. They shall have special charge of the 
work within their respective Conferences. 

^431. Art. VIII. Each Annual Confer- 
ence shall make an assessment for educa- 
tional purposes, to be distributed among its 
charges in the same way as other Conference 
assessments, and applied by the contributing 
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Conference to 8nch educational work as it 
may desire to foster, but donors may give 
special direction to their contributions. (♦) 
% 432. Art. IX. The Board shall have au- 
thority to regulate it« own proceedings; to lay 
an assessment of ^0,000 annually to be known 

* 

as the Assessment for Educational Extension, 
the amount so raised to be distributed as fol- 
lows: $15,000 for the expenses of the Board 
and the Correspondence School, $15,000 for 
school extension, and $20,000 for the edu- 
cation of the colored people; and to divide 
the same among the several Annual Con- 
ferences on the basis fixed by the Board of 
Apportionment; to fix and pay the salary 
of its Corresponding Secretary, not to 
exceed the sum of $3,000; to appropri- 
ate money to pay incidental expenses, to 
determine what schools and educational en- 
terprises, and also what persons, shall receive 
aid, and the amount, terms, and conditions 
thereof: providedy however^ that no appropria- 
tions shall be made for buildings, except from 
funds contributed for that particular purpose: 
and providedy further ^ that all person s who 
shall desire to become beneficiaries of the 

funds of the Board must be recommended

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by the Board of Education of an Annual 
Conference, and if preparing for the mission 
field, also by the Board of Missions, and that 
preference shall be given as follows : (1) To 
students for the foreign or home ministry; 
(2) to other promising and needy students, 
especially the minor children of our itinerant 
preachers. (*) 

% 433. Art. X. The Board shall gather 
statistics and shall prepare, publish, and dis- 
tribute tracts and other documents calculated 
to advance the cause of Christian educa- 
tion in our homes and schools, and 
shall have control of all our work on 
behalf of the Colored Methodist Episcopal 
Church in America. The Board shall, 
through its members, agents, and Boards of 
Education of the Annual Conferences, seek 
to increase endowments and otherwise to 
strengthen our institutions in harmony with 
the general educational policy of the Church, 
to correlate existing institutions, and to orig- 
inate new ones where they can be judiciously 
established and maintained ; but in so doing 
the Board shall not create or assume any 
debt beypnd resources actually in hand and 
applicable to such purposes. (*) 
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•"434. Art. XI. The Boanl m^v al^o 
establish a bureau of iuforiuatiou to bring 
graduates of our Church institutions and oth« 
3r competent persons desiring to teach into 
communication with institutions seeking 
teachers. 

^435. Art. XII. There shall be a com- 
mission of ten practical educators, ap|H>inted 
quadrennially by the College of Bishops^ who 
shall prescribe the minimum requirements to 
be demanded of institutions seeking rei'ogni- 
tion by the Board of Education as secondary 
schools (academies), colleges, and universi- 
ties. This commission shall, at least onoe 
in every four years, report to the Board 
of Education its work; and it shall then ho 
the duty of the Board to classify all the ed- 
ucational institutions of our Church, and to 
designate each as university, college, or acad- 
emy (or secondary school), according to the 
relation of the work done by it to the stand- 
ards thus established by the connnission, 
and to use this classification in the oilioial 
lists of the educational institutions of our 
Church. (*) 

^ 436. Art. XIII. The Board of Educa- 
tion shall establish in Nashville, in connection 
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with the Biblical Department of Vanderbilt 
University and under the direction of the 
Faculty, a Correspondence School for the 
purpose of extending the benefits of religious 
education to preachers, teachers, and other 
Christian workers, by means of correspond- 
ence courses, institutes, lectures, and such 
other methods as the Board may, from time 
to time, deem desirable; it shall appropriate 
for the maintenance of the school such sums 
as may be necessary; and shall elect quad- 
rennially the Director of the School; and 
take such other steps as are necessary for its 
proper management. (*)

I. NAME, MAXAGHRS, AND OBJECT, 

% 43 7 • There shall be a Publishing House 
in Nashville, Tennessee^ to be called the 
" Publishing House of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South/"* incorporated under 
the name of **Book Agents of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South," under the 
control of two Publishing Agents, to be 
called the ''Publishing Agents," and of a 
committee, to be called the **Book Commit- 
tee." The Publishing Agents shall l>e coor- 
dinate in rank, and the division and adjust- 
ment of their functions and prerogatives 
shall be determined by the Book Committee. 
The General Conference shall elect the Pub- 
lishing Agents, one of whom may l>e a lay- 
man, and the Book Committee, the latter 
upon the nomination of a committee of nine 
to be appointed by the Bishops. (*) 

^438. The object of this institution 
shall be to advance the cause of Christianity 
by disseminating religious knowledge and 
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asef 111 literary and scientific information in 
the form of books, tracts, and periodicals. 

II. DUTIES OF THE PUBLISHING AGENTS. 

^[ 439. The Publishing Agents, under 
the direction of the Book Committee, shall 
have charge of the property of the Publishing 
House, and shall be responsible to the Gen- 
eral Conference for the prudent use and 
safe management of everything committed to 
them. They shall make, (1) monthly reports 
to the Book Committee showing the exact 
condition of the business of the Publishing 
House ; (2) an exhibit to the several Annual 
Conferences at the beginning of each fiscal 
year, which exhibit shall be published in 
the Christian Advocate; (3) a full account of 
their work and of the business of the Pub- 
lishing House to the General Conference.

III. DUTIES OF THE HOOK (U)MMITTMK.

^{443. The Book Comniittoo iihtill Xm 
composed of thirteen mcmberii of our ( Hinroh, 
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six clerical and seven lay, five only of which 
committee shall be residents of Nashville; 
the remaining eight to be taken from the 
Church at large, provided that no one of 
them shall reside within the bounds of the 
Tennessee Conference. They shall have 
power: 

^444, (1) To prescribe regulations, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this chap- 
ter, for the government of the Publishing 
Agents, and in all such regulations, as well 
as in their entire management, both the Book 
Committee and Publishing Agents shall keep 
in view the object for which the Publishing 
House is established, and shall strive to ac- 
complish this object in the most efficient and

^445. (2) To require said Agents to re- 
port to them at least once a month the state 
of the current business of the House during 
that period. 

^f 446. (3) To settle with the existing and 
any former Publishing Agents according to 
the principles which govern the relations of 
principal and agent, including the individual 
transactions of said Publishing Agents with 
the Publishing House, provided the settle- 
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ment with said Publishinfic Accents shall be 
made at least once a vear, and the result of 
said settlements reported to the several An- 
nual Conferences, and also to the General 
Conference. (*) 

% 447. (4) To suspend the Publishing 
Agents in the intervals of the General Con- 
ference for misconduct or inefficiency in of- 
fice. (*) 

% 448. (5) To provide a sinking fund of 
such interest - bearing securities, equal in 
amount to the bonds of the Publishing 
House not yet accounted for, with which to 
pay such bonds when presented. 

% 449. (6) To pay a salary not to ex- 
ceed $3,000 per annum to each of the fol- 
lowing officers: The Publishing Agents, the 
Book Editor and Editor of the Jtenew^ the 
Editor of the ChHstian Advocate^ the Editor of 
Sunday-school Literature, the General Secre- 
tary and Editor of the Epworth League; and to 
supplement to the amount of $1,000 a year, if 
necessary, the funds of the Epworth League 
Board, so as to bring the salary of the As- 
sistant Secretary up to $2,500 per annum. 
During the intervals of the General Confer- 
ence, if there shall be complaints against any 
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Editor elected by the General Conference, of 
misconduct or inefficiency in his office, the 
Book Committee, and one or more of the Bish- 
ops, shall proceed in the following manner: 1 . 
They shall determine whether a trial be nec- 
essary; or if in their judgment a promise to 
correct the matters complained of will pro- 
mote the interests of the Church, they may 
receive from the Editor complained of a writ- 
ten statement, signed by said Editor, prom- 
ising amendment, which statement may, if 
necessary, be published. 2. If they judge a 
trial necessary, they shall at once suspend 
said Editor, and take charge of his work 
until the issue of said trial is determined; 
and the Bishop or Bishops who act with the 
Book Committee shall appoint a member or 
members of said Book Committee to formu- 
late a bill of charges and specifications, and 
to prosecute the case, and shall, as speedily 
as practicable, call together not less than 
three nor more than five traveling elders, 
none of whom shall reside in Nashville or 
its vicinity, whose sole function it shall be to 
determine from the facts in the case the 
guilt or innocence of the Editor complained 
of. The Bishop or Bishops presiding shall 
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decide iJl questions of law growing owl o1 
the case, and shall appoint a secretary who 
shall make a full record of all the proceoil- 
ings connected with the trial, which re<H>ril 
shall be signed by said secretary, and also by 
the Bishop or Bishops presiding. The rei^ 
ord of the trial shall be placed in the cus* 
todj of the Book Committee, The Kililor 
complained of shall ha\ e ten days^ notice of 
the time of trial, and be furnished with a 
copy of the complaint. He shall have the 
right to challenge any roemWr of the trial 
committee for cause, and the validity of the 
cause shall be determined by the Bishop 
or Bishops presiding. If the complaint bo 
sustained by a majority of the trial com- 
mittee, the Bishop or Bishops piH}8iding 
shall declare the office of the said Editor 
vacant. (*) 

% 450. (7) If any Editor or officer men- 
tioned in this chapter be under report of 
immorality, or accused thereof in writing 
signed by a minister or member of our 
Church, there shall be a speedy investiga- 
tion, according to Chapter VII. If the 
committee of investigation judge a trial 
necessary, the Book Committee shall im- 
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mediately suspend the accused from office, 
and take charge of his work until the issue 
of the trial is determined; and if the ac- 
cused be found guilty, the Book Commit- 
tee shall declare the office vacant. 

1[451. (8) The Book Committee, with 
the concurrence of a majority of the Bish- 
ops, shall have authority to fill vacancies 
occurring during the intervals of the Gen- 
eral Conference in any of the offices men- 
tioned in this chapter. 

H 452. (9) The said Book Committee 
shall at all times have free access to the 
books, accounts, and papers of said House 
for purposes of examination, and shall keep 
a faithful record of their proceedings, and 
make a full quadrennial report thereof to the 
General Conference. 

1[ 453. (10) The Book Committee shall 
hold an annual meeting, and the members of 
said committee who reside in Nashville shall 
meet at least once a month. A majority of 
the members of said committee who reside in 
Nashville shall have authority to call a meet- 
ing of the full committee at such time and 
place as may be necessary. No business shall 
be transacted at the annual or a called meet- 
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ing of the full committee unless a majority be 
present, nor shall any business be transacted 
at other meetings unless a majority of the 
members who reside in Nashville be preiS- 
ent. 

^j 45 4. (1 1) The Book Committee and Pub- 
lishing Agents shall have authority to extend 
the business of the Publishing House as they 
may judge to be for the best interests of the 
Church; but neither the Publishing Agents 
nor the Book Committee shall have authority 
to involve the Publishing House in debt. (*)

% 455. The General Conference shall 
elect an Editor of the Christian Advocate, a 
weekly journal, which shall be published by 
the Publishing Agents. (*) 

^456. The General Conference shall 
elect a Book Editor and Editor of the Re- 
view, who shall edit The Methodist Quarter- 
ly lieview, and all the books of our publica- 
tion, except the Sunday-school books. 

5f 45 7 . The Editor of Sunday-schoolLit- 
erature shall edit The Sunday-school Maga- 
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zifWy the Lesson Papers, The Children's Vis- 
itor, Our lAttle People^ and such other Sunday- 
school publications as the Book Committee 
and Publishing Agents, on the recommen- 
dation of the Sunday-school Board, shall 
judge to be necessary, all of which litera- 
ture shall be published by the Publishing 
Agents. (*) 

^458. The General Secretary and Edi- 
tor of the Epworth League shall edit all 
the periodicals of the Epworth League, 
all of which periodicals shall be published 
by the Publishing Agents. No literature 
of any of the Boards shall be published 
if, in the judgment of the Book Commit- 
tee and the Publishing Agents, the cost be 
greater than the Publishing House can rea- 
sonably bear. (*) 

^459. The Book Committee and Pub- 
lishing Agents shall have authority by con- 
current action, during the intervals of the 
General Conference, to furnish necessary 
assistance to the Editor of the Christian Ad- 
vocate^ to the Book Editor and Editor of the 
JReview, and to the Editor of the JEJptcorth 
Era. (*)

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CHAPTER XIV. 

CHURCHES AND CHURCH PROPERTY.

Let all churches be plain 
and decent, and with free seats, as far as 
practicable. 

% 463. Ans. 2. In order more effectually 
to prevent our people from contracting debts 
which they are not able to discharge, it shall 
be the duty of the Quarterly Conference of 
every circuit and station, where it is contem- 
plated to build a house or houses of wor- 
ship, to secure the ground or lot on which 
such house or houses are to be built, accord- 
ing to our deed of settlement, which deed 
must be legally executed; and also said 
Quarterly Conference shall appoint a judi-

51 470. Ans, 6. In all states and territo- 
ries where the laws thereof will permit, let 
the society secure a charter of incorporation, 
and let all real estate and other property now 
owned or hereafter to be acquired for church, 
parsonage, or other purposes, be deeded di- 
rectly to the society in its corporate name. 
The secular affairs of such corporation shall 
be managed and controlled by a Board of 
Trustees, which shall be elected and organ- 
ized according to the direction of the Disci- 
pline, with power in the corporation to ac- 
quire, hold, sell, and convey the property, 
both real and personal. In all such cases, 
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and in states or territories where church 
property is required to be held by trustees 
(and not permitted to be held by corpora- 
tions), let all deeds or other conveyances, 
under which the Church acquires property 
for any purpose, contain the appropriate 
Trust Clause set out in % 466 or % 469, as 
the case may be ; and the Board of Church 
Extension shall have forms of deeds suita- 
ble to each state or territory prepared, and 
the same shall be printed at the Publishing 
House at Nashville, free of charge, and handed 
to said Board for distribution. 



SECTION IIL 

OP THE DIVISION, TRANSFER, OR SALE OF 
CHURCH PROPERTY. 

^471. When any circuit, station, or 
mission, shall be divided into two or more 
charges, each separate charge may constitute 
a new board or boards of trustees ; and the 
church property held by the trustees of the 
original charge shall be conveyed to the new 
boards thus created, and the former board or 
boards shall be freed from all pecuniary lia- 
bilities, such being transferred to the new 
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boards respectively. And when any division 
is made of a circuit, station, or District, hav- 
ing parsonage property, in order to adjust 
the rights and equities of the subdivisions of 
any such charge in such parsonage property, 
the Quarterly Conferences of the respective 
subdivisions, or the District Conference (in 
case of the division of a District), shall each 
select an arbitrator, and these arbitrators an 
umpire, who together shall constitute a board 
of reference, to which shall be referred the 
question of adjusting the rights of the respec- 
tive parties interested in such parsonage prop- 
erty ; and the decision of the board of refer- 
ence in any such case shall be acquiesced in 
and carried into effect by the parties con- 
cerned. And if any Quarterly or District 
Conference shall fail, after written notice, to 
appoint such arbitrator within one year after 
such division, this shall work a forfeiture of 
the claim of such Conference in the property. 
^[473. The trustees, with the consent of 
the preacher in charge and the Quarterly 
Conference, or, if a District parsonage, then 
of the Presiding Elder and the District 
Conference, shall have power to sell any 
church or parsonage property, which has

%^473. No person, or persons, or IxMurtl 
of trostees, shall have authority to make or 
create any mortgage, or other contract lien^ 
upon church property : jirot*9tM^ ii«^V9yA(</<^'t, 
that if the said trustees, or any of Uiem« 
or their successors, have advanceil, or shall 
advance, any sum or sums of money, or 
are, or shall be, responsible for any sum or 
sums of money on account of ohun*h prop- 
erty; and they, the said trustees, or tluur 
successors, be obliged to pay the said sum or 
sums of money, they, or a majority of thorn, 
shall be authorized to raise the said sum or 
sums of money by a mortgage on the said 
property, or by selling the said j)roj)orty, aft- 
er notice given the preacher in charge, or the 
Presiding Elder of the District, if the money 
due be not paid to the said trustees, or their 
successors, within one year after such notice 
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has been given; and if such sale take place, 
the said trustees, or their successors, after 
paying the debt and other expenses which 
are due from the money arising from such 
sale, shall pay over the remainder of the mon- 
ey produced by the said sale to the steward 
or stewards of the circuit, station, or mis- 
sion; which surplus of the produce of said 
sale shall be forwarded by the said steward 
or stewards to the Quarterly Conference 
within whose bounds it is situated, at its 
next session; which said Quarterly Confer- 
ence shall dispose of the said money, by a 
vote of the majority, for the use of said cir- 
cuit, station, or mission. 

^474. Providedy further, that the trus- 
tees of any house of worship or parsonage, 
a majority of them uniting therein, by the 
consent and authority of the Quarterly 
Conference, or of the District Conference 
or two- thirds of the District Stewards, if 
it be a District parsonage, may borrow mon- 
ey from the Board of Church Extension or 
from the Woman's Home Mission Society, 
and secure the repayment thereof by mort- 
gage upon any property held in trust by said 
trustees, upon such terms and conditions as

may be agreed upon between the contract- 
ing parties. 

^475, Provided, further, that euch 
trustees, when ^ duly authorized, as provid- 
ed in ^474, shall also have power to cre- 
ate a lien upon such property conditioned 
for the repayment to the said Board of 
Church Extension or Home Mission Society 
of any conditional donation made in aid of 
such house of worship or parsonage by said 
Board or Society, in the event that such 
property shall ever thereafter be aliened 
from the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
or cease to be used for, or be devoted to other 
uses than, the purposes authorized by the 
trust clauses in our deeds, as prescribed by 
the Discipline. In the event of a sale under 
any mortgage, provided for in this or the 
preceding paragraph, the surplus money 
arising therefrom shall be disposed of as 
provided in ^473. Money received under 
the provisions of this or the preceding para- 
graph shall be used by the trustees for the 
exclusive purpose of purchasing, paying 
debts upon, or improving church or par- 
sonage property. The provisions of this 
paragraph shall not apply to donations to 
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churches which do not exceed one hundred 
dollars. Whenever any property upon which 
such conditional mortgage shall have been 
placed shall be sold by the<vtrustees for the 
purpose of purchasing property elsewhere, 
to be used for like purposes, it shall be the 
duty of the officers of the Board of Church 
Extension to release said lien, provided equal 
security be given by mortgage on the new 
site. 
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CHAPTER XV. 

DKTISES BY WILL OR DOKATIOK3. 

Question^ What shall be done for the bet- 
ter security of douatious, bequests, or devises 
made to the Church? 

^476. Alls. 1. There shall be located at 
Nashville, Tennessee, an incorporated Board 
of Trustees, under the name, style, and title 
of "The Board of Trustees of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South," composed of 
eight members, four ministers and four lay- 
men, appointed by the General Conference, 
of whom two of each class shall hold office 
four years, and two of each class eight years, 
all vacancies to be filled quadrennially by 
the General Conference. Vacancies occur- 
ring during the intervals of the sessions of 
the General Conference shall be filled by the 
Board, and the person so selected shall hold 
until the next session of the General Confer- 
ence. 

^477. The duty of this Board shall be 
to receive, collect, and hold in trust for the 
benefit of the Methodist Episcopal Church; 
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South, any and all donations, bequests, de- 
vises, legacies, and grants of lands, personal 
estate, or funds in trust, etc., that may be 
given or conveyed to said Board, or to the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, as such, 
for any benevolent, religious, or charitable 
object, and to administer the same and the 
proceeds of the same in accordance with the 
directions of the donor or testator, and of 
the interests of the Church contemplated by 
such donors or testators under the direction 
of the General Conference: provided^ that 
any sum thus given, devised, or bequeathed, 
but not specially designated for any benev- 
olent, religious, or charitable object, shall 
be held subject to the orders of the Gen- 
eral Conference : and provided^ further^ that 
the Board shall not be required to accept 
any gift or bequest or trust which for any 
reasons it may see proper to decline ; and, 
having accepted in good faith under the con- 
ditions imposed any gift or bequest in trust 
for any one or more of the benevolent, re- 
ligious, or charitable societies, or other in- 
stitutions under the patronage or direction 
of the Church, the Board shall be responsi- 
ble only for the careful and economical ad-

ministration of the same, and shall not be 
held to account to the beneficiary or benefi- 
ciaries thereof, either for the fund or the an- 
nual income therefrom, or interest thereon, 
beyond what may be secured through good 
faith and ordinary diligence, and all neces- 
sary expenses arising from the care or ad- 
ministration of any trust shall be charged to 
the same. 

^478. Ans. 2. All persons wishing to 
make donations or devises or bequests for 
the uses and purposes of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, or an Annual Confer- 
ence of the same, are requested to make said 
donations or devises or bequests directly to 
"The Board of Trustees of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South." 

^479. Ans. 3. When any such donation, 
bequest, or devise is made to this Board or 
to the Church, it shall be the duty of the 
preacher in the bounds of whose charge it 
occurs to give notice thereof to the Board, 
which shall proceed without delay to take 
possession of the same. 

% 480. Ans. 4. The Board shall make a 
full, true, and faithful report of its doings, 
and of all funds, moneys, securities, or prop- 
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erty on hand at each quadrennial session of 
the General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. 

% 481. (1) JF'orm of a Devise by Will,

and indignation against us. We do earnestly 
repent, and are heartily sorry for these our 
misdoings: the remembrance of them is 
grievous unto us. Have mercy upon us, 
have mercy upon us, most merciful Father: 
for thy Son our Lord Jesus Christ's sake for- 
give us all that is past, and grant that we 
may ever hereafter serve and please thee in 
newness of life, to the honor and glory of thy 
name, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Then shall the elder say, 

O Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, 
who of thy great mercy hast promised for- 
giveness of sins to all them that with hearty 
repentance and true fiiith turn to thee: have 
mercy upon us; pardon and deliver us from 
all our sins, confirm and strengthen us in all 
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goodness, and bring us to everlasting life, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

TheCoUecL 

Almighty God, unto whom all hearts be 
open, all desires known, and from whom no 
secrets are hid: cleanse the thoughts of our 
hearts by the inspiration of thy Holy Spirit, 
that we may perfectly love thee, and worthi- 
ly magnify thy holy name, through Christ 
our Lord. Amen. 

Then shall the elder say. 

It is very meet, right, and our bounden 
duty, that we should at all times, and in all 
places, give thanks unto thee, O Lord, holy 
Father, almighty, everlasting God. 

Therefore with angels and archangels, and 
with all the company of heaven, we laud and 
magnify thy glorious name, evermore prais- 
ing thee, and saying, Holy, holy, holy, Lord 
God of hosts, heaven and earth are full of thy 
glory. Glory bo to thee, O Lord most high. 
Amen. 

Then shall the elder say, 

We do not presume to come to this thy 
table, O merciful Lord, trusting in our own 
righteousness, but in thy manifold and great 
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mercies. We are not worthy so much as to 
gather up the crumbs under thy table. But 
thou art the same Lord whose property is al- 
ways to have mercy: Grant us, therefore, 
gracious Lord, so to eat the flesh of thy dear 
Son Jesus Christ, and to drink his blood, that 
our sinful souls and bodies may be made clean 
by his death, and washed through his most 
precious blood, and that we may evermore 
dwell in him, and he in us. Amen, 

Then the elder shall say the prayer of consecration, as 

followeth : 

Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, who 
of thy tender mercy didst give thine only 
Son Jesus Christ to suffer death upon the 
cross for our redemption; who made there 
(by his oblation of himself once offered) a 
full, perfect, and sufficient sacrifice, oblation, 
and satisfaction for the sins of the whole 
world; and did institute, and in his holy gos- 
pel command us to continue, a perpetual 
memory of that his precious death until his 
coming again : hear us, O merciful Father, we 
most humbly beseech thee, and grant that we, 
receiving these thy creatures of bread and 
wine, according to thy Son our Saviour Jesus 
Christ's holy institution, in remembrance of 
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his death and passion, may be partakers of 
his most blessed body and blood: who in the 
same night that he was betrayed took bread; 
and when he had given thanks, he brake it, 
and gave it to his disciples, saying. Take, eat; 
this is my body which is given for you; do 
this in remembrance of me. Likewise after 
supper he took the cup: and when he had 
given thanks, he gave it to them, saying. 
Drink ye^all of this; for this is my blood of 
the New Testament, which is shed for you 
and for many, for the remission of sins: do 
this, as oft as ye shall drink it, in remembrance 
of me. Amen, 

Then shall the minister first receive the communion in 
both kinds himself, and then pi*occed to deliver the samo 
to the other ministers in lilce manner, If an j be pi'osent. 
Then shall ho say the I^ord's Prayer, the people still 
kneeling and repeating after him every petition: 

Our Father who art in heaven, hallowed 
be thy name; thy kingdom come; thy will 
be done on earth, as it is in heaven; give us 
this day our daily bread; and forgive us our 
trespasses, as we forgive those who trespass 
against us; and lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil; for thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the glory, for- 
ever and ever. Amen, 
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Then a hymn may be sung, and the commimicants shall 
be invited to the table. The minister shall deliver both 
kinds to the people into their hands. When he deliver- 
eth the bread, he shall say, 

The body of our Lord Jesus Christ, which 
was given for thee, preserve thy soul and body 
unto everlasting life. Take and eat this in 
remembrance that Christ died for thee, and 
feed on him in thy heart by faith with thanks- 
giving. 

And the minister that delivereth the cup shall say, 

The blood of our Lord Jesus Christ, which 
was shed for thee, preserve thy soul and body 
unto everlasting life. Drink this in remem- 
brance that Christ's blood was shed for thee, 
and be thankful. 

When all have communicated, the minister shall return to 
the Lord's table, and place upon it what remaineth of 
the consecrated elements, covering the same with a fair 
linen cloth. 

The minister may then say as followeth: 

O Lord and Heavenly Father, we thy hum- 
ble servants desire thy fatherly goodness mer- 
ciftilly to accept this our sacrifice of praise 
and thanksgiving, most humbly beseeching

And although we 
be unworthy, through our manifold sins, to 
offer unto thee any sacrifice, yet we beseech 
thee to accept this our bounden duty and 
service; not weighing our merits, but pardon- 
ing our offenses, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord: by whom, and with whom, in the 
unity of the Holy Ghost, all honor and glory 
be unto thee, O Father Almighty, world with- 
out end. Amen. 

Then may be said, 

Glory be to God on high, and on earth 
peace, good-will toward men. We praise 
thee, we bless thee, we worship thee, we glo- 
rify thee, we give thanks to thee for thy 
great glory, O Lord God, heavenly King, 
God the Father Almighty. 

O Lord the only-begotten Son, Jesus Christ : 
O Lord God, Lamb of God, Son of the Fa- 
ther, that takest away the sins of the world, 
have mercy on us. Thou that takest away 
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the sins of the world, have mercy upon us. 
Thou that takest away the sins of the world, 
receive our prayer. Thou that sittest at the 
right hand of God the Father, have mercy 
upon us. 

For thou only art holy ; thou only art the 
Lord; thou only, O Christ, with the Holy 
Ghost, art most high in the glory of God the 
Father. Amen. 

Then the elder, if he see it expedient, may put up an ex- 
temporaneous prayer; and afterward shall let the peo- 
ple depart with this blessing: 

May the peace of God, which passeth all 
understanding, keep your hearts and minds 
in the knowledge and love of God, and of his 
Son Jesus Christ our Lord ; and the blessing 
of God Almighty, the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost, be' among you, and remain 
with you always. Amen, 

If the elder be straitened for time, he may omit any part 
of the service except the prayer of consecration. 

If the consecrated bread or wine be all spent before all 
have communicated, the elder may consecrate more, by 
repeating the prayer of consecration. 

T^t those who have scruples concerning the receiving of 
the communion kneeling, be permitted to receive it 
either standing or sitting; but no person shall be admit- 
ted to the Lord's Supper among us who is guilty of any 
practice for which we would exclude a member of oui 
Church.

SECTION II. 

^487. THE MINISTRATION OP BAPTISM TO 

INFANTS. 

The minister, coming to the font, which is to be fllied with 
piu*e water, shall use the following, or some other suit- 
able exhortation : 

Dearly beloved, forasmuch as all men are 
conceived and born in sin, and that our Sav- 
iour Christ saith. Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God: I beseech you to call 
upon God the Father, through our Lord Je- 
sus Christ, that of his bounteous goodness he 
will grant to this childy now to be baptized 
with water, that which by nature he cannot 
have : that he may be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, received into Christ's holy Church, 
and be made a lively member of the same. 

Then shall the minister say, 
Zjetuspray, 

Almighty and everlasting God, we beseech 
thee for thine infinite mercies, that thou wilt 
look upon this child : wash him and sanctify 
Am with the Holy Ghost; that Ae being saved 
by thy grace, may be received into the ark of 
Christ's Church, and being steadfast in faith, 
joyftil through hope, and rooted in love, may 
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SO pass the waves of this troublesome world, 
that finally he may come to the land of ever- 
lasting life, there to reign with thee, world 
without end, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 

O merciful God, grant that the old Adam 
in this child may be so buried, that the new 
man may be raised up in him. Amen, 

Grant that all carnal affections may die in 
him, and that all things belonging to the 
Spirit may live and grow in him. Amen, 

Grant that lie may have power and strength 
to have victory, and to triumph against the 
devil, the world, and the flesh. Amen, 

Grant that whosoevet is dedicated to thee 
by our office and ministry may also be in- 
dued with heavenly virtues, and everlasting- 
ly rewarded through thy mercy, O blessed 
Lord God, who dost live and govern all 
things, world without end. Amen. 

Almighty, ever-living God, whose most 
dearly beloved Son Jesus Christ, for the for- 
giveness of our sins, did sfoed out of his most 
precious side both water and blood, and gave 
commandment to his disciples that they 
should go teach all nations, and baptize them 
in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
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and of the Holy Ghost: regard, we beseech 
thee, the supplications of thy congregation; 
and grant that this child, now to be baptized, 
may receive the fullness of thy grace, and 
ever remain in the number of thy faithflil 
and elect children, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

Then shall the people Btand up; and the minister shall 

say, 
Hear the words of the Gosptl., written by St. Mark, in the 
tenth chapter^ at the thirteenth verse. 

They brought young children to Christ, 
that he should touch them. And his disciples 
rebuked those that brought them ; but when 
Jesus saw it, he was much displeased, and 
said unto them. Suffer the little children to 
come unto me, and forbid them not, for of 
such is the kingdom of God. Verily I say 
unto you. Whosoever shall not receive the 
kingdom of God as a little child, he shall not 
enter therein. And he took them up in his 
arms, put his hands upon them, and blessed 
them. 

Then the minister, addressing the parents, or others pre- 
senting the child, shall say, 

In causing this child to be brought by bap- 
tism into the Church of Christ, it is your 
duty to teach him to renounce the devil and 
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all his works, tho vain pomp and glory of the 
world, with all covetous desires of the same, 
and the carnal desires of the flesh, so that he 
may not follow or be led by them; to believe 
all tho articles of the Christian faith ; and to 
obediently keep God's holy will and com- 
mandments all the days of his life. 

Then the minister shall take the child into his hands, if 
convenient, and say to the friends of the child, 

!N"ame this child. 

And then, naming it after them, he shall sprinkle or pour 
water upon it (or, if desired, immei-se it in water), 
saying, 

N.J I baptize thee in the name of the Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen. 

The minister may, at his discretion, lay hands on the sub- 
ject, accompanying the act with a suitable invocation, 
and then, all kneeling, close with extemporaneous de- 
votions and the Lord's Prayer: 

Our Father who art in heaven, hallowed 
be thy name; thy kingdom come; thy will 
be done on earth, as it is in heaven ; give us 
this day our daily bread ; and forgive us our 
trespasses as we forgive those who trespass 
against us; and lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil. Amen. 
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SECTION III. 

•[[488. THE lIlNISTRATION OP BAPTISM TO 
SUCH AS ARE OF RIPER YEARS. 

The minister, coming to the font, which is to be filled with 
pure water, shall use the following, or some other suit- 
able exhortation : 

Dearly beloved, forasmuch as all men are 
conceived and born in sin (and that which is 
born of the flesh is flesh, and they that are 
in the flesh cannot please God, but live in sin, 
committing many actual transgressions), and 
that our Saviour Christ saith, Except a man 
be born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God; I beseech you 
to call upon God the Father, through our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that of his bounteous mer- 
cy ho will grant to these persons^ now to be 
baptized with water, that which by nature 
tJiey cannot have; that they may be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, received into Christ's 
holy Church, and bo made lively members of 
the same. 

Then shall the minister say, 

Almighty and immortal God, the aid of all 
that need, the helper of all that fleo to thee 
for succor, the life of them that believe, and 
the resurrection of the dead: we call upoix 
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thee for these persons now to be baptized. 
Receive them, O Lord, as thou hast promised 
by thy well-beloved Son, saying. Ask, and ye 
shall receive; seek, and ye shall find; knock, 
and it shall be opened unto you : so give now 
unto us that ask; let us that seek find; open 
the gate unto us that knock ; that these persons 
may enjoy the everlasting benediction of thy 
heavenly washing, and may come to the eter- 
nal kingdom which thou hast promised by 
Christ our Lord. Amen, 

Then shall the people stand up, and the minister shaU 

say, 

Hear the words of the Gospel^ written by 8t. John, in the 

third chapter^ beginning at the first verse. 

There was a man of the Pharisees, named 
Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews: the same 
came to Jesus by night, and said unto him. 
Rabbi, wo know that thou art a teacher come 
from God ; for no man can do these miracles 
that thou doest, except God be with him. 
Jesus answered and said unto him. Verily, 
verily, I say unto thee. Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom of God. 
Nicodemus saith unto him. How can a man 
be born when ho is old? Can he enter a sec- 
ond time into his mother's womb, and be 
born? Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I say

unto thee, Except a man be born of water, 
and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God. That which is born of the 
flesh is flesh ; and that which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that I said unto 
thee, Ye must be born again. The wind 
bloweth where it listeth, and thou hearest 
the sound thereof, but canst not tell whence 
it Cometh, and whither it goeth; so is every 
one that is born of the Spirit. 

Then the minister shall speak to the persons to be baptized 

on this wise : 

Well-beloved, who are come hither, desiring 
to receive holy baptism, ye have heard how 
the congregation hath prayed that our Lord 
Jesus Christ would vouchsafe to receive you, 
and bless you, to release you of your sins, to 
give you the kingdom of heaven, and ever- 
lasting life. And our Lord Jesus Christ hath 
promised in his holy word to grant all those 
things that we have prayed for; which prom- 
ise he for his part will most surely keep and 
perform. 

Wherefore after this promise made by 
Christ, ye must also faithfully, for your part, 
promise, in the presence of this whole con- 
gregation, that ye will renounce the devil and

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all his works, and constantly believe God's 
holy word, and obediently keep his command- 
ments. 

Then shall the minister demand of each of the persons to 

be baptized, severally : 

Question. Dost thou renounce the devil and 
all his works, the vain pomp and glory of 
the world, with all covetous desires of the 
same, and the carnal desires of the flesh, so 
that thou wilt not follow or be led by them? 

Ans. I renounce them all. 

Qnas. Dost thou believe in God the Father 
Almighty, Maker of heaven and earth? and 
in Jesus Christ his only Son our Lord? that 
he was conceived by the Holy Ghost, born 
of the Virgin Mary? that he suffered under 
Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, and 
buried? that the third day he rose again 
from the dead? that he ascended into heav- 
en, and sitteth at the right hand of God 
the Father Almighty? and from thence 
he shall come to judge the quick and the 
dead? 

And dost thou believe in the Holy Ghost; 
the holy catholic Church; the communion of 
saints; the forgiveness of sins; the resur- 
rection of the body; and the life everlast- 
ing? (*) 
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Ans. All this I steadfastly believe. 

Ques, Wilt thou be baptized in this faith? 

Ans. This is my desire. 

Ques, Wilt thou then obediently keep Grod*s 
holy will and commandments, and walk in 
the same all the days of thy life? 

Ans. I will endeavor so to do, God being 
my helper. 

Then shall the minister say, 

O merciful God, grant that the old Adam 
in these persons may be so buried, that the 
new man may be raised up in them. Amen, 

Grant that all carnal affections may die in 
themj and that all things belonging to the 
Spirit may live and grow. in them. Amen. 

Grant that they may have power aind 
strength to have victory, and to triumph 
against the devil, the world, and the flesh. 
Amen. 

Grant that they, being here dedicated to 
thee by our office and ministry, may also be 
indued with heavenly virtues and everlastings 
ly rewarded through thy mercy, O blessed 
Lord God, who dost live and govern all 
things, world without end.

The minister may, at his discretion, lay hands on the sub- 
ject, accompanying the act with a suitable invocation. 



SECTION IV. 

5[ 489, THE FORM OF THE RECEPTION AND 

RECOGNITION OF MEMBERS. 

The minister shall cause the candidates to be placed con- 
veniently before the congregation, and after baptizing 
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any who may not have been previously baptized, he 
shall say, 

Brethren, the Church is of God, and will 
be preserved to the end of time, for the pro- 
motion of his worship and the due adminis- 
tration of his word and ordinances — the 
maintenance of Christian fellowship and dis- 
cipline — the edification of believers, and the 
conversion of the world. All, of every age 
and station, stand in need of the means 
of grace which it alone supplies ; and it in- 
vites all alike to become fellow-citizens with 
the saints and of the household of God. But 
as none who have arrived at years of discre- 
tion can remain within its pales, or be admit- 
ted to its communion, without assuming its 
obligations, it is my duty to demand of these 
persons present whether t?iey are resolved to 
assume the same. 

Then shall the minister address the candidates, as foUows: 

Dearly beloved, you profess to have a de- 
sire to flee from the wrath to come, and to be 
saved from your sins; you seek the fellow- 
ship of the people of God, to assist you in 
working out your salvation; I therefore de^ 
mand of you : 

Do you solemnly, in the predence of God 
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« 

and this congregation, ratify and confirm the 
promise and vow of repentance, faith, and 
obedience, contained in the baptismal cov- 
enant? 

Ans, I do, God being my helper. 

Will you be subject to the discipline of the 
Church, attend upon its ordinances, and sup- 
port its institutions? 

Ans, I will endeavor so to do, by the help 
of God. 

The minister shall then say to the candidates: 

We rejoice to recognize you as members 
of the Church of Christ, and bid you wel- 
come to all its privileges; and in token of 
our brotherly love, we give you the right 
hand of fellowship, and pray that you may 
be numbered with his people here, and with 
his saints in glory everlasting. 

The minister shall then say to the congregation: 

Brethren, I commend to your love and 
care these persons whom we this day recog- 
nize as members of the Church of Christ. 
Do all in your power to increase thdr faith, 
confirm thdr hope, and perfect them in love. 

Then may follow a hymn suitable to the occasion (as 749- 
758), and the minister shall say: 

Let us pray. 

Almighty God, we thank thee for founding 
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thy Church, and promising that the gates of 
hell shall not prevail against it. We bless 
thee for calling us to the fellowship of thy 
people, and for numbering us with the sons 
and daughters of the Lord Almighty. We 
especially praise thy name for enabling these 
thy servants to avouch the Lord to be tJieir 
God. Help them to perform the promise 
and vow which they have made, to renounce 
the devil, the world, and the flesh; to believe 
the record which thou hast given of thy Son; 
and to walk in all thy commandments and 
ordinances blameless, to the end of their lives, 
M.a,y their communion with thy people be 
sanctified to their growth in grace and in 
the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour Je- 
sus Christ, being nourished and knit to- 
gether, increasing with the increase of God. 
May thy people do them good, and may they 
prove a blessing to thy people. And grant, 
O Lord, that all who are here members of 
thy militant Church, through thy mercy, the 
merit of thy Son, and the grace of thy Spirit, 
may finally be made members of thy trium^ 
phant Church in heaven. Am^n, 

Almighty and everlasting God, Heavenly 
Father, we give thee humble thanks, for that

SECTION V. 

^[ 490. THE FORM OF THE SOLEMNIZATION 

OF MATRIMONY. 

At the day and time appointed for the solemnization of 
matrimony, the persons to be married (having been 
qualified according to law) standing together, the man 
on the right hand and the woman on the left, the min- 
ister shall say : 

Dearly beloved, we are gathered together 
here in the sight of G-od, and in the presence 
of these witnesses, to join together this man 
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and this woman in holy matrimony; which is 
an honorable estate, instituted of God in the 
time of man's innoeeney, signifying unto us 
the mystical union that is between Christ 
and his Church: which holy estate Christ 
adorned and beautified with his presence, and 
first miracle that he wrought in Cana of Gal- 
ilee, and is commended of St. Paul to be hon- 
orable among all men; and therefore is not 
by any to be enterprised, or taken in hand 
unadvisedly, but reverently, discreetly, ad- 
visedly, and in the fear of God, 

Into which holy estate these two persons 
present come now to be joined. Therefore if 
any can show any just cause why they may 
not be lawfully joined together, let him now 
speak, or else hereafter forever hold his peace. 

And also speaking unto the persons that are to he married, 

heshaU say: 

I require and charge you both (as ye shall 
answer at the dreadftil day of judgment, 
when the secrets of all hearts shall be dis- 
closed), that if either of you know any imped- 
iment why ye may not be lawfully joined to- 
gether in matrimony, ye do now confess it ; for 
be well assured, that so many as are coupled 
together otherwise than God's word doth al- 
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low, are not joined together by God, neither 
is their matrimony lawful. 

If no impediment be alleged, tlien sliall the minister say 

unto the man, 

Jf., Wilt thou have this woman to thy 
wedded wife, to live together after God's or- 
dinance, in the holy estate of matrimony? 
Wilt thou love her, comfort her, honor, and 
keep her, in sickness and in health; and, for- 
saking all other, keep thee only unto her, so 
long as ye both shall live? 

The man shall answer, 

IwiU. 

Then shall the minster say unto the woman, 

iV., Wilt thou have this man to thy wedded 
husband, to live together after God's ordi- 
nance, in the holy estate of matrimony ? W ilt 
thou obey him, serve him, love, honor, and 
keep him, in sickness and in health; and, for- 
saking all other, keep thee only unto him, so 
long as ye both shall live? 

The woman shall answer, 

I will 

When the parties so desire, the man shall give unto the worn* 
an a ring; and -the minister taking the ring shall de« 
liver it unto the man, to put it on the fourth finger of 
the woman's left hand; and the man, holding the ring 
there, and taught by the minister, shall say. 
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With this ring I thee wed, and with all my 
worldly goods I thee endow : in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen, 

Then shall the minister say, 
Zjei us pray. 

Our Father who art in heaven, hallowed 
be thy name; thy kingdom come; thy will 
be done on earth, as it is in heaven ; give us 
this day our daily bread; and forgive us our 
trespasses, as we forgive those who trepass 
against us; and lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil; for thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the glory, for- 
ever and ever. Amen. 

O eternal God, Creator and Preserver of 
all mankind. Giver of all spiritual grace, the 
author of everlasting life, send thy blessing 
upon these thy servants, this man and this 
woman, whom we bless in thy name; that as 
Isaac and Eebecca lived faithfully together, so 
these persons may surely perform and keep 
the vow and covenant between them made, 
and may ever remain in perfect love and 
peace together, and live according to thy 
laws, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen, 
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Then shall the minister join their right hands together, 

and say, 

Those whom God hath joined together let 
not man put asunder. 

Forasmuch as M, and N. have consented 
together in holy wedlock, and have witnessed 
the same before God and this company, and 
thereto have pledged their faith either to 
other, and have declared the same by joining 
hands, 1 pronounce that they are man and 
wife together, in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

And the minister shall add this blessing: 

God the Father, God the Son, God the 
Holy Ghost, bless, preserve, and keep you; 
the Lord mercifully with his favor look upon 
you; and so fill you with all spiritual bene- 
diction and grace, that ye may so live togeth- 
er in this life, that in the world to come ye 
may have life everlasting. Amen, 



SECTION VI. 

li 4:91. THE ORDER OF THE BURIAL OP THE 

DEAD. 

The minister, meeting the corpse and going before it^ shall 

say, 

I am the resurrection and the life: he that 
b«iieveth in me, though he were dead, yet 
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shall he live; and whosoever liveth, and be- 
lieveth in me, shall never die. John xi. 25, 26. 

I know that my fiedeemer liveth, and that 
he shall stand at the latter day upon the 
earth; and though after my skin worms de- 
stroy this body, yet in my flesh shall I see God : 
whom I shall see for myself, and mine eyes 
shall behold, and not another. Job xix. 25- 
27. 

We brought nothing into this world, and 
it is certain we can carry nothing out. The 
Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away: 
blessed be the name of the Lord. 1 Tim vi, 
7; Job i. 21. 

After they come into the church, or house, shaU he read 

Psalm xc. 

Lord, thou hast been our dwelling-place in 
all generations. 

Before the mountains were brought forth, 
or ever thou hadst formed the earth and the 
world, even from everlasting to everlasting, 
thou art God. 

Thou turnest man to destruction; and say- 
est, Return, ye children of men. 

For a thousand years in thy sight are but 
as yesterday when it is past, and as a watch 
in the night. 
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Thou carriest them away as with a flood; 
they are as a sleep: in the morning they are 
like grass which groweth up. 

In the morning it flourisheth, and groweth 
up; in the evening it is cut down and wither- 
eth. 

For we are consumed by thine anger, and 
by thy wrath are we troubled. 

Thou hast set our iniquities before thee, our 
secret sins in the light of thy countenance. 

For all our days are passed away in thy 
wrath : we spend our years as a tale that is 
told. 

The days of our years are threescore years 
and ten; and if by reason of strength they 
be fourscore years, yet is their strength la- 
bor and sorrow; for it is soon cut off, and we 
fly away. 

Who knoweth the power of thine anger? 
even acccording to thy fear, so is thy wrath. 

So teach us to number our days, that we 
may apply our hearts unto wisdom. 

Return, O Lord, how long? and let it re- 
pent thee concerning thy servants. 

O satisfy us early with thy mercy; that 
we may rejoice and be glad all our days. 

Make us glad according to the days where- 
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in thou hast afflicted us, and the years where- 
in we have seen evil. 

Let thy work appear unto thy servants, 
and thy glory unto their children. 

And let the beauty of the Lord our God be 
upon us; and establish thou the work of our 
hands upon us; yea, the work of our hands 
establish thou it. 

Then shall follow the lesson, 1 Cor. xy. 20-58, or the follow- 
ing ahridgment: 

Now is Christ risen from the dead, and be- 
come the first-fruits of them that slept. For 
since by man came death, by man came also 
the resurrection of the dead. For as in Adam 
all die, even so in Christ shall all be made 
alive. But every man in his own order: 
Christ the first-fruits; afterward they that 
are Christ's at his coming. Then cometh the 
end, when he shall have delivered up the 
kingdom to God, even the Father; when he 
shall have put down all rule, and all author- 
ity and power. For he must reign, till he 
hath put all enemies under his feet. The last 
enemy that shall bo destroyed is death. For 
he hath put all things under his feet. But 
some man will say. How are the dead raised 
up? and with what body do they come? 
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Thou fool, that which thou sowest is not 
quickened except it die; and that which thou 
sowest, thou Bowest not that body that shall 
be, but bare grain; it may chance of wheat, 
or of some other grain; but God giveth it a 
body as it hath pleased him, and to every 
seed his own body. All flesh is not the same 
flesh; but there is one kind of flesh of men, 
another flesh of beasts, another of fishes, and 
another of birds. There are also celestial 
bodies, and bodies terrestrial; but the glory 
of the celestial is one, and the glory of the 
terrestrial is another. There is one glory of 
the sun, and another glory of the moon, and 
another glory of the stars; for one star dif- 
fereth from another star in glory. So also is 
the resurrection of the dead. It is sown in 
corruption, it is raised in incorruption ; it is 
sown in dishonor, it is raised in glory; it is 
sown in weakness, it is raised in power; it is 
sown a natural body, it is raised a spiritual 
body. Behold, I show you a mystery: wo 
shall not all sleep, but we shall all be changed, 
in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at 
the last trump; for the trumpet shall sound, 
and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, 
and we shall be changed. For this corrup- 
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tible muBt put on incorruption, and this 
mortal must put on immortality. So when 
this corruptible shall have put on incorrup- 
tion, and this mortal shall have put on im« 
mortality, then shall be brought to pass the 
saying that is written, Death is swallowed up 
in victory. O death, where is thy sting? O 
grave, where is thy victory? The sting of 
death is sin; and the strength of sin is the 
law. But thanks be to God, which giveth us 
the victory, through our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye stead- 
fast, un movable, always abounding in the 
work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that 
your labor is not in vain in the Lord. 

Hero may follow a suitable hymn, a sermon, or exhorta- 
tion, and an extemporary prayer. 

At the grave, when the corpse is laid in the earth, the min- 
ister shall say, 

Man that is born of woman is of few days, 
and full of trouble. He cometh forth like a 
flower, and is cut down: he fleeth also as a 
shadow, and continueth not. 

In the midst of life we are in death: of 
whom may we seek for succor, but of thee, 
O Lord, who for our sins art justly dis- 
pleased? 

17 
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Yet, O Lord God most holy, O Lord most 
mighty, O holy and most merciful Saviour, 
deliver us not into the bitter pains of eternal 
death. 

Thou knowest. Lord, the secrets of our 
hearts: shut not thy merciful ears to our 
prayers, but spare us. Lord most holy, O God 
most mighty, O holy and merciful Saviour, 
thou most worthy Judge eternal, suffer us 
not at our last hour for any pains of death to 
fall from thee. 

Then the minister may say, 

Forasmuch as it hath pleased Almighty 
God, in his wise providence, to take out of 
this world the soul of our deceased brother^ 
we therefore commit his body to the ground, 
earth to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to dust; 
looking for the general resurrection in the 
last day, and the life of the world to come, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ; at whose 
second coming in glorious majesty to judge 
the world, the earth and the sea shall give up 
their dead; and the corruptible bodies of 
those who sleep in him shall be changed, and 
made like unto his own glorious body, ac- 
cording to the mighty working whereby he 
is able to subdue all things unto himself. 
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Then shall be said, 

I heard a voice from heaven, sayiug unto 
me, Write, Blessed are the dead which die in 
the Lord from henceforth: Yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from their lahors. 

A suitable hymn may here be sung, and then shall tiie 

minister say, 

Our Father who art in heaven, hallowed be 
thy name; thy kingdom come; thy will be 
done on earth, as it is in heaven; give us this 
day our daily bread; and forgive us our 
trespasses, as we forgive those who trespass 
against us: and lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil. Amen. 

The Coded, 
O merciful God, the Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who is the resurrection and the 
life; in whom whosoever believoth shall live, 
though he die; and whosoever liveth and be- 
lieveth in him, shall not die eternally: we 
meekly beseech thee, O Father, to raise us 
from the death of sin unto the life of right- 
eousness ; that when we shall depart this life 
we may rest in him; and at the general res- 
urrection on the last day may be found ac- 
ceptable in thy sight, and receive that bless- 
ing which thy well-beloved Son shall then 
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pronounce to all that love and fear thee, say- 
ing, Come, ye blessed of my Father, inherit 
the kingdom prepared for you from the foun- 
dation of the world. Grant this, we beseech 
thee, O merciful Father, through Jesus Christ 
our Mediator and Eedeemer. Amen. 

The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
the love of God, and the communion of the 
Holy Ghost, be with you aH. Amen, 



SECTION VII. 

^[ 492. THE FORM OF- LAYING THE CORNER- 
STONE OF A CHURCH. 

At the time and place of laying the corner-stone, let the 
minister cause a snitable hymn to be sung (e. g.^ 691, 
602, 696). Then shall the minister say, 

Let us pray. 

Almighty and everlasting God, thou art 
infinite in all thy perfections, and marveloub 
in all thy works. Thou hast made the world 
and all things therein; and seeing that thou 
art Lord of heaven and earth, thou dwellest 
not in temples made with hands: thou art a 
Spirit, and art worshiped in spirit and in 
truth, in all places of thy dominion; yet we 
thank thee that thou dost allow us to build 
houses for thy service, wherein thy people 
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may attend upon thee without distraction. 
We bless thy holy name for putting it into 
the hearts of thy people to build a house, at 
this place, for thy worship. * We beseech thee 
to inspire us with zeal, that we may both 
have a mind to the work, and may successfully 
accomplish the same. May neither adversary 
nor evil occurrent hinder this work; but may 
the good hand of our God be upon us, that in 
due time we may bring forth the head-stone 
with joy and praise. May this sanctuary, 
when completed, long remain a house of 
prayer for all people, where incense shall be 
offered unto thy name, and a pure offering, 
and thy word and ordinances shall be duly 
administered, accompanied by the influences 
of the Holy Ghost. Here may multitudes be 
born again, and be nurtured in knowledge 
and piety; so that they may be prepared, in 
the kingdom of thy grace, for a nobler wor- 
ship in the kingdom of thy glory. We are 
unworthy, O Lord, through our manifold 
sins, to offer unto thee any sacrifice; yet we 
beseech thee to accept this our bounden duty 
and service, not weighing our merits, but 
pardoning our offenses, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord : by whom and with whom, in the 
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unity of the Holy Ghost, all honor and glory 
be unto thee, Father Almighty, world with- 
out end. Amen, 

Prevent us, O Lord, in all our doings with 
thy most gracious favor, and further us with 
thy continual help ; that in all our works, be- 
gun, continued, and ended in thee, we may 
glorify thy holy name, and finally, by thy 
mercy, obtain everlasting life, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen, 

Our Father who art in heaven, hallowed be 
thy name; thy kingdom come; thy will be 
done on earth, as it is in heaven ; give us this 
day our daily bread ; and forgive us our tres- 
passes, as we forgive those who trespass 
against us; and lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil. Amen, 

Then shall the minister read, or cause to be read, the fol- 

lowing sentences: 

Blessed be thou, Lord God of Israel our 
Father, forever and ever. 

Thine, O Lord, is the greatness, and the 
power, and the glory, and the victory, and 
the majesty; for all that is in the heaven and 
in the earth is thine; thine is the kingdom, 
O Lord, and thou art exalted as head above 
all 
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Both riches and honor come of thee, and 
thou reignest over all; and in thine hand is 
power and might ; and in thine hand it is to 
make great, and to give strength unto all. 

Now, therefore, our God, wo thank thee, 
and praise thy glorious name. 

But who am I, and what is my people, that 
we should be able to offer so willingly after 
this so^rt? for all things come of thee, and of 
thine own have we given thee. 

For we are strangers before thee, and so- 
journers, as were all our fathers: our days 
on the earth are as a shadow, and there is none 
abiding. 

Lord our God, all this store that we have 
prepared to build thee a house for thine holy 
name cometh of thine hand, and is all thine 
own. 

1 know also, my God, that thou triest the 
heart, and hast pleasure in uprightness. As 
for me, in the uprightness of mine heart I 
have willingly offered all these things; and 
now have I seen with joy thy people, which 
are present here, to offer willingly unto thee. 

Except the Lord build the house, they la- 
bor, in vain that build it: except the Lord 
keep the city, the watchman waketh but in 
vain. 
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Let thy work appear unto thy servants, 
and thy glory unto their children. 

And let the beauty of the Lord our God be 
upon us; and establish thou the work of our 
hands upon us ; yea, the work of our hands 
establish thou it. 

His foundation is in the holy mountains. 

The Lord loveth the gates of Zion more 
than all the dwellings of Jacob. 

For the Lord hath chosen Zion; he hath 
desired it for his habitation. 

This is my rest forever: here will I dwell: 
for I have desired it. 

I will abundantly bless her provision: 1 
wiU satisfy her poor with bread. 

I will also clothe her priests with salva- 
tion, and her saints shall shout aloud for joy. 

The stone which the builders refused is be- 
come the head-stone of the corner. 

This is the Lord's doing; it is marvelous in 
our eyes. 

For other foundation can no man lay than 
tliat is laid, which is Jesus Christ. 

Then shall the minister, standing by the stone, announce 
the articles to be deposited therein. These ma^T be a 
copy of the Bible, the Hymn Book, the Discipline, 
Church periodicals, a document setting forth the name 
of the Church, with the names of the pastor, trustees, and 
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building committee, and such other articles as may be 
desired. The stone shall then be laid by the minister, 
or some one appointed by him; placing his hand upon 
the stone, the minister shall say: 

We lay this comer-stone of a house to be 
built and set apart, from all worldly uses, for 
divine worship, in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen. 

Then may follow an address, the collection (if any), the 
Doxology, and Benediction. 



SECTION vni. 

% 493. THE FORM OF THE DEDICATION OF A 

CHURCH. 

Let the service be conducted as on other occasions of public 
worship— only the hymns (e. flr.,690, 693-695, 697), prayers, 
lessons, and sermons, should be adapted to the oc- 
casion. The lessons may be Gen. xxviii. 10-22, and Heb. 
X. 19-25, or any other, at the discretion of the minister. 

First Lesson. Gen. xxviii. 10-22. 

And Jacob went out from Beersheba, and 
went toward Haran. And he lighted upon a 
certain place, and tarried there all night, be- 
cause the sun was set; and he took of the 
stones of that place, and put them for his pil- 
lows, and lay down in that place to sleep. 
And he dreamed, and behold, a ladder set up 
on the earth, and the top of it reached to 
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heaven; and behold, the angels of God as- 
cending and deseendiiig on it. And behold, 
the Lord stood above it and said, I am the 
Lord God of Abraham thy father, and the 
God of Isaac : the land whereon thou liest, to 
thee will I give it, and to thy seed. And thy 
seed shall be as the dust of the earth; and 
thou shalt be spread abroad to the west, and 
to the east, and to the north, and to the 
south ; and in thee and in thy seed shall all 
the families of the earth be blessed. And be- 
hold, I am with thee, and will keep thee in 
all places whither thou goest, and will bring 
thee again into this land; for I will not leave 
thee, until I have done that which I have 
spoken to thee of. And Jacob awaked out of 
his sleep, and he said, Surely the Lord is in 
this place ; and 1 knew it not. And he was 
afraid, and said. How dreadful is this place! 
this is none other but the house of God, and 
this is the gate of heaven. And Jacob rose 
up early in the morning, and took the stone 
that he had put for his pillows, and set it up 
for a pillar, and poured oil upon the top of it. 
And he called the name of that place Bethel; 
but the name of that city was called Luz at 
the first. And Jacob vowed a vow, saying,

If Grod be with me, and will keep me in this 
way that I go, and will give me bread to eat, 
and raiment to put on, so that I come again 
to my father's house in peace; then shall the 
Lord be my God; and this stone, which I 
have set for a pillar, shall be God's house: 
and of all that thou shalt give me I will 
surely give the tenth unto thee. 

Second Lesson, Heb. x. 19-25. 

Having therefore, brethren, boldness to en- 
ter into the holiest by the blood of Jesus, by 
a new and living way, which he hath conse- 
crated for us, through the veil, that is to say, 
his flesh; and having a high-priest over the 
house of God : let us draw near with a true 
heart, in full assurance of faith, having our 
hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience, and 
our bodies washed with pure water. Let us 
hold fast the profession of our faith without 
wavering; for he is faithful that promised; and 
let us consider one another, to provoke unto 
love, and to good works; not forsaking the 
assembling of ourselves together, as the man- 
ner of some is; but exhorting one another; 
and so much the more, as ye see the day ap- 
proaching. 
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The collection (if any) may follow the sermon. The offt- 
t&ers of the Church shall then address the minister in 
the following language : 

'We present you this house, to be set apart 
from all unhallowed or common uses, for the 
worship of Almighty God. 

Then shall the minister request the congregation to stand 
up, while he pronounces the following Sentence of Ded- 
ication: 

Sentence of Dedication, 

Forasmuch as Grod has put it into the 
hearts of his people to build this house for 
his worship, and has blessed them in their 
undertaking, we solemnly dedicate it to his 
service, for the reading and expounding of 
his holy word, the administration of his or- 
dinances, and for all other acts of religious 
worship. That he may graciously accept 
this labor of our hands, let us devoutly pray. 

Then shall be said, all kneeling: 

Almighty and everlasting God, the heaven, 
and the heaven of heavens, cannot contain 
thee, much less this house, which we have 
built, yet thou dost humble thyself to behold 
the inhabitants of the earth, and dost prom- 
ise that in all places where thou dost record 
thy name thou wilt meet with thy people, and 
bless them. Let thy name be recorded in 
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this place, and here let thme honor dwell. 
Preserve this house, which we set apart to 
thy service, from injury and desecration. 

Accept the worship which shall be here 
offered to thy name. Let thy Boly Spirit 
accompany thy word and ordinances, which 
shall be here administered, so that they may 
prove means of grace to ail who shall receive 
the same. May many sons and daughters 
be here bom to the Lord Almighty. Let 
thy people bo abundantly satisfied with the 
fisttness of thy house, and make them drink 
of the river of thy pleasures. Let their chil- 
dren be here fed with food convenient for 
them, and be brought up in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord. Let living waters 
go forth from this sanctuary, carrying life 
and joy to all around. Let thy work appear 
unto thy servants, and thy glory unto their 
children; and let the beauty of the Lord our 
God be upon us ; and establish thou the work 
of our hands upon us; yea, the work of our 
hands establish thou it. Now, therefore, 
arise, O Lord God, into thy resting-place, 
thou and the ark of thy strength; lot thy 
ministers be clothed with salvation, and let 
thy saints rejoice in goodness. We beseech 
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thee, O Lord, to overlook our unworthiness, 
forgive our sins, and make us a habitation of 
God through the Spirit. We offer all our 
offerings through the ever-blessed name of 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, to whom, 
with thee, and the Holy Spirit, be glory and 
majesty, dominion and power, both now and 
over. Amen, 

The service maj then be concluded with the Doxology and 

Benediction. 



SECTION IX. 

^y 494. THE FORM AND MANNER OP ORDAIN- 

INO DEACONS. 

When the day appointed by the Bishop is come, after a 
suitable sei-mon or exhortation, one of the elders shall 
present unto the Bishop all them that ai'e to be ordained, 
and say: 

I present unto you these persons present, 
to be ordained deacons. 

Then their names being read aloud, the Bishop shaU say 

unto the people: 

Brethren, if there be any of you who know- 
eth any impediment or crime in any of these 
persons presented to be ordained deacons, for 
the which he ought not to be admitted to 
that oflSce, let him come forth in the name 
of God, and show what the crime or impedi- 
ment is. 
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If any erime or impediment be objected, tlie Biahop alMll 
surcease from ordaining that person until such time as 
the party accused sliall be found clear oi that crime. 

Then shall be read the following Collect: 

Almighty God, who hy thy divino provi- 
dence hast appoint^ divers orders of minis- 
ters in thy Church, and didst inspire thy 
apostles to choose into the order of deacons 
thy first martyr, St. Stephen, with others: 
mercifully behold these thy servants, now 
called to the like office and administration: 
replenish them so with the truth of thy doc- 
trine, and adorn them with innocency of life, 
that both by word and good example they 
may faithfully serve thee in this office, to the 
glory of thy name and the edification of thy 
Church, through the merits of our Saviour 
Jesus Christ, who liveth and roigneth with 
thee and the Holy Ghost, now and forever. 
Amen, 

Then the Bishop, or one of the elders appointed by him, 

shall read the Epistle. 

The EpMe, 1 Tun. iii. 8-13. 

Likewise must the deacons be grave, not 
double-tongued, not given to much wine, 
not greedy of filthy lucre: holding the my^ 
tery of the faith in a pure conscience. And 
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let these also first be proved; then let them 
use the office of a deacon, being found blame- 
less. Even so must their wives be grave, not 
slanderers, sober, faithful in all things. Let 
the deacons be the husbands of one wife, rul- 
ing their children and their own houses welL 
For they that have used the office of a deacon 
well, purchase to themselves a good degree, 
and great boldness in the faith which is in 
Christ Jesus. 

Then shall the Bishop examine every one of those who are 
to be ordained, in the presence of the people, after this 
manner following: 

Do you trust that you are inwardly moved 
by the Holy Ghost to take upon you the office 
of the ministry in the Church of Christ, to 
serve God for the promoting of his glory and 
the edifying of his people? 

Ans. I trust so. 

The Bishop. Do you unfeignedly believe 
all the canonical Scriptures of the Old and 
New Testaments? 

Ans. I do believe them. 

2%6 Bishop. Will you diligently read or 
expound the same unto the people whoift 
you shall be appointed to serve? 

Ans, I will 
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The Bishop, It appertaineth to the offioe 
of a deacon to assist the elder Id divine 
service, and especially when he ministereth 
the holy communion, to help him in the dis- 
tribution thereof, and to read and expound 
the Holy Scriptures; to instruct the youth; 
and in the absence of the elder to baptize. 

And, furthermore, it is his office to search 
for the sick, poor, and impotent, that they 
may be visited and relieved. 

Will you do this gladly and willingly? 

Arts. I will so do, by the help of God. 

The Bishop. Will you apply all your dili- 
gence to fi^me and fashion your own lives (and 
the lives of your families) according to the 
doctrine of Christ; and to make (both) your- 
selves (and them), as much as in you lieth, 
wholesome examples of the flock of Christ? 

Ans, I will do so, the Lord being my helper. 

The Bishop, Will you reverently obey them 
to whom the charge and government over 
you is committed, following with a glad mind 
and will their godly admonitions? 

Ans. I will endeavor so to do, the Lord be- 
ing my helper. 

Then the Bishop, laying his liands severally upon the 
head of every one of thorn, shall say: 

Take thou authority to execute the office

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of a deacon in the Church of Grod; in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost. Amen, 

Then shall the Bishop deliver to eveiy one of them the 

Holy Bible, saying: 

Take thou authority to read the Holy 
Scriptures in the Church of God, and to 
preach the same. 

Then one of them appointed by the Bishop shall read the 

Gospel. 

The Goepel, Luke xii. 35-38. 
Let your loins be girded about, and your 
lights burning^ and ye yourselves like unto 
men that wait for their lord, when he will 
return from the wedding, that when he 
Cometh and knocketh, they may open unto 
him immediately. Blessed are those servants 
whom the lord when he cometh shall find 
watching. Verily I say unto you, that he 
shall gird himself and make them to sit down 
bo meat, and will conie forth and serve them. 
And if he shall come in the second watch, or 
come in the third watch, and find them so, 
blessed are those servants. 

Immediately before the Benediction shall be said these 

Collects following: 

Almighty God, giver of all good things. 
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who of thy great goodness hast vouchsafed 
to accept and take these thy servants into the 
office of deacons in thy Church : make them, 
we beseech thee, O Lord, to be modest, hum- 
ble, and constant in their ministration, and 
to have a ready will to observe all spiritual 
discipline; that they having always the testi- 
mony of a good conscience, and continuing 
ever stable and strong in thy Son Christ, may 
so well behave themselves in this inferior 
office, that they may be found worthy to be 
called unto the higher ministries in thy 
Church, through the same thy Son our Sav- 
iour Jesus Christ: to whom be glory and 
honor, world without end. Amen. 

Prevent us, O Lord, in all our doing, with 
thy most gracious favor, and further us with 
thy continual help; that in all our works, be- 
gun, continued, and ended in thee, we may 
glorify thy holy name, and finally, by thy 
mercy, obtain everlasting life, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 

The Benediction. 

The peace of God, which passeth all under- 
standing, keep your Jliearts and minds in the 
knowledge and love of God, and of his Son 
Jesus Christ our Lord; and the blessing of 
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God Almighty, the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost, be among you, and remain with 
you always. Amen. 



SECTION X. 

^ 495. THE FORM AND MANNER OP ORDAIN- 
ING ELDERS. 

When tbe day appointed by the Bishop is come there shall 
be a sermon or exhortation, declaring the duty and 
office of such as come to be admitted elders; how neces- 
sary that order is in the Chnrchof Christ; and also how 
the people ought to esteem them in their ofBlce. After 
which one of the elders shall present unto the Bishop 
all them that are to be ordained, and say: 

I present unto you these persons present, 
to be ordained elders. 

Their names being read aloud, the Bishop shall say unto 

the people: 

Brethren, these are they whom we pur- 
pose, God willing, this day to ordain elders. 
For after due examination, we find not to 
the contrary, but that they are lawfully 
called to this function and ministry, and that 
they are persons meet for the same. But if 
there be any of you who knoweth any impedi- 
ment or crime in any of them, for the which 
he ought not to be received into this holy 
ministry, let him come forth in the name of 
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God, and show what the crime or impedi- 
ment is. 

If any crime or impediment be objected, the Bishop shall 
surcease from ordaining that person, until such time as 
the party accused shall be found clear of that crime. 

Then shall be said the Collect, Epistle, and Gospel, as fol- 

loweth: 

The CoOect. 
Almighty God, giver of all good things, 
who by thy Holy Spirit hast appointed divers 
orders of ministers in thy Church, mercifully 
behold these thy servants, now called to the 
office of elder, and replenish them so with 
the truth of thy doctrine, and adorn them 
with innocency of life, that, both by word 
and good example, they may faithfully serve 
thee in this office, to the glory of thy name 
and the edification of thy Church, through 
the merits of our Saviour Jesus Christ, who 
liveth and reigneth with thee and the Holy 
Ghost, world without end. Amen, 

The Epistle. Eph. iv. 7-13. 

Unto every one of us is given grace accord* 
ing to the measure of the gift of Christ. 
Wherefore, he saith. When he ascended up 
on high, he led captivity captive, and gave 
gifts unto men. (Now that he ascended, 
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what is it but that he also descended first 
into the lower parts of the earth? He that 
descended is the same also that ascended up 
far above all heavens that he might fill all 
things.) And he gave some, apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, evangelists; and 
some, pastors and teachers ; for the perfecting 
of the saints, for the work of the ministry, 
for the edifying of the body of Christ, till we 
all come in the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect 
man, unto the measure of the stature of the 
fullness of Christ. 

The Gofspd, St. John x. 1-16. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you. He that en- 
tereth not by the door into the sheep-fold, 
but climbeth up some other way, the same is 
a thief and a robber. But he that entereth 
in by the door, is the shepherd of the sheep. 
To him the porter openeth; and the sheep hear 
his voice; and he calleth his own sheep by 
name, and leadeth them out. And when he 
putteth forth his own sheep, he goeth before 
them, and the sheep follow him: for they 
know his voice. And a stranger will they 
not follow, but will flee from him: for they 
know not the voice of strangers. This par- 
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able sptJ^e Jesus onto tbem: bat Umt uiider^ 
Rtoud uoi whmt things tbev weiv whiob h^ 
spake onto them. Then said J«^ud unto 
them again, Terihr, verihTj I say unto you, I 
am the door ot* the sheep. All that ever 
came before me aie thieves and robbers; but 
the sheep did not hear them. I am the door: 
by me if any man enter in, he shall be saved, 
and shall go in and out, and find paatuxv\ 
The thief Cometh not, but for to steal, and to 
kill and to destroy: I am come that they 
might have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly. I am the good shepherd; 
the good shepherd giveth his life for the 
sheep. But he that is a hireling, and not the 
shepherd, whose own the sheep are not, seoth 
the wolf coming, and leaveth the sheep, and 
fleeth; and the wolf cateheth them, and scat- 
tereth the sheep. The hireling fleeth because 
he is a hireling, and careth not for the sheep. 
I am the good shepherd, and know my sheep, 
and am known of mine. As the Father 
knoweth me, even so know I the Father: and 
I lay down my life for the sheep. And other 
sheep I have, which are not of this fold : thorn 
also I must bring, and they shall hear my 
voice; and there shall be one fold and one 
shepherd.

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And that done, the Bishop shall say unto them as hereafter 

followeth: 

You have heard, brethren, as well in your 
private examination (as in the exhortation 
which was now made to you), and in the 
holy lessons taken out of the Gospel, and the 
writings of the apostles, of what dignity and 
of how great importance, this office is, where- 
unto ye are called. And now again we ex- 
hort you, in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that you have in remembrance into 
how high a dignity, and to what weighty an 
office ye are called: that is to say, to be mes- 
sengers, watchmen, and stewards of the Lord ;

the Holy Ghost; that by daily reading and 
weighing of the Scriptures, ye may wax riper 
and stronger in your ministry; and that ye 
may so endeavor yourselves from time to 
time to sanctify the lives of you and yours, 
and to fashion them after the rule and doc- 
trine of Christ, that ye may be wholesome 
and godly examples and patterns for the peo- 
ple to follow. 

And now that this present congregation 
of Christ, here assembled, may also under- 
stand your minds and wills in these things, 
and that this your promise may the more 
move you to do your duties, ye shall answer 
plainly to these things, which we, in the 
name of God and of his Church, shall demand 
of you touching the same. 

Do you think in your heart that you are 
truly called, according to the will of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, to the order of elders? 

Ans, I think so. 

The Bishop. Are you persuaded that the 
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Holy Scriptures contain sufficiently all doc- 
trine required of necessity for eternal salva- 
tion through faith in Jesus Christ? And are 
you determined, out of the said Scriptures, 
to instruct the people committed to your 
charge, and to teach nothing, as required of 
necessity, to eternal salvation, but that which 
you shall be persuaded may be concluded and 
proved by the Scriptures? 

Ans. I am so persuaded, and have so deter- 
mined, by God's grace. 

The Bishop, Will you then give your faith- 
ful diligence, always so to minister the doc- 
trine and sacraments, and the discipline of 
Christ, as the Lord hath commanded? 

Ans. I will so do, by the help of the Lord. 

The Bishop. Will you be ready with all 
faithful diligence, to banish and drive away 
all erroneous and strange doctrines contrary 
to God's word; and to use both public and 
private monitions and exhortations, as well to 
the sick as to the whole within your charge, 
as need shall require, and occasion shall be 
given? 

Ans, I will, the Lord being my helper. 

The Bishop. Will you be diligent in prayers, 
and in reading of the Holy Scriptures, and in 
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such studies as help to the knowledge of the 
same, laying aside the study of the world 
and the flesh? 

Ans. I will endeavor so to do, the Lord be- 
ing my helper. 

The Bishop, Will you be diligent to fhime 
and fashion yourselves, and your families, ac- 
cording to the doctrine of Christ; and to make 
both yonrselves and them, as much as in 
you lieth, wholesome examples and patterns 
to the flock of Christ? 

Ans. I shall apply myself thereto, the Lord 
being my helper. 

The Bishop. Will you maintain and set 
forward, as much as lieth in you, quietness, 
peace, and love, among all Christian people, 
and especially among them that are or shall 
be committed to your charge? 

Ans. I will so do, the Lord being my helper. 

The Bishop. Will you reverently obey your 
chief ministers, unto whom is committed the 
charge and government over you; following 
with a glad mind and will their godly admo- 
nitions, submitting yourselves to their godly 
judgments? 

Ans. I will so do, the Lord being my 
helper. 
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Then shall the Bishop, standing up, say: 

Almighty God, who hath given you this 
will to do all things, grant also unto you 
strength and power to perform the same; 
that he may accomplish his work which he 
hath hegun in you, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

After this the congregation shall be desired secretly in 
their prayers to make their humble supplications to God 
for all these things; for which prayei-s there shall be si- 
lence kept for a space. 

After which shall be said by the Bishop (the persons to be 
ordained elders all kneeling), Fent, Creator^ Spiritus; 
the Bishop beginning, and the elders and others that are 
present answering by verses as folio weth: • 

Come, Holy Ghost, our souls inspire, 
And lighten with celestial fire. 
Thou the anointing Spirit art, 
Who dost thy seven-fold gifts impart. 
Thy blessed unction from above 
75 comfort, life, and fire of love. 
Enable with perpetual light 
The dullness of our blinded sight. 
Anoint and cheer our soiled face 
With the abundance of thy grace. 
Keep far our foes, give peace at home, 
Where thou art guide no ill can corns. 
Teach us to know the Father, Son, 
And thee of both to be but one. 
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That through the ages all along, 
This may he our endless song: 
Praise to thy eternal merit, 
Fatfier, Son, and Holy Spirit. 

That done, the Bishop shall pray on this wise, and say: 

Let us pray. 

Almighty God and Heavenly Father, who, 
of thine infinite love and goodness toward us, 
hast given to us thy only and most dearly be- 
loved Son Jesus Christ to be our Redeemer, and 
the author of everlasting life, who, after he 
had made perfect our redemption by his death, 
and was ascended into heaven, sent abroad into 
the world his apostles, prophets, evangelists, 
doctors, and pastors; by whose labor and min- 
istry he gathered together a greater flock in 
all parts of the world, to set forth the eter- 
nal praise of thy holy name: for these so 
great benefits of thy eternal goodness, and 
for that thou hast vouchsafed to call these 
thy servants here present to the same office 
and ministry appointed for the salvation of 
mankind, we render unto thee most hcaiiy 
thanks: we praise and worship thee; and we

Christ our Lord. Amen, 

The Benediction. 

The peace of God, which passeth all under- 
standing, keep your hearts and minds in the 
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knowledge and love of God, and of his Son 
Jesus Christ our Lord; and the blessing of 
God Almighty, the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost, be among you, and remain with 
you always. Amen, 

If on the same day the oixler of deacons be given to some, 
and that of elders to others, the deacons shall be first 
presented, and then the elders.

TJie CoUed.

And when 
they were come to him, he said unto them, 
Ye know from the first day that I came 
into Asia, after what ^manner I have heen 
with you at all seasons, serving the Lord

DECISIONS RENDERED BY THE 
COLLEGE OF BISHOPS. 



^670. Dancing. 

A presiding elder decided in the case of a local 
preacher complained of for having the art and 
science of modern dancing taught, that the case 
came under the rule of the Discipline forbidding 
" improper tempers, words, or actions." This de- 
cision, on appeal, was sustained by the bishop, on 
the ground " that it is contrary to the spirit of the 
Discipline and of the New Testament to teach the 
art and science of modem dancing anywhere, or to 
practice promiscuous dancing anywhere," and all 
the bishops concurred. (1858.) 

1 671. Wethholdinq Missionary Appropriations. 

A given amount of missionary money was ap- 
propriated to a particular station within a district, 
which the presiding elder paid to the stewards of 
the station and directed a pro rata division between 
the preacher in charge and the presiding elder. 
Also a preacher was employed on the station in the 
absence of the preacher in charge in consequence 
of the sickness of the family of the latter. The 
following decisions were made on the case and ap- 
proved by the College. (1858.) 

**1. A presiding elder has no right to withhold 
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any part of an appropriation, made oat of mission 
funds to a circuit or station, from the preacher in 
charge of the said work for any other cause than 
delinquency on the part of the said preacher in 
charge. 

" 2. A preacher in charge who has occasion to be 
absent, causing the loss of one or more sermons, 
not amounting to a desertion or willful neglect of 
his charge, and employs a brother in good standing 
to do the labor during his absence, does not forfeit 
anything under the Discipline. 

"3. If a preacher is hindered by the extreme 
sickness of his wife or child, present or absent, his 
failure to do the work assigned him is * necessary * 
in a Disciplinary sense ; and his resumption of his 
work at the earliest practicable time, in the ab- 
sence of other proof, is evidence of his inteniion. 

"4. A j)re8iding elder has no power to make any 
other than a pro rata distribution of quarterage 
amongst preachers placed by his decision or other- 
wise on the same basis. 

" 5. A presiding elder is morally bound to refund 
money diverted from its legitimate claimant by his 
act." 

1 572. SUPERNUMEBABY DEFINED. 

A preacher not afflicted in his own person can- 
not for any other reason be a supernumerary. 
(1859.) 

1673.- Deprivation op Local Eldeb's Creden- 
tials. 

A Quarterly Conference has not the right to de- 
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prive a local elder of his credentials, in the absence 
of a trial on charge and specifications, according to 
the due forms of law and the usages of the Church ; 
and such an act is void. (1861.) 

1 574. Restoration qf an Expelled Pbbachbr 

A preacher expelled from an Annual Conference 
and from the Church for immorality, and this ver- 
dict sustained, on appeal, by the General Confer^ 
ence, is admitted to membership by a preacher in 
charge, with the advice and consent of his leading 
official members, without confession or any expres- 
sion of repentance of the crime for which he had 
been expelled. Two questions arose: 

"1. Is it competent for an Annual Conference, 
upon allegation of illegality in the reception of 
the expelled member, to investigate the qneetion 
whether such recognition was according to law? " 
And the following decision was approved unani- 
mously: "It is competent for an Annual Confer- 
ence to inquire into the official administration of 
every member of it. Nevertheless the law consti- 
tutes the preacher in charge the proper judge of the 
eligibility of the candidate for membership in the 
Church." (1867.) 

" 2. Can a member of an Annual Conference who 
has been expelled be admitted to the communion 
of the Church, in a congregation connected with 
said Conference, without giving satis&ctory evi- 
dence of repentance of the crime for which he was 
expelled?" Answer: "An expelled member, who 
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persistently denies his guilt, and who has submit- 
ted without contumacy and with meekness to the 
decision of the Church, after proper trial and a life 
corresponding to his asserted innocence, may be 
received without confession of the crime for which 
he was expelled." A majority of the bishops ap- 
proved this decision. (1867.) 

^676. Testimony of Colored People. 

Ought the testimony of colored persons to be re- 
ceived in our Church trials? The answer made 
and approved is that, in view of the altered civil 
condition of the colored people within the recently 
slaveholding states, and in view of the action of 
the late Greneral Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, in respect to their ecclesiastical 
8tatu8f the testimony of said colored people ought 
not to be excluded from Church trials, in cases 
where it is obviously applicable, said testimony be^ 
ing weighed according to its merits. (1867.) 

t676. Action op a Committee op Trial the 

AcriON OP THE CONPERSNCE. 

Some members of an Annual Conference were 
dissatisfied with the verdict of a committee of 
thirteen, who had tried and suspended an accused 
member of the body, and desired to reach the case 
by action of the Conference, or an appeal. The 
Chair decided, and the College of Bishops ap- 
proved, that this could not be done. The commit- 
tee, as constituted for trial by the Greneral Confer- 
ence, represents the Annual Conference, which 
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originally tried on such charges. The action of the 
committee is, therefore, the action of the Confer- 
ence and of the Church. The accused may appeal, 
but the Church cannot appeal from her own court. 
The report of the committee is final, save the right 
of appeal by the accused. (1867.) 

T[677. No Right to Decline Appointment. 

The law striking out a fixed sum for support 
to the preacher, and leaving the stewards to es- 
timate the salary, does not give to the minister 
any right to decline serving the work to which he 
is appointed, which he had not before said action 
of the General Conference. (1867.) 

1678. Powers op Trustees. 

A presiding elder decides that trustees of such of 
our houses of worship as are deeded to the Church, 
according to form of Discipline, have no right, by 
virtue of their offices, to permit such houses of wor- 
ship to be used for schools, courthouses, or any 
other than Church purposes. Appeal was taken to 
the bishop, who sustained the decision of the pre- 
siding elder, and his decision was approved by the 
College. (1869.) 

Ii579, Local Preacher Under Arrest to Desist 

FROM HIS Ministry. 

If a local preacher is in orders, and there Be ru- 
mors seriously afiecting his moral and ministerial 
character, justifying the Quarterly Conference in 
refusing to pass his character, he ought to desist 
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from all ministerial exercises till the case is ju- 
dicially tried and settled. (1870.) 

1[680. Local Preachers to Pass Examinations. 

It is the purport of the law of the Church that 
a local preacher, entering into the traveling con- 
nection on trial, whether as deacon or elder, is re- 
quired to stand the four years* examination exacted 
of candidates for the itinerant ministry. (1870.) 

t681. Family Claims Cannot be Renounced. 

The voluntary renunciation by any member of 
an Annual Conference, during his lifetime, of his 
claims, for himself or his family, upon the Con- 
ference funds does not abrogate the subsequent 
claim of his widow and orphans ; their claim being 
founded, according to the law of the Church, sole- 
ly upon the relation which they sustain to him. 
Nor can any Conference enter into any contract 
with one of its members to withhold from his wid- 
ow or children their portion of said funds that the 
law has explicitly provided for them. (1870.) 

t582* Claimants on Conference Collection. 

All superannuated preachers and widows and 
orphans of deceased preachers of an Annual Con- 
ference are claimants upon the "Conference col- 
lection," except where a brother voluntarily relin- 
quishes his claim ; even then, after his death, the 
Board of Finance may consider the claims of his 
widow and orphans. But the Board may discrim- 
inate among the claimants^ even to the excluding 
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of any who, in their best judgment, ought to be set 
aside in favor of the more needy. All the &cts 
ought to be kindly considered, such as age, bodily 
or mental infirmities, personal means, or compara- 
tive necessities. (1871.) 

f 583. Joint Board op Finance. 

When a question between a preacher and his 
stewards is to be referred to the Joint Board of Fi- 
nance for settlement, by either party to the contro- 
versy, the other party must have due notice. Both 
parties must, by due notice, have opportunity to 
make statements before the Board can render a 
decision. (1871.) 

IF 684. Lay Membebs op Joint Board. 

It is not required that the lay members of the 
Joint Board of Finance should be members of the 
Annual CJonference, but must be one from and not 
for each district. (1871.) 

1686. Power op Joint Board over Trustees and 

Stewards. 

Neither trustees nor stewards , have the right 
to apply money raised for the support of the 
pastor to the payment of other Church debts ; and 
it is lawful for a Joint Board of Finance, when ap- 
pealed to, to decide that any funds so misapplied be 
repaid to the proper claimant. Such claim is not 
forbidden by the clause of Discipline which says of 
the Joint Board: ''But in no case shall they allow 
any preacher to have a claim on the Church he has 
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served, as of debt, after his pastoral conneclioii 
has ceased.** (1871.) 

f\ 586. Ministers of Other Churches— Rbckf- 
TioN AND Recognition of Orders. 

A traveling elder expelled by an Annual Gonf^ 
ence for immoralitv is relicensed in a second Confer- 
ence and twice nnsaccessiolly applies to the first for 
the restoration of his orders; afterwards withdraws 
from oar Church and, as a licentiate, joins another 
Church, in which he is ordained deacon and elder 
at the same time, and then applies to a third Con- 
ference of oar Church for admission with recogni- 
tion of orders. Having given no satis&ction to the 
Conference from which he had been expelled, the 
question of the legality of such recognition and re- 
ception was raised, and the bishop decided that 
such an action woald be legal, nevertheless the 
Conference may inquire into the entire ecclesias- 
tical history in considering the propriety of the 
step; and his opinion was approved. (1871.) 

1587. Deposed Ministers to bb Belioensed. 

A preacher, who had been deposed and deprived 
of his credentials, was restored by the Quarterly 
Conference to the ministerial office by a direct ac- 
tion, instead of the usual proceedings of recom- 
mendation from his society, examination before the 
Quarterly Conference, and granting license, as at 
first. His case was presented to the Annual Con- 
ference on application for the restoration of cre- 
dentials. It was deci<JlQ<l that t^^ application could 
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not be entertained. The deposed preacher mnst be 
recommended, and examined, and licensed, in reg- 
ular form, in order to bring his case under the pro- 
visions of the law for the restoration of creden- 
tials. (1872.) 

1 588e Plan op the Work. 

To the question, '* Has a preacher in charge the 
right, immediately after Conference, so to change 
the plan of the work assigned him by the bishop 
as to leave a large portion of it unsupplied? " the 
bishop made answer, and the College concurred, 
''In 60 &r as he declares that the preacher has no 
right, at any time, to change the work assigned 
him by the bishop," but with the understanding 
that this is not to be so construed as to prevent his 
taking in new and unoccupied ground, upon proper 
consultation and opportunity. (1872.) 

T589. Supernumeraries Not Claimants on Con- 
ference Collection. 

A supernumerary has no claim on the fund in 
the hands of the Joint Board of Finance known as 
the Conference collection. (1872.) 

f 590. Remuneration of Supbrnuhrraries. 

To the question, " Is a supernumerary, who ful- 
fills the term of his appointment according to the 
Discipline, entitled to a pro rata share of the funds 
contributed by the pastoral charge he is appoint- 
ed to serve, in common with his colleague?" the 
bishop answered: "The stewards may provide' for 
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the supernumerary according to their discretion in 
the case. The principle holds even here that * the 
laborer is worthy of his hire.* It is lawful to pay 
him, but not customary. The relation is generally 
for the accommodation of the party receiving it. 
He gets the rest he needs from pastoral work, and 
devotes his time to secular and self-supporting busi- 
ness, retaining his position in the Conference, 
working as it may be convenient and he may feel 
able, and returning to the regular work of the itin- 
erancy When practicable. He is usually attached 
to a charge already supplied and burdened to its 
full capacity for raising a support to the pastor; 
and there is no expectation in the Conference, the 
man, or the charge that an additional amount is to 
be raised for the supernumerary." The College 
" concurs in this view, with the understanding that 
the Discipline is not specific in regulating the de- 
tails of this relation, and much is left to circum- 
stances and godly discretion." (1872.) 

1591. Stewards Not Under Control op Annual 

Conference. 

An Annual Conference took this action: 
"Resolved, That the district stewards, in appor- 
tioning the claims of the presiding elder and the 
collections ordered by the Annual Conference, shall 
make the assessment against the various works in 
proportion to the claims of the preachers upon 
those works respectively." 
The bishop was asked as to the legality of this 
23 
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action. His answer, concurred in, was in these 
words: 

" In my opinion the seventh item of Section V., 
Chapter IX., of the book of Discipline, empowering 
an Annual Conference to adopt its own method of 
raising money to pay those who, by the rules and 
usages of the Church, have claims upon it, has 
reference exclusively to the collections for super- 
annuated preachers, widows and orphans of preach- 
ers, and for bishops. It follows that no Annual 
Conference has the right to pass mandatoiy resolu- 
tions, interfering with the rights and duties of dis- 
trict stewards, or the stewards of circuits and sta- 
tions, as laid down in Sections I. and II. of Chapter 
IX. of the book of Discipline." (1872.) 

1592. Prbsidbnt of a Distbict Confebbncb. 

Where a District Conference elects its own Pres- 
ident, he must be a member of the Conference over 
which he presides. (1873.) 

1593. Financial Plan. 

An Annual Conference adopted a plan for rais- 
ing the amount necessary to relieve its superan- 
nuated members, and the widows and orphans of 
preachers who had died in the work. The main 
item of the plan required every preacher to collect 
a sum on this account equal to five per cent of his 
salary receipts; and failing to do this, in the ab- 
sence of excuse, to pay the amount out of his re- 
ceipts. 
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A member, who had not taken up the collection, 
paid his five per cent, to the Joint Board of Finance 
under protest, on the ground that the plan is un- 
constitutional and void, and this question was duly 
presented for decision. 

Decided^ That as each Annual Conference is, by 
the law, authorized to adopt its own method of 
raising money to pay its claimants (which includee 
superannuated preachers, and the widows and or- 
phans of preachers), the Conference is authorized 
to adopt and maintain its plan. (1874.) 

1594. Intoxicating Liquors. 

In a case of arraignment and trial, the accused 
admitted that he was engaged in the sale of intox- 
icating liquors by the quantity and by the drink, 
with the reasonable knowledge that it was bought 
to be used as a beverage, but his defense was that 
there was no law violated. He appealed from the 
decision of the Church committee, by which he 
was expelled, to the Quarterly Conference. The 
action and decision of the court below were sus- 
tained in the Quarterly Conference. The expelled 
person desired that the case might come before 
the bishop presiding at the Annual Conference; and 
to give his wish effect, the Quarterly Conference, 
although deeming the verdict and judgment just, 
under the construction of the law rendered, ap- 
pealed from the decision of the presiding elder to 
the bishop presiding at the ensuing Annual Con- 
ference, upon the question of law : ** Does the sale 
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of intoxicating liquors, by the large or small quan- 
tity, to be used as a beverage, constitute an action- 
able offense under Methodist law, as found in the 
Article of the General Rules requiring the avoid- 
ance of evil of every kind, and the doing of no 
harm— these Greneral Rules themselves being based 
upon the written word of God ? ' * The plea of the 
absence of specific law was relied on by the de- 
fendant in the case referred to. The ruling of the 
preacher in charge was that the case was action- 
able under the General Rule; and this ruling was 
sustained by the presiding elder on the appeal. 

Decided, That both were correct in the ruling. 
(1874.) 

11696. Are There Any Complaints? 

In a Quarterly Conference under the question, 
*'Are there any complaints?** the pastor was com- 
plained of for neglect of certain duties, and a rec- 
ord was made of it. The case coming before the 
Annual Conference, the President decided : 

*'That, whift it is the duty of a presiding elder 
to learn all he can concerning the usefulness and 
acceptability of a pastor, and from no source is he 
likely to get such reliable information as from of- 
ficial members, nevertheless the Quarterly Confer- 
ence is not charged with the duty of inquiring into 
the life and official administration of a member 
of an Annual Conference. Complaints may not be 
entertained against him by that body, nor entered 
pn i ts journal . He is respon sible to another eccle- 
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siastical body which has original jurisdiction, and 
may censure, suspend, or expel him." 
Approved. (1875.) 

f 596. Pro Rata Division op Receipts. 

The Joint Board of Finance presented to the 
President of an Annual Conference these questions 
of law arising out of a disagreement between a 
presiding elder and one of the preachers in his dis- 
trict. The issue was referred to the Joint Board 
for adjustment: 

Question 1. "Since the Discipline provides (Chap. 
IX.) that the district stewards shall apportion the 
presiding elder's claim among the different charges 
of the district, to be added to the claim of the 
preacher in charge, and its collection provided for 
in the same way, has the Board of Stewards the 
right to make any other than a pro rata division of 
the funds collected? " 

Answer (by the President). "No." 

Question 2. " In case the Board of Stewards make 
other than a pro rata division between the pre- 
siding elder and pastor, should the one receiving 
more than his proportion refund the excess to the 
other?" 

Answer (by the President). "Yes." 

Quegtion 3. " In a reference to the Joint Board of 
Finance of a disagreement concerning receipts be- 
tween the presiding elder and the pastor, may this 
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Board take into consideration the way each has 
performed his duties?** 

Answer (by the President). "No; the presiding 
elder and the preacher in charge Are responsible to 
the Annual Conference only for the way in which 
they discharge their duties." 

Approved. (1876.) 

1597. A Vbrdict Not to bb Revebsbd fob In- 
formality IN THB Trial. 

In the trial of a member, the charge of immo- 
rality was supported by two specifications. He 
was found guilty and expelled. An appeal to the 
Quarterly Conference was taken by the accused, 
and this plea was urged before the appellate court: 
"That the specification upon which he was con- 
victed belonged to a grade of ofiense less than im- 
morality — ^viz., improper conduct." The presiding 
elder ruled that the charge belonged to one class 
of ofienses and the first specification to anoth- 
er ; whereupon the Quarterly Conference, without 
considering the testimony given at the trial, pro- 
ceeded to reverse the verdict of the committee that 
tried the case. The matter coming before the Pres- 
ident of the ensuing Annual Conference, he decid- 
ed : " The Quarterly Conference cannot reverse the 
verdict of the committee except upon the merits 
of the case. For irregular or illegal proceedings, 
the proper course is to remand the case for a new 
trial. A reversal of verdict ends the case." 

Approved. (1876.) 
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11698. Quarterly Conference Entertaining 

AN Appeal. 

A presiding elder, being complained of before an 
Annual Conference, because a Quarterly Confer- 
ence over which he had presided had declined to 
entertain an appeal of an expelled member of the 
Ohorcb, these questions resulted: 

" 1. Is it the prerogative of the Quarterly Con- 
ference, or of the President of the same, to decide 
whether an appeal shall be entertained ? '' Answer: 
" The Quarterly Conference, for justifying reasons, 
may decide not to entertain an appeal." 

" 2. After the Quarterly Conference has decided 
not to entertain an appeal, has the President any re- 
course by which he can compel the Quarterly Con- 
ference to entertain it ? " Answer : " He has not."

The Church cannot appeal from the decision of 
its own court.

1600. Probation in Conference (not Calendar) 

Years. 

A preacher who has traveled two Conference years, 
though they may not be so long as twenty-four 
months, may be admitted into full connection.

tool. Custodian of Surrendered Crbdentialb 
Cannot Restore Them. 

A local elder surrendered his credentials to the 
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presiding elder, whereupon proceedings in the 
Quarterly Conference Court against him were 
stopped. Rumor exaggerated his offense, and he 
claimed to have his credentials returned to him, 
and that he he reinstated for a regular trial hefore 
the ensuing Quarterly Conference. The presiding 
elder, as the custodian of his parchments, declined 
to return them, hut carried them up to the Annual 
Conference to be filed with its papers. His action 
was legaL He must first he made a preacher by a 
Quarterly Conference before the restoration, and the 
latter can only be done by an Annual Conference. 
(1879.) 

1602. Change op Venue. 

The pastor may, for sufficient cause, conduct the 
trial of a member at a place other than where his 
membership is held. (1879.) 

^603. Committee May Be op Another Society 

IN THE Chabge. 

If an impartial committee of investigation can- 
not be obtained in the class or society to which a 
member belongs, the pastor may select the com- 
mittee from any other society of his pastoral 
charge. (1879.) 

1604, A Committee op Investigation. 

A committee of investigation is not to try a case, 
but to ascertain whether there is a case to be tried. 
A.n accused person, if allowed to appear before it to 
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show that no trial is necessary, may not present any 

testimony in defense.^ (1879.) 

1 605. Disqualification by Assbst op Gha&agtbr. 

Members of a Quarterly Conference against 
whom charges are pending cannot sit in Quarterly 
Conference, though the trial has not j^et been had. 
They are under arrest of character. (1879.) 

1 606. Whbn a Law Bbcomes Operative. 

A law enacted by the General Conference, in the 
usual phrase, does not become operative from the 
time of its passage, but from the adjournment of 
the General Conference. (1879.) 

IT 607. Withdrawal op Charges and Specifica- 
tions. 

A trial having been entered upon, charges or 
specifications may not then be withdrawn at the 
will of the prosecution. (1879.) 

1 608. Change op Law During Trial. 

If a trial has been begun in accordance with the 
Discipline, and the General Conference makes a 
material change in the law bearing on the case 
before it is terminated, the prosecution should be 
stayed. If necessary, proceedings should be con- 
formed to the later requirements. (1879.)

IN Annual Conference. 

When the General Conference has changed the 
boundaries of Annual Conferences, the traveling 
preachers become members of the Annual Confer- 
ence in which their pastoral charges fell. (1883.) 

1611, Membership of a Traveling Preacher. 

The membership of a traveling preacher is in the 
Annual Conference, and not in the pastoral charge 
to which he is appointed. (1883.) 

1612. A Traveling Preacher. 

A member of an Annual Conference, appointed 
by the bishop from year to year as a teacher, is a 
" traveling preacher " in the sense of the Discipline. 
(1885.) 

1613. A Bishop Not to Interpret a Law 
Already Decided. 

A bishop may decline to decide a question of law 
presented in due form, if it has already been de- 
cided by the College of Bishops. (1887.) 
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^614. Complaints May Be Referred to a Com- 
mittee OF Recommendation. 

The case of a traveling preacher against whom 
complaint is made during the session of the An- 
nual Conference may be referred to a committee 
to report and recommend action thereon, before 
the accused has had the privilege of reply, and 
before the Conference has decided on the passage 
of his character.

The Treasurer of the General Board of Missions, 
in his account with an Annual Conference, may 
not credit that Conference with an amount raised 
within its limits for the support of a mission for 
which no estimate was made by the General Board, 
and which is consequently not embraced in the as- 
sessment made by said Board on that Conference 
for the support of its missions.

If 632. Division of Missionary Anniversary 

Collections. 

When donors desire to give specific direction to 
their contributions on anniversary occasions, they 
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should not be denied the privilege. The provision 
of the Discipline in ^ 338 looks to the division of 
funds not thus specifically directed by the donors.

It is not in harmony with our Discipline to re- 
quire rental from our preachers who use parson- 
ages provided by the Church for their use and 
occupation. (1901.) 

1 662. Presiding Elder's Salary. 

It is not a violation of the intent of the law, if 
the District Stewards fix the salary of the Pre- 
siding Elder at a certain per centage of the sala- 
ries fixed for the pastors on the several charges 
by their respective stewards. (1901.) 

1(663. Stewards. 

One may be a steward in a given charge if reg- 
ularly appointed, although his membership may 
be in a different pastoral charge. (1901.) 

1664. School Property. 

Property deeded to a Board of Trustees for 
school purposes cannot be used as a school under 
the care of the Conference, unless it is recom- 
mended by the Conference Board of Education.

H 666. Withdrawal of Membership of An- 
nual Conference. 

The Annual Conference by affirmative vote 
may allow one of its members to withdraw even

1[671. Examining Committee Can Accept or 
Reject Examinations by Our Institu- 
tions OP Learning. 

The law of the Church does not make it man- 
datory upon the Examining Committee of an An- 
nual Conference to accept from an applicant for 
admission on trial into the traveling connection 
certificates of satisfactory examination from our 
institntions of learning in lieu of examination by 
the committee . (1903. ) 

1672. Assistant Superintendents, How 

Created. 

The Discipline does not contemplate the elec- 
tion of assistant superintendents of Sunday 
schools. If there is necessity for an assistant su- 
perintendent of the Sunday school, the Quarterly 
Conference should make the election and not the 
Sunday school, inasmuch as the Discipline pro- 
vides that the Quarterly Conference shall be a 
Board of Managers for the Sunday school. (1903.) 

1673. Rights of Conference Claimants Liv- 
ing IN Territory Transferred to 
Another Conference. 

In equity, Conference claimants living in the 
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bounds of territory ceded by the General Confer- 
ence from one Annual Conference to another 
should be ceded with the territory; but legally 
they continue to be claimants upon the An- 
nual Conference from which the territory is 
ceded. (1903.) 

11674. Time When a Transfer Takes Effect. 

The official announcement that a preacher is 
transferred from one Conference to another op- 
erates a change of membership so that his rights 
and responsibilities in- the Conference to which 
he is transferred begin from the date of his trans- 
fer by the Bishop making it. (1905.) 

1[676. Women Ineligible to Office of 

Steward. 

It is not lawful to elect a woman as stew- 
ard, (1906.) . 

1676. Presiding Elder Can Hold Up Char- 
acter OF A Preacher Under Charges, 
Even When Investigating Com- 
mittee Declares No Trial 
Necessary. 

It is not contrary to law for his Presiding Elder 
to hold up the passage of the character of a trav- 
eling preacher with the presentation to the Con- 
ference of the report of an Investigating Commit- 
tee appointed in the interim of an Annual Con- 
ference, when said report declares no trial neces- 
sary.
